He  has  informed  our 
Parliamentary  representative  that  he  has  done  this  on  behalf 
of  the  private  chemist  as  against  chemist-companies  (p.  546). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  income  in  1906  showed  a 
further  fall,  but  by  reducing  expenses  by  nearly  2,000/.  there 
was  110/.  to  the  good  at  the  end  of  the  year  (p.  556).  An 
examination  of  the  financial  condition  is  presented  on  p.  550.

Brevities. 

Sweet  spirit  of  nitre  has  been  selected  by  the  Paddington 
Borough  Council  as  a  drug  to  be  sampled  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  as  soon  as  possible. 

Leo  Farmer  (29),  a  botanist  at  Kew  Gardens,  shot  himself 
dead  with  a  revolver  at  Southsea  on  April  6. 

The  application  of  Dr.  John  Shaw,  author  of  "  Fibroid 
Tumour,"  to  have  his  named  erased  from  the  Medical 
Register,  is  to  be  considered  by  the  General  Medical  Council 
at  its  session  in  May. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  4  Whitehall 
Place,  S.W.,  have  published  a  new  edition  of  their  leaflet 
on  the  black-currant  mite,  in  which  information  on  the 
treatment  of  this  pest  with  lime  and  sulphur  has  been  incor- 
porated. Copies  of  it  may  be  obtained,  gratis  and  post  free, 
on  application  to  the  above  address. 

At  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  a  child,  nine  months  old, 
at  Halifax,  it  was  stated  that  the  mother  had  been  in  the 
habit  of  giving  the  deceased  child  "a  mixture  of  penny- 
royal "  to  make  it  sleep.  The  medical  evidence  was  that  the 
child  died  from  wasting  and  exhaustion  caused  by  gastro- 
intestinal catarrh,  the  result  of  improper  feeding  and  the 
administration  of  some,  drug.    The  mother  was  censured. 

At  an  inquest  held  in  regard  to  the  death  of  Amelia  Garner, 
aged  twenty-one,  a  dupligraph  machinist,  employed  at 
Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys',  Bethnal  Green,  evidence  was 
given  to  the  effect  that  on  March  26  deceased  fell  in  her 
bedroom  and  injured  her  head.  Dr.  Basan  stated  that  the 
fall  caused  cerebral  haemorrhage,  and  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  girl  had  been  mentally  worried  about  her  work, 
which  was  setting  up  type  for  labels.  She  had  complained  of 
her  head  before  the  fall.  A  verdict  of  accidental  death  was 
returned. 

Milan  Exhibition  Awards. 
In  addition  to  the  Grand  Prix,  reported  in  the  C.  <fc  D. 
of  November  2,  1906,  to  have  been  awarded  to  the  Wellcome 
Chemical  Research  Laboratories,  intimation  has  now  been 
received  of  awards  of  the  gold  medal  to  Dr.  F.  B.  Power 
(director)  and  Mr.  F.  Tutin,  and  a  silver  medal  to  Mr. 
P.  E.  F.  Perredes,  in  chemical  arts  and  pharmacy,  and  a 
diploma  of  honour  to  Dr.  F.  B.  Power  in  the  section  of 
education. 

Co-operators  and  the  Pharmacy  Bills. 

Mr.  Thos.  Redgram,  an  influential  member  of  the  Heck- 
mondwike  Industrial  Co-operative  Society,  on  April  7,  at 
the  quarterly  meeting,  said  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  if  placed  on 
the  Statute  Book,  would  affect  the  co-operative  movement. 
There  were  two  Bills,  he  explained,  one  of  which  was  being 
promoted  by  the  "Association  of  Druggists,"  which  con- 
tained a  clause  to  the  effect  that  no  Society  shall  sell  drugs 
of  any  kind  unless  it  has  not  only  a  certified  and  qualified 
druggist  to  sell  the  goods,  but  also  a  similar  person  on  the 
Committee  of  Management.  The  Government  had  brought 
in  a  Bill  which  the  Co-operative  Union  was  supporting, 
and  which  did  not  contain  any  clause  requiring  Societies 
at  all  events  to  have  a  certified  druggist  on  the  Management 
Committee.  If  they  had  a  certified  druggist  in  the  depart- 
ment where  the  drugs  were  sold  that  should  be  sufficient. 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Medicines. 

At  the  annual  general  meeting  held  in  the  offices  of  the 
Chamber  on  Wednesday,  April  10,  the  report  of  the  Council 
was  submitted.  It  referred  among  other  things  to  the 
formation  of  the  sub-section  of  members  interested  in 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  proprietary  articles,  of  which 
Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  is  chairman.  During  the  twelve  months 
action  was  taken  with  regard  to  a  guarantee  of  circulation 
from  newspapers,  Mr.  F.  J.  Hanbury  (Allen  &  Hanburys) 
and  Mr.  C.  J.  Gilbert  (Cooper  &  Nephews)  being  nominated 
to  serve  on  the  committee.  The  Board  of  Trade  was  com- 
municated with  in  regard  to  the  admission  of  drugs  and 
medicaments  into  Russia  and  the  action  taken  with  regard  to 
Australian  regulations  respecting  proprietary  articles.  The 
report  also  referred  to  the  Chemical  Trades  Section,  and  a 
summary  was  given  of  the  proceedings  taken  by  the  Section 


with  regard  to  untaxed  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes,  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Bill,  and  minor  matters.

Its 
March  circular  stated  that  "  Mr.  Thomas  Tyler  "  is  to  take 
the  chair  at  the  tri-union  smoking-concert  on  April  18. 

There  has  lately  sprung  up  a  rather  brisk  demand  for 
lady  dispensers  in  this  district,  those  who  have  the  addi- 
tional qualification  of  modern  methods  of  bookkeeping  being 
preferred. 

A  girl  eleven  years  old  was  carrying  a  baby  twelve  months 
old  in  the  street  last  week,  when  the  appearance  of  both 
attracted  the  attention  of  a  passing  lady  (a  pharmacist's 
wife),  who  was  able  to  say  that  the  little  one  was  dead. 

The  Birmingham  fire-brigade  had  to  cope  with  an  out- 
break at  the  chemist's  shop  of  Mr.  Frederick  Weaver, 
Benson  Road,  the  other  night,  and,  after  playing  on  the 
flames  with  water  for  fifty  minutes,  the  fire  was  extin- 
guished, the  shop  and  contents  being  severely  damaged. 

At  the  Town  Hall  on  Sunday  evening,  a  meeting  of  shop- 
assistants,  not  a  few  of  whom  are  engaged  in  pharmacy, 
was  held,  when  Mr.  J.  A.  Seddon,  M.P.,  gave  an  address, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  said  that  shop-assistants  have  to 
dress  like  dukes  on  the  wages  of  dustmen,  to  be  all  things 
to  all  men,  and  twice  that  to  women.  The  living-in  system 
came  in  for  very  severe  remarks. 

The  funeral  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Horton  was  attended  by  many 
well  known  to  pharmacy,  including  Mr.  Thomas  Barclay, 
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Mr.  Boucher,  and  Mr.  Charles  Thompson.  The  deceased 
gentleman  was  a  most  good-hearted  man.  He  it  was  who 
on  the  day  of  opening  his  business  in  Bradford  Street  sold 
tr.  opii  for  tr.  rhei,  the  vessel  being  a  cup.  Discovering  his 
mistake,  he  ran  after  the  customer,  accidentally  (on  pur- 
pose) knocked  against  her,  broke  the  cup,  apologised,  asked 
her  to  return  to  his  shop,  and  he  would  replenish  the  loss, 
and  provide  her  with  a  bottle.  He  told  this  himself  with 
great  good  humour.  He  owned  the  shop  which  is  now 
occupied  by  Mr.  Thompson,  but  left  Bradford  Street  to  go 
there. 

The  Warning  Unheeded. 
Before  the  Deputy-Stipendiary  at  Liverpool  Police  Court 
on  April  8,  Frank  William  Alexander  (38)  was  charged  with 
stealing  a  quantity  of  drugs,  etc.,  value  111.  lis.,  from  his 
employers,  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  wholesale 
chemists,  Hanover  Street,  Liverpool.  Prisoner  was  sus- 
pected, and  on  April  6  he  was  stopped  as  he  was  leaving 
the  premises,  and  some  soap  was  found  on  him.  Detectives 
searched  the  prisoner's  house,  and  found  other  articles  be- 
longing to  his  employers.  It  was  stated  for  the  prosecution 
that  on  a  prior  occasion,  when  an  employe  was  convicted  of 
theft,  the  Stipendiary  said  that  all  future  cases  would  be 
dealt  with  by  imprisonment  without  the  option  of  a  fine. 
Those  remarks  were  printed  and  posted  in  the  works  and 
shops,  but  in  spite  of  this  warning  prisoner  had  since 
January  been  carrying  on  these  systematic  thefts.  A  sentence 
of  six  months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour  was  passed. 

Pharmacy  in  Guernsey. 

At  the  last  sitting  of  the  Guernsey  Court  of  Chief  Pleas, 
held  in  the  Royal  Court-house,  St.  Peter-Port,  on  April  8, 
under  the  presidency  of  Sir  Henry  A.  Giffard,  K.C.  (Bailiff 
or  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  island),  Advocate  V.  G.  Carey 
presented  a  petition  from  the  chemists  of  Guernsey  praying 
that  legislation  be  introduced  to  regulate  the  admission  to 
practise  as  chemist  in  the  island.  It  was  stated  by  peti- 
tioners that,  under  the  existent  law,  chemists  could  be 
admitted  who  had  been  struck  off  the  roll  or  lists  of  their 
own  countries  for  misconduct,  and  that  diplomas  were 
accepted  which  would  not  be  admissible  in  England.  The 
Court  ordered  the  petition  to  be  published,  and  that  it  be 
taken  into  consideration  on  May  4. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  City  Council,  at  their  meeting  on  April  3,  confirmed 
a  recommendation  of  the  Health  Committee  that  Mr.  G.  E. 
Scott-Smith,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  should  be  appointed  public 
analyst  for  the  city  for  twelve  months. 

The  Health  Committee  have  accepted  tenders  from 
Messrs.  J.  Clark  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists,  for  the 
supply  of  paints,  oil,  varnish,  etc.,  and  also  for  tools  and 
brushes  required  by  the  cleansing  department  during  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  reports  of  the  Easter  Vestries  show  that  Mr.  G.  T.  W. 
Newsholme,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  has  been  elected 
people's  warden  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  and  Mr.  F.  Medley, 
chemist  and  druggist,  sidesman  at  St.  Cuthbert's,  Fir  Vale. 

The  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society  fixed  for  Wednesday  last  has  been  postponed  until 
April  24,  when  Mr.  F.  B.  Hirst,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  is 
to  give  a  lantern-lecture,  the  subject  of  which  will  be 
announced  later.  The  meeting  is  announced  as  the  last  of 
the  session. 

The  interest  recently  aroused  in  the  question  of  the 
appalling  rate  of  infantile  mortality  in  the  city  has  resulted 
in  a  series  of  articles  in  the  "Sheffield  Daily  Telegraph." 
On  Wednesday  last,  in  the  course  of  his  strictures,  the 
author  (a  doctor)  said  : 

In  addition  to  neglecting  the  most  ordinary  rules  of  health 
there  is  throughout  the  city  a  widespread  "  drug  habit." 
The  belief  in  the  virtues  of  a  "  bottle"  from  the  chemist  or 
sixpenny  doctor  is  pathetic,  and  it  is  a  belief  which  is 
pandered  to  by  these  and  other  and  more  unscrupulous 
practitioners.  Worse,  however,  than  this  mere  quackery 
is  the  extent  to  which  criminal  medicaments  are  retailed. 
Somo  of  these,  metallic  poisons,  are  extremely  dangerous, 
and  several  deaths  have  been  noted. 

This  is  particularly  hard  considering  that  a  prominent  local 
pharmacist  took  the  trouble  of  drawing  the  attention  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  this  subject  to  the  dangers  of  the 
drug-habit  in  this  connection.

The  statement  by  the  "Times"  that  the  Govern- 
ment has  definitely  abandoned  the  idea  of  introducing  an 
Irish  University  Bill  during  the  present  Session  of  Parlia- 
ment is  denied  by  Mr.  Birrell. 

Tenders  Accepted. 
The  Castleblaney  Union  have  been  allowed  to  retain  their 
selection  of  drug-contractor,  although  the  tender  was  not 
the  lowest. 

The  Portumna  Guardians  have  had  their  selection  of 
Messrs.  Golden  &  Co.  as  medicine-contractors  confirmed, 
although  it  was  not  the  lowest. 

The  Killadysert  Guardians  have  appointed  Messrs.  Clarke- 
&  Co.,  Dublin,  their  contractors  for  medicines  at  24  per  cent, 
discount,  and  for  medical  appliances  at  34  per  cent, 
reduction. 

A  Pharmaceutical  Camerist. 

Mr.  D.  W.  Elliott,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Belfast,  has 
won  the  championship  cup  and  gold  medal  for  highest 
total  marks  for  prints  and  slides  during  the  session  of  the 
Y.M.C.A.  Camera  Club  which  has  just  closed.  He  also  has 
won  the  bronze  plaque  for  highest  marks  for  lantern-slides. 
A  Bogus  Tender. 

To  the  last  meeting  of  the  Swinford  Guardians  Mr.  P.  N. 
White,  J. P.,  chemist,  Sligo,  wrote  stating  that  he  observed 
in  the  local  papers  that  he  had  got  the  medicine-contract  for 
the  Union.  He  never  tendered  for  such,  and  he  asked  the 
Guardians  to  forward  to  him  the  bogus  tender,  so  that  he 
might  institute  a  prosecution  if  he  could  identify  the  hand- 
writing. The  Board  decided  to  re-advertise  for  medicine- 
tenders  and  to  send  the  bogus  tender  to  Mr.  White. 

Not  Real  Shamrock. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Dublin  Industrial  Association  on 
April  8,  the  Secretary  said  that  five  or  six  kinds  of  per- 
fumery had  been  imported  into  Dublin,  made  up  in  sham- 
rock-shaped bottles,  having  a  shamrock-shaped  stopper  and 
tied  with  green  ribbon.  The  label  was  also  shamrock- 
shaped,  and  the  producers  styled  themselves  the  "  Irish 
Floral  Perfumery  Co..  of  Dublin  and  London."  The  Asso- 
ciation hoped  the  public  would  not  allow  the  makers  of  the 
perfume  to  capture  a  trade  in  Ireland  by  taking  advantage 
of  the  present  movement  in  the  country  to  support  home 
manufacture.

Personal.

His  name  has  appeared 
for  distinction  six  times  in  the  Class  Examinations 
Honours  Lists. 

An  Explosive  Mixture. 

A  young  man  named  Mutter,  acting  as  locum  tenens  for  a 
Kirkintilloch  veterinary-surgeon,  was  slightly  injured  and 
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considerably  frightened  by  the  explosion  of  a  mixture  he 
was  preparing  in  the  laboratory.  The  window  was  blown 
out  and  the  room  was  set  on  fire.  Mutter's  face  and  hands 
were  burned. 

A  Temporary  Check. 
The  President  of  the  Dunfermline  Co-operative  Society 
at  a  meeting  held  on  April  8  stated  that  owing  to  the 
fierce  opposition  of  the  traders  the  firm  which  supplied  the 
drugs  department  with  goods  had  had  to  close  its  account, 
but  he  was  glad  to  state  that  they  had  felt  no  inconvenience. 
They  had  been  able  to  overcome  the  difficulty,  and  had  found 
people  in  the  trade  quite  agreeable  to  supply  the  society 
with  drugs. 

Aberdeen. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Hardie,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bucksburn,  who 
has  been  laid  aside  for  nearly  three  months  by  severe  illness, 
is  now  almost  recovered. 

As  a  result  of  the  opening  of  the  new  post-office  in 
Crown  Street,  the  sub-post-office  in  Union  Street,  con- 
ducted by  Mi*-  J-  D.  Duncan,  chemist  and  druggist,  is  now 
closed. 

Mr.  George  Hall,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  has  been  in 
the  South  for  the  past  year  or  two,  has  returned  to  Aber- 
deen, and  is  associated  with  his  father,  Mr.  Robert  Hall, 
■chemist  and  druggist,  Woodside,  in  the  conduct  of  the 
'business  there. 

At  a  meeting  of  promoters  of  the  proposed  Technical 
College  for  Aberdeen  held  last  week,  ex-Baillie  Paterson, 
representing  the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
criticisd  the  scheme,  and  raised  a  few  points  worthy  of 
consideration. 

Chemists  in  Aberdeen  and  district  are  going  in  for 
sports  more  than  formerly.  Cricket,  golf,  and  bowling  are 
the  favourites,  especially  the  latter.  Last  week  Mr.  A.  L. 
Bruce,  a  prominent  member  of  the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  was  elected  a  member  of  committee  of  the 
Ferryhill  Bowling  Club.  Mr.  H.  S.  Taylor,  chemist, 
Inverurie,  was  appointed  Vice-President  of  the  local 
bowling  club,  and  Mr.  A.  Mackie,  chemist  and  druggist, 
was  re-elected  Treasurer  of  the  Culter  Cricket  Club. 

Last  year  the  Aberdeen  Parish  Council  tried  a  new 
system  in  connection  with  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  out- 
•door  poor.  They  appointed  a  chemist  in  each  district  to 
supply  medicines  at  trade-prices,  less  a  discount.  This  paid 
the  chemists  better  than  former  contracts,  but  it  has  re- 
sulted in  an  increased  cost  to  the  parish  of  about  901.  for  the 
■  current  year.  It  has  been  decided,  therefore,  to  revert  to 
the  old  system,  and  the  committee  has  been  instructed  to 
-appoint  a  dispenser  and  sub-dispensers  throughout  the  city. 
Dundee. 

The  results  of  the  latest  degree  examinations  at  Dundee 
"College  were  so  disappointing  to  the  candidates  that  a 
lengthy  newspaper  correspondence  has  been  going  on,  with 
the  usual  suggestions  and  explanations. 

The  petition  granted  by  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh, 
to  Mr.  A.  C.  Walker,  chemist  and  druggist,  Dundee,  for 
the  custody  of  his  child  (C.  <£•  D.,  1906,  I.,  920)  was  on 
April  6  suspended  by  Lord  Johnston,  as  Mrs.  Walker  is 
raising  an  action  for  separation  and  aliment. 

The  attention  of  the  drug-trade  in  Scotland  has  recently 
been  focussed  on  Dundee  as  the  result  of  a  circular  letter 
posted  broadcast,  bearing  an  address  in  that  city,  and  re- 
ferring to  terms  for  tabloids.  These  terms  are  said  to  be 
more  favourable  to  the  retailers  than  those  of  any  other 
wholesale  house  in  Scotland. 

The  "Evils  of  Substitution"  are  ventilated  in  the 
"  Dundee  Courier  "  of  Wednesday  in  a  specially  contributed 
article.  Beginning  with  a  reference  to  the  Scotch  tweed 
industry,  the  greater  part  of  a  column  is  devoted  to  the 
subject  of  pills  and  lozenges,  so  that  chemists  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  guessing  its  probable  origin.  "The  public 
ought  to  join  in  the  crusade  now  being  made  against  this 
great  and  crying  evil,"  is  the  conclusion. 

Glasgow. 

Coatbridge  is  to  have  another  drug-shop  opened  shortly. 

Mr.  George  Mackie,  chemist  and  druggist,  Renfield 
Street,  has  opened  a  branch  shop  in  St.  James's  Road,  off 
Parliamentary  Road. 


Messrs.  Simpson  &  Co.,  chemists,  Queen's  Cross,  New 
City  Road,  have  fitted  up  a  dark-room  for  the  use  of 
amateur  photographers. 

Mr.  Wm.  H.  Brough,  assistant  with  Mr.  W.  R,  Willis, 
Baillieston,  has  been  elected  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Baillies- 
ton  and  Bargeddie  District  Nursing  Association. 

Mr.  J.  H.  C.  Suttie,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bearsden,  is 
removing  shortly  to  new  premises  in  the  same  district.  The 
shop  is  being  fitted  up  by  Messrs.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  of 
London.

Doctors  and  Alcohol. — With  reference  to  the  manifesto, 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  an  active  crusade  is  being 
carried  on  in  French  Parliamentary  circles  with  a  view  to 
combating  alcoholism.  Medical  deputies  are  well  to  the 
fore  in  this. 

A  Pharmaceutical  Museum  of  old  drug-pots,  motars, 
and  other  relics  of  bygone  pharmacy  is  to  be  formed  at  the 
Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy.  M.  Fialon,  pharma- 
cist, of  Rueil,  has  presented  a  curious  collection  of  pharma- 
ceutical pottery,  and  a  general  appeal  is  to  be  made  through 
the  French  pharmaceutical  Press  for  other  donations. 

M.  Charmes  Mouretj,  Assistant  Professor  of  Chemistry 
at  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  is  about  to  suc- 
ceed Dr.  Toulouse  as  editor  of  the  "Revue  Scientifique," 
or  "  Revue  Rose,"  as  it  is  called  in  current  Parisian  phraseo- 
logy. He  is  also  spoken  of  as  the  probable  successor  to  the 
titulary  professorship  of  chemical  pharmacy  at  the  Paris 
Superior  School  left  vacant  by  the  recent  death  of  Professor 
Prunier. 

Legislative  Control  over  Medicines. — Dr.  Snow's 
letter  to  the  "  Times"  reminds  me  that  French  pharmacists 
are  now  discussing  the  probable  effects  of  the  new  French 
Adulteration  Act,  one  effect  of  which  is  to  concentrate  the 
inspection  of  drugs,  as  well  as  foods,  in  the  hands  of 
officials  depending  on  the  Minister  of  Agriculture.  The 
creation  of  a  special  body  of  expert  chemists  will  meet  the 
demands  of  the  case. 

An  Anti-dysenteric  Serum. — At  the  Academy  of  Medi- 
cine, Paris,  on  Monday,  Dr.  Vaillard  announced  that  satis- 
factory results  continue  to  be  obtained  by  him  in  the  cure 
of  bacillary  dysentery  by  the  use  of  a  serum  obtained  from 
horses.  During  the  last  year  243  cases  of  bacillary  dysentery 
were  treated  according  to  this  method,  with  the  result  that 
the  mortality  due  to  that  infection  was  measurably 
diminished.  A  few  hours  only  after  the  first  injections 
the  abdominal  pains  become  less  severe,  and  Dr.  Vaillard 
affirms  that  anti- dysenteric  serum  is  the  only  specific 
remedy  for  bacillary  dysentery,  while  it  is  almost  certain 
of  success  when  administered  in  the  first  stage  of  the 
ailment. 

Berthelot  at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy. — When 
taking  his  usual  place  to  deliver  his  first  lecture  on  organic 
chemistry  at  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy  after 
the  death  of  M.  Berthelot,  Professor  Jungfleisch  said  that 
he  could  not  commence  his  lesson  without  some  reference  to 
his  late  illustrious  predecessor,  who  "  for  seventeen  years 
occupied  this  chair,"  and  to  the  influence  that  Berthelot 
had  exercised  in  the  teaching  of  chemistry  in  the  school. 
When  he  left  the  Lycee  in  1846  Berthelot  first  entered 
the  laboratory  of  Pelouze.  It  was  in  his  laboratory  at  the 
school,  very  modestly  equipped  at  the  time,  that  Berthelot 
did  his  greatest  work  in  synthesis.  Two  typical  examples  of 
his  numberless  productions  were  formic  acid  and  acetylene, 
and  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  he  concluded,  is  justly  proud 
of  the  lustre  it  has  acquired  by  the  connection  with  it  of  the 
famous  savant. 

Berthelot's  Method  of  Work. — M.  Loliee  publishes  an 
interesting  conversation  with  the  late  great  chemist.  He 
asked  Berthelot  (as  probably  most  of  his  interviewers  did) 
how  he  performed  the  enormous  and  many-sided  labours  of 
his  life.  Berthelot  explained  in  detail  his  methods,  and 
added  he  kept  a  regular  register  with  private  marks.  A 
zero  (0)  indicated  that  no  result  could  be  arrived  at,  and 
that  the  matter  must  be  abandoned ;  R  stood  for  a  result, 
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P  for  publication  of  results,  and  F  for  finished  work. 
The  first  step  in  "  publication  "  was  a  verbal  communication 
to  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences.  The  summary  published 
in  the  "Bulletin"  fixed  the  date  (in  case  of  dispute  of 
priority  of  discovery,  etc).  Then  he  fully  recorded  the 
•experiments  in  a  sixty  or  eighty  page  article  published  in 
the  "  Annales  de  Physique  et  de  Chimie,"  and  indicated 
the  deductions.  Other  papers  followed  till  the  subject  was 
exhausted,  when  it  usually  came  out  in  book  form.  "Regu- 
larity and  perseverance"  ("esprit  de  suite")  were,  said 
Berthelot,  the  best  aids  to  the  worker.  He  is  said  to  have 
published  1,200  papers  on  chemical  subjects.

Cape  Colony. 

To  Go  a-Soldiering. — Arthur  Bernier,  a  half-caste, 
iforoke  into  the  house  of  Mr.  Harry  Evans,  director  of 
Messrs.  Petersen,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  Cape  Town, 
-last  month,  and  stole,  among  other  things,  a  sword,  a  pair 
•of  field-glasses,  and  some  ladies'  wearing  apparel.  He  was 
•caught,  and  got  eighteen  months'  hard  labour. 

Personal. — Mr.  D.  K.  Petersen,  governing  director  of 
Messrs.  Petersen,  Ltd.,  Cape  Town,  Johannesburg,  etc., 
.returned  from  an  extended  trip  through  British  South 
Africa  the  first  week  in  March.  Mr.  Petersen  makes  Cape 
Town  his  headquarters. — Mr.  J.  C.  Boyd,  of  Messrs.  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.,  Detroit,  U.S.A.,  arrived  at  Cape  Town  early 
in  March  from  the  Transvaal;  while  Mr.  M.  Elgar,  of 
Messrs.  Frederick  Stearns  &  Co.,  had  reached  Cape  Town, 
when  the  mail  left,  from  Portuguese  East  Africa. — Mr. 
W.  F.  H.  Pocock,  who  some  time  back  was  associated  with 
the  firm  of  druggists  of  that  name  in  Cape  Town,  and  who 
for  some  years  has  resided  in  England,  has  been  on  a 
visit  to  the  Cape.  Before  retiring  from  business  at  the 
Cape,  Mr.  Pocock  held  several  public  positions,  was  a 
member  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy  Board,  Mayor  of  Ronde- 
bosch,  and  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape 
Colony. — There  has  never  been  a  chemist  as  a  member  of 
.either  the  Upper  or  Lower  House  of  Parliament  in  the 
Cape  Colony  since  responsible  Government  was  granted. 
Natal  has  her  interests  looked  after  in  this  direction;  the 
first  Parliament  in  the  Transvaal  will  have  a  chemist  among 
its  members  in  the  person  of  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones;  and  it 
is  hoped  that  at  the  next  General  Election  in  the  Cape  Colony 
some  druggist  will  come  forward  and  offer  his  services. 
Rumour  has  it  that  Mr.  A.  Walsh  intends  contesting  a  seat 
when  an  opportunity  presents  itself.  A  good  business 
chemist  who  knows  the  Colony  and  its  wants  from  a  phar- 
maceutical point  of  view  is  sadly  needed  in  the  Cape  Parlia- 
ment. Someone  to  champion  the  cause  is  required,  if  only 
to  adjust  Customs  anomalies  and  licences. — The  many 
friends,  both  in  South  Africa  and  in  Great  Britain,  of  Mr. 
George  Darroll,  of  Messrs.  Alex.  Cleghorn  &  Darroll,  Cape 
"Town,  will  regret  to  learn  that  he  has  been  seriously  ill. 
When  the  mail  left  he  was  progressing  favourably. 

The  Tariff  Question. — The  various  States  comprising 
-the  South  African  Customs  Union  will,  writes  our  Cape 
correspondent,  denounce  the  Convention  at  an  early  date. 
July  1908  should  see  a  new  tariff  in  operation — one,  it  is  to 
be  hoped,  that  will  not  prove  such  a  masterpiece  as  that  of 
May  1906.  It  is  an  open  question  whether  the  preference 
will  still  be  granted  to  Great  Britain,  Canada,  New 
Zealand,  and  Australia;  also  whether  the  Transvaal  will 
continue  to  remain  a  part  of  and  party  to  the  Union.  The 
1906  Convention  is  the  laughing-stock  of  all  importing 
druggists — and  at  once  irritating  to  a  degree.  Manufactur- 
ing firms  in  the  country  were  going  to  get  down  to  manu- 
facturing seriously — pills,  fluid  extracts,  essences,  and  what 
mot.  Scarcely  has  there  been  an  extra  pill  made  in  the 
country;  Cape  spirit  is  too  dear,  with  the  Excise  duty  on, 
to  compete  with  home  firms  in  the  matter  of  spirituous 
pharmaceutical  preparations ;  and  methylated  spirit  is  im- 
ported into  Cape  Colony — a  spirit-distilling  State,  it  should 
tie  borne  in  mind — from  Natal.  Firms  like  Petersen,  Ltd., 
import  methylated  spirit  from  Natal  regularly.  Methy- 
lated spirit  used  in  the  Transvaal  is  all  imported  from  Natal. 


Transvaal. 

Business  Change. — The  Kcedoe  Pharmacy,  of  Pretoria, 
have  purchased  Mr.  E.  H.  Bradfield's  chemist  shop  in 
Bethal,  Transvaal. 

Opium-smuggling. — A  Russian  teacher,  Max  Lirch,  was 
fined  60^.,  or  three  months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour 
in  default,  for  being  in  possession  of  eighty-seven  packets 
of  opium  at  Jeppes  Railway  Station. 

The  Retail  Price  of  Opium. — An  informal  meeting  of 
chemists  was  held  in  Johannesburg  last  month  to  fix  the 
retail  price  of  opium.  They  had  agreed  upon  a  minimum 
price,  but  it  was  not  long  maintained.  John  Chinaman  has 
a  way  of  going  all  round  the  city,  and  even  long  distances, 
getting  quotations,  and  always  informing  the  retailer  what 
other  druggists  sell  it  at,  of  course  reducing  it  2s.  6d.  or  5  s. 
as  he  proceeds  from  shop  to  shop.  Before  three  days  had 
elapsed  it  was  known  that  the  price  was  being  much  cut, 
and  the  stipulated  price  was  immediately  cancelled.  I  am 
informed,  writes  a  Johannesburg  correspondent  under  date 
March  18,  that  it  is  now  being  sold  retail  at  about  18s.  6d. 
per  lb. 

Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board. 
A  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  Board's 
office,  Johannesburg,  on  March  15,  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  the  other  members  present  being 
Messrs.  B.  Owen  Jones,  M.L.A.,  J.  R.  Jones,  and 
R.  Butters. 

Considerable  discussion  took  place  concerning  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Opium  Trade  Regulation  Ordinance 
in  view  of  the  extensive  illicit  importation  and  sale  of  the 
drug  which  still  continued.  From  the  information  before 
the  Board  there  was  reason  to  believe  that,  notwithstand- 
ing the  provision  made  in  the  Ordinance  for  the  granting 
of  permits  to  mine  coolies  to  obtain  opium,  no  permits  had 
so  far  been  issued,  the  result  being  that  the  coolies  were 
obtaining  it  illegally.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the  Chamber 
of  Mines  for  official  information  as  to  whether  permits 
were  being  granted,  and,  if  not,  whether  they  were  aware 
that  the  coolies  are  obtaining  large  quantities  illegally, 
thus  encouraging  the  illicit  trade.  It  was  also  decided  to 
make  representations  to  the  Government  as  to  the  utter 
inadequacy  of  the  fines  recently  inflicted  on  persons  con- 
victed of  illegal  possession  and  sale  of  opium,  and  urging 
the  infliction  of  such  penalties  as  would  act  as  a  deterrent. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  inquiries  had  been  received 
from  chemists  requesting  an  interpretation  of  the  law  in 
respect  of  the  sale  of  methylated  spirits  to  coloured  persons, 
and  that  he  had  obtained  the  following  opinion  on  the 
subject  from  the  Crown  Law  Officers  : 

"Methylated  spirits"  is  intoxicating  liquor  within  tho 
meaning-  of  Ordinance  32  of  1902,  and  the  exemption  in 
favour  of  persons  selling  methylated  spirits  given  by  sub- 
section (1)  of  Section  2  (a)  does  not  apply  in  the  case  of  sales 
to  coloured  persons ;  therefore  neither  a  chemist  nor  any 
other  person  may  sell  methylated  spirits  to  coloured  persons 
(in  which  would  be  included  Kaffirs,  Asiatics,  and  Cape 
boys)  for  their  own  use. 

It  is  permissible  to  supply  Kaffir  servants  who  bring 
written  orders  from  their  employers  stating  that  the  spirit 
is  for  their  employers'  use,  the  Court  having  decided  that 
the  words  "sell,  barter,  give,  or  otherwise  supply"  in  Sec- 
tion 46  of  the  Ordinance  does  not  cover  a  case  where  the 
supply  is  for  a  white  person  and  the  coloured  person  is  only 
acting  for  the  white  person  in  fetching  the  liquor. 
The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  forward  a  copy  of  this 
opinion  to  the  Transvaal  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
general  information. 

The  following  applications  for  registration  were 
approved  :  Heinrich  W.  L.  Teitge,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Transvaal ;  Hugh  Ross  and  Edward  Reginald  Bull, 
chemists  and  druggists,  Great  Britain. 

The  President  then  congratulated  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones  on 
his  election  to  the  first  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Trans- 
vaal, and  Mr.  Jones  in  reply  said  he  would  at  all  times 
study  the  interests  of  the  chemists  of  the  Transvaal. 
Acting  on  medical  advice,  he  had  decided  to  take  a  voyage 
home  and  back  between  the  adjournment  and  reopening  of 
Parliament.   The  Board  granted  him  leave  of  absence.

Schweppes's  Bottles. — In  the  Sydney  Equity  Court  on 
March  1,  Mr.  Justice  A.  H.  Simpson  gave  his  decision  in 
the  matter  of  Schweppes,  Ltd.,  v.  the  Foreign  Agency. 
The  application  was  for  an  injunction  restraining  defendants 
from  disposing  of  or  exporting  from  Sydney  a  large  quantity 
of  bottles  with  the  trade-mark  of  Schweppes  on  them.  The 
bottles  had  been  manufactured  for  Schweppes  by  the  defen- 
dants. Some  300  gross  were  rejected,  as  they  were  not 
according  to  sample,  and  plaintiffs  were  afraid  that  if  the 
bottles  with  their  name  on  were  sold  to  other  persons  the 
business  of  Schweppes,  Ltd.,  might  suffer.  By  consent 
his  Honour  made  a  decree  in  accordance  with  the  prayer  of 
the  plaintiffs.    The  question  of  costs  was  reserved. 

New  Zealand. 

As  Others  See  Us. — Mr.  W.  E.  Woods,  proprietor  of 
Woods'  peppermint  cure,  who  has  just  returned  from  a 
trip  to  England,  says  the  chemists  there  have  allowed 
other  trades  to  undermine  theirs,  and  have  not  met  the 
competition  as  they  should.  The  result  is  that  the  eyes  of 
the  business  have  been  pecked  out,  leaving  the  framework 
only. 

Victoria. 

Jubilee  of  the  Society. — It  will  be  remembered  that 
more  than  half  a  promise  was  made  during  the  holding  of 
the  Educational  Conference  in  1903  that  on  the  occasion  of 
the  jubilee  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australasia  would 
revert  to  its  proper  name — Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Vic- 
toria. When  representatives  from  the  other  States  were 
present  it  was  felt  to  be  a  little  out  of  place  that  the  Society 
which  exactly  corresponds  with  the  State  societies  else- 
where should  take  to  itself  the  name  of  Australasia. 

Reminiscences. — Mr.  C.  E.  Green,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  Geelong,  has  had  many  adventures  since  his  arrival  in 
Victoria  nearly  fifty  years  ago.  He  served  his  ap- 
prenticeship as  a  chemist  in  London,  and  was  receiving 
70/.  a  year  (10/.  more  than  the  ordinary  salary)  when  the 
spirit  moved  him  to  strike  out  for  Australia.  Leaving 
London  with  a  relative,  who  was  a  contractor  and  carpenter, 
they  arrived  in  Melbourne  just  in  the  thick  of  the  early  gold 
rushes.  He  thought  he  would  get  a  position  in  his  profes- 
sion as  a  start,  and  with  that  object  called  on  Mr.  Longmore, 
of  Bourke  Street.  He  was  at  once  offered  a  position,  but 
as  the  salary  was  only  60/.  a  year  (10/.  less  than  what  he 
had  been  getting  at  home)  he  did  not  accept  it.  Being 
handy  with  tools,  his  contractor-relation  soon  got  him  a  job 
of  carpentering  at  1/.  a  day,  which  he  thought  was  some- 
thing like  the  thing.  After  a  while,  however,  the  gold-fever 
struck  him ;  he  left  for  the  fields,  and  became  a  full-fledged 
miner.  He  did  very  well  at  that  too.  A  funny  experience 
Mr.  Green  had  was  when  his  party  were  just  about  to 
abandon  one  of  their  claims  as  a  "duffer."  He  had  a 
dream  in  which  he  dreamt  his  pick  had  struck  a  very  large 
nugget  of  peculiar  shape.  His  chums  laughed  when  he  told 
them  of  it,  but  he  persisted  in  sticking  to  the  claim,  and 
in  the  end  did  strike  a  nugget  of  the  peculiar  shape  he  had 
dreamt  of,  and  about  the  size  of  his  two  fists,  the  only  thing 
wrong  about  the  dream  being  that  the  nugget  was  not  so 
tremendous  as  he  had  dreamt.  Mr.  Green  had  many  adven- 
tures by  flood  and  field,  and  eventually  started  in  business 
for  himself  as  a  chemist  at  Geelong,  and  he  has  been  tnere 
ever  since — some  t>;rty  cdd  yours.

Camphor-cultivation. — The  Bombay  Forest  Depart- 
ment are  trying  the  cultivation  of  camphor  along  with 
rubber  in  certain  districts  in  the  Kanara  range.  The  plants 
have  so  far  done  well,  but  it  is  too  early  yet  to  anticipate 
the  results  of  the  experiment.  A  difficulty  has  arisen  in 
procuring  the  seeds  in  quantity  from  Japan,  where  the  true 
Cinnamomum  Camphora  is  found. 

An  Agency  Dispute. — In  the  Bombay  High  Court  on 
March  19,  William  Joseph  Scammel  and  another,  trading  as 
Faulding  &  Co.,  Australia,  brought  an  action  against 
Ernest  Hadrian  Coutts,  agent,  Bombay,  for  a  decree  for 
Rs.  5,092,  being  the  equivalent,  at  the  current  rate  of 
exchange,  of  340/.  3s.  Id.,  with  interest  and  the  costs  of 
the  suit.  The  dispute  arose  regarding  the  sole  agency  in 
India  and  Burmah  for  the  sale  of  Faulding's  eucalyptus 
oil.  By  consent  a  decree  was  given  for  the  plaintiffs,  de- 
fendant to  hand  over  forthwith  to  the  plaintiffs  the  unsold 
goods  consigned  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  now  in  defendant's 
possession,  defendant  to  pay  the  plaintiffs  for  all  other 
goods,  except  samples  consigned  by  defendant  to  the 
plaintiffs,  at  the  invoice-prices.  Plaintiffs  agreed  to  pay 
defendant  half  of  the  actual  costs  incurred  by  him  for  ad- 
vertisements of  the  plaintiffs'  goods  from  March  1,  1904, 
to  July  31,  1905,  the  amount  and  prices  of  goods  to  be 
determined  by  arbitration.  Each  party  will  pay  their  own 
costs.

Camphorated  Oil  is  just  now  receiving  the  attention  of 
the  authorities  as  to  purity. 

Mr.  C.  O.  Rainer,  of  Messrs.  Brodie  &  Rainer,  has  been 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Poor-law  Commis- 
sioners, Georgetown. 

The  Health  of  Professor  Harrison,  Government 
analyst  has,  it  is  understood,  been  permanently  injured  by 
arsenical  poisoning,  as  previously  detailed  in  these 
columns.  The  Professor,  who  is  now  on  leave  in  England, 
has  been  granted  an  extension  on  half-salary  until  June  30. 

The  First  Day's  Examination  for  chemists  and  druggists 
was  held  at  Georgetown  just  before  the  mail  left.  Two 
candidates  presented  themselves.  The  examiners  were 
Surgeon-General  Godfrey;  Mr.  English,  acting  Government 
analyst;  Dr.  London,  M.D. ;  and  Messrs.  Fonseca  & 
Johnson,  druggists. 

What  is  Tobacco? — A  sample  of  leaf-tobacco  purchased 
at  the  police  canteen  was  found  upon  analysis  to  contain. 
6.4  per  cent,  of  fats,  or  2.4  per  cent,  above  the  limit  of  the 
Ordinance.  The  defending  barrister  contended  that  leaf- 
tobacco  is  not  a  "drug."  The  Magistrate,  in  accepting  this 
view,  added  that  it  was  not  a  "  food,"  and  dismissed  the 
case.    Notice  of  appeal  was  given. 

Druggists'  Licence-duty. — A  petition  signed  by  twenty- 
one  druggists,  praying  for  a  reduction  of  the  annual  licence- 
duty,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  member  of  the  local 
Parliament  which  recently  met.  Unfortunately,  the 
member  was  not  in  his  place  at  the  proper  time,  and  the 
opportunity  was  lost.  The  annual  licence  for  druggists  in 
the  principal  business  thoroughfares  is  $48 ;  in  the  less- 
important  streets,  $32;  in  the  markets,  $24;  and  in  the 
rural  districts,  $4. 

Sale  of  Poisons. — One  day  recently  a  couple  of  police- 
men in  plain  clothes  visited  several  shops  asking  for 
"Rough  on  Rats,"  with  the  object  of  discovering  whether 
the  Poisons  Ordinance  was  being  properly  carried  out.  Only 
in  a  few  cases  was  a  sale  effected.  Some  druggists  refused 
to  sell  because  the  purchasers  were  unknown  to  them ; 
while  in  one  or  two  instances  the  vendor,  "  smelling  a  rat," 
enhanced  the  price,  with  the  result  that  no  sale  took  place. 
In  addition  to  the  precautions  required  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  local  Poisons  Ordinance  enacts  that  the 
qualified  vendor  shall  sign  the  poison-book  and  also  initial 
the  container. 
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Colonial  ano  foreign  IRcws. 

Bergamot-oil  Manufacture. — As  a  result  of  representa- 
tions made  by  the  Agricultural  Committee  of  Reggio 
Calabria,  a  scheme  is  being  prepared  in  the  Italian  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  for  a  competition  for  a  machine  for  manu- 
facturing oil  of  bergamot.  A  prize  of  not  less  than 
50,000  lire  (about  2,000/.)  is  to  be  awarded. 

Medicines  for  Italy. — The  Italian  Customs  officers 
have  been  stopping  on  the  frontier  pharmaceutical 
specialities  made  in  Germany  and  in  the  United  States. 
There  is  great  concern  about  the  matter  in  Germany,  for 
practically  no  business  has  been  done  this  year,  although 
it  is  said  that  the  regulations  have  been  complied  with. 
The  complaint  is  also  made  that  medicines  imported  from 
England,  France,  and  Switzerland  are  not  treated  so 
rigorously. 

A  Strike  at  Vevey  (writes  a  correspondent  in  Switzer- 
land) appears  to  have  originated  at  Kohler's  chocolate- 
works,  and  the  employes  at  Nescle's  Swiss  milk-factory 
"came  out"  in  sympathy.  Some  disturbance,  however, 
took  place  just  outside  Nestle's  premises,  windows  were 
smashed,  and  the  troops  were  called  out.  In  the  incite 
two  of  the  gendarmes  were  injured  and  three  strikers,  or, 
more  probably,  onlookers,  received  bullet  wounds.  The 
condensed  milk  works  were  guarded  by  the  military  for 
some  days,  threats  having  been  made  to  set  it  on  fire. 

Advertising  Forbidden  Specialities  in  Austria. — 
"Das  Osterr.  Sanitatswesen  "  says  that  in  order  to  dis- 
courage the  advertisement  of  forbidden  medicines,  cos- 
metics, and  analogous  goods  in  the  political  daily  Press,  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  has,  by  an  order  dated  January  18, 
1907,  forwarded  a  suitable  number  of  separate  copies  of  the 
list  of  forbidden  articles  referred  to  in  the  "  medicine  tax  " 
for  1907  to  all  district  authorities,  with  a  list  of  specialities 
allowed  in  general  pharmacy  practice,  with  the  request  that 
they  shall  acquaint  interested  newspaper  proprietors  and 
advertising  agencies  thereof. 

Proprietaries  in  Switzerland. — The  Commission 
Appointed  last  year  by  the  Swiss  Apotheker  Verein  to  regu- 
late the  whole  question  of  patent  medicines  has  now  begun 
its  work  by  sending  a  circular  to  all  members  requiring 
their  adhesion  to  the  proposals  made,  or  requesting  their 
views  on  the  same.  The  idea  is  that  when  a  new  "  patent  " 
or  speciality  is  offered  the  apotheker  should  judge  if  it  is  a 
genuine  thing  or  the  profit  is  sufficient.  If  not,  he  is  to 
refuse  it  and  refer  the  dealer  to  the  Commission,  and  at 
the  same  time  inform  his  colleagues  in  the  town  and  the 
President  of  the  Commission. 

The  German  Pharmacy  Bill  has,  as  we  have  already 
noted,  caused  a  great  commotion  in  Germany.  Our  special 
correspondent  states  in  his  letter  this  week  that  it  is  not 
only  fiercely  denounced  by  the  opponents  of  the  purely 
personal  concession,  who  term  it  the  destruction  of  the 
independence  of  the  German  apotheker.  but  the  proposed 
arbitrary  power  of  the  authorities  meets  with  a  united  con- 
demnation. For  these  reasons  it  is  hoped  in  some  quarters 
that  the  Bill  will  never  reach  the  Reichstag.  The  "  Deutsche 
Krankenkassen  Zeitung "  (the  official  organ  of  the  sick- 
clubs)  publishes  an  interesting  calculation  with  regard  to 
the  buying-up  of  the  privileges  by  the  State  from  contribu- 
tions levied  upon  the  holders  of  concessions.  Assuming  the 
average  yearly  profit  of  a  concession  to  be  250/.,  and  allow- 
ing that  the  holder  would  be  mulcted  to  the  extent  of  5  per 
cent,  of  this  amount  (which  would  mean  a  yearly  contribu- 
tion of  12/.  2s.  per  concession),  the  existing  500  concessions 
in  Prussia  would  annually  contribute  6,250/.  towards  the 
buying-up  of  the  privileged  pharmacies.  In  the  Bill  the 
Government  assesses  the  approximate  value  of  the  2,736 
Prussian  privileges  at  fifteen  million  pounds  sterling,  which 
averages  5,500/.  for  each  privilege.  Therefore  the  annual 
contribution  of  all  the  Prussian  concessions  would  about 
purchase  one  privilege  a  year,  so  that  to  buy  up  all  the 
privileges  would  take  500 -years.  The  "  Pharmazeutische 
Zeitung"  says  in  regard  to  this  :  "The  Prussian  medical 
department  and  its -pharmaceutical  advisers,  as  authors  of 
the  Bill,  can  really  be  proud  of  this  elaboration  for  which 
they  have  taken  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century." 


IRussian  IMews. 


The  Sale  of  "  Ecsematin  "  has  been  prohibited  in  Russia, 
according  to  the  journal  of  the  Russian  Medical  Council, 
on  the  ground  that  the  ointment  contains  0.7  per  cent,  of  a 
nicotine  salt.  The  limit  for  such  preparations  is  0.1  per 
cent. 

Strychnine  Bullets. — A  revolutionary  organisation  was 
captured  by  the  police  at  Reval  on  March  29.  Among  the 
"stores"  taken  was  a  number  of  hollow  bullets  and  a 
quantity  of  strychnine,  it  being  understood  that  the  strych- 
nine was  intended  for  the  preparation  of  poisoned  bullets. 

Apprentices  in  Russia. — The  prosperous  condition  of 
Russian  pharmacy  during  the  past  few  years  has  caused  a 
large  increase  in  aspirants  to  that  profession,  so  that  in  some 
pharmacies  a  very  large  number  of  apprentices  are 
employed.  As  the  latter  are  forbidden  by  law  to  make  up 
prescriptions,  it  has  been  decided  that  for  every  examined 
assistant  employed  in  a  pharmacy  not  more  than  two  ap- 
prentices may  be  kept. 

Platinum-mining  in  Russia. — The  first  congress  of 
Russian  gold  and  platinum  producers  has  just  been  held  in 
St.  Petersburg.  M.  Pavlovsky,  the  President,  said  that 
the  first  necessity  for  the  development  of  the  gold  and 
platinum  industries  in  Russia  was  emancipation  from 
Government  tutorship.  If  irksome  and  useless  formalities 
were  abolished,  foreign  capital,  and  especially  British 
capital  and  initiative,  would  be  introduced  into  this  realm  of 
industry. 

Drugs  Excluded. — The  following  extract  is  from  the 
Journals  of  the  Russian  Medical  Council  :  Admission  into 
Russia  of  the  following  specifics  has  been  refused  on  the 
ground  that  they  contain  strong  active  ingredients  :  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.,  (1)  gelatin  coated  pills  of  phosphorus,  iron  and 
quinine  ;  (2)  compressed  tablets,  antiasthmatic  ;  (3)  anodyne 
pine-expectorant  and  cherry-pme  balsam;  Jonn  Smith, 
London,  gloria  tonic. 

A  Russian  Assistants'  Journal. — A  new  journal,  the 
"  Slooshashtchi  Farmazeft,"  has  appeared  in  St.  Peters- 
burg. It  is  the  third  in  the  course  of  a  year;  the  first  was 
suppressed  by  the  police,  the  second  lapsed  for  want  of 
subscribers.  The  staff  of  the  new  venture  is  composed  of 
assistants,  and  its  main  object  is  to  fight  in  their  interests. 
Its  programme  sets  up  two  ideals  :  the  binding  together  of 
all  pharmaceutical  organisations  throughout  Russia  to  fight 
for  their  common  welfare;  and  the  breaking  of  the  present 
system  of  monopolies  by  handing  over  the  control  of  tha 
pharmacies  to  the  municipal  authorities. 

The  Distribution  of  Russian  Pharmacies  and  Stores. — 
Statistics  of  pharmacies  and  drug-stores  in  Russia  have  been 
issued  and  are  quoted  in  the  "  Pharmatzevtitchsky  Journal." 
The  total  number  for  the  free  sale  of  medicines  is  given  as 
5,795  normal,  village,  branches  and  homoeopathic.    Of  these, 

I,  769  are  in  towns  and  2,026  are  in  the  country.  The  average 
number  of  inhabitants  per  pharmacy  in  European  Russia  is 
34,790;  in  the  Caucasus,  34,114;  in  Siberia.  89,364;  in 
Central  Asia,  194,357;  and  in  Asiatic  Russia,  61,340.  Over 
the  whole  empire  the  average  is  37.540,  and  the  average  area 
per  pharmacy  is  6,860  square  versts.  The  districts  best  fur- 
nished with  pharmacies  are  the  Baltic  provinces  and  the 
Privislinsk  district.  The  total  number  of  recipes  dispensed 
and  paid  for  is  24.056.322,  for  which  the  total  sum  paid  is 

II.  548.798r.,  the  average  cost  per  recipe  being  48  copecks 
(just  on  ll^d.  each).  The  number  of  drug-stores  is  over 
3.500,  subject  to  modification  on  correct  returns  from  the 
Sevastopol.  Yakutsk,  and  Semiretchensk  districts;  and  the 
number  of  drysalters'  and  colour  shops  2,200. 


Manganese. — An  official  report  from  the  Central  Pro- 
vinces of  India  states  that  the  manganese  mines  in  the 
Nagpur,  Bhandara.  and  Balaghat  districts  are  likely  to 
export  some  200,000  tons  of  ore  during  the  current  year. 
The  companies  will  make  a  determined  effort  to  oust 
Russian  manganese  from  the  Home  markets.  Owing  to 
heavier  freight  and  cartage  charges  the  prices  are  likely  to 
fall  at  present. 
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Trade  Law. 

Prevention  of  Corruption  Act — The  first  case  under  this 
Act  was  tried  in  Manchester  on  April  5,  the  defendant 
(McLean)  being  a  clerk  in  the  employment  of  a  firm  there,  to 
whom  a  carter  employed  by  a  firm  of  carriers  delivered  goods 
from  the  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  Railway  on  January  10. 
McLean  got  the  carter  to  deliver  some  bundles  of  goods  else- 
where, tipping  him  Zd.  for  the  job,  and  asked  him  to  call  next 
day.  The  carter  did  (although  he  had  no  goods  to  deliver  to 
McLean's  firm),  and  took  some  more  goods,  getting  Is.  from 
McLean.  The  carter's  employers  were  not  paid  by  the  rail- 
way company  for  the  time  so  occupied,  and  it  was  not  until 
after  a  railway  inspector  complained  that  McLean  wrote  a 
memorandum  "to  the  effect  that  his  firm  would  pay  for  the 
cartage.  Proceedings  were  taken  against  McLean  with  the 
consent  of  the  Attorney-General,  and  the  Magistrate  dis- 
missed the  first  case  (January  10),  but  fined  defendant  1/.,  and 
10?.  10s.  costs,  in  respect  to  the  second  case. 


High  Court  Case. 

Rhodamine-dye. 
The  Master  of  the  Rolls,  Sir  Gorell  Barnes,  and  Lord  Justice 
Kennedy  on  April  9  heard  an  appeal  by  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  in  Basle  (Switzerland)  against  an  order 
of  Mr.  Justice  Joyce,  who  refused  to  stay  proceedings  in  an 
action  brought  by  the  Badische  Anilin  und  Soda  Fabrik,  on 
the  ground  of  there  being  a  submission  contained  in  the 
agreement  in  respect  of  which  the  action  was  brought.  Mr. 
Hughes,  K.C.,  for  the  appellants,  explained  that  the 
Badische  Co.  and  the  Basle  Co.  were  interested  in  the  dye- 
stuff  called  rhodamine.  The  action  was  originally  brought 
by  the  Badische  Co.  against  a  Mr.  George  Elwin,  for  damages 
for  infringement  of  three  patents  of  1887,  1891,  and  1892,  and 
related  to  sales  in  England  of  dyes  made  by  the  Basle  Co. 
The  defendant  desired  to  add  the  Basle  Co.  as  defendants, 
and  an  order  for  that  purpose  was  obtained  and  served  upon 
them  in  Switzerland.  The  agreement  between  the  two  com- 
panies provided  that  any  dispute  as  to  the  relations  between 
the  parties  should  be  referred  to  a  court  of  arbitration  in 
Germany.  The  important  point  discussed  in  the  court  below 
was  whether  the  dispute  that  had  arisen  came  within  the 
arbitration  clause  or  not.  Mr.  Justice  Joyce  was  of  opinion 
that  rhodamine  B  came  within  the  submission  to  arbitration, 
but  that  6G  did  not.  Counsel  contended  that  that  was  one 
of  the  very  things  that  ought  to  go  to  the  German  tribunal. 
Without  calling  on  the  respondents,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
said  it  was  plain  that  there  was  a  common  case  made  against 
both  defendants.  He  thought  the  Judge  below  was  quite 
right  in  the  view  he  had  taken.  The  action  against  Elwin 
must  go  on  in  England,  and  it  could  not  be  reasonable  or 
right  to  divide  the  action  into  two  parts,  and  say  that  as 
against  Elwin  it  must  go  on  here,  and  as  against  the  Basle 
Go.  it  must  go  on  in  Germany,  with  the  possibility  that 
different  decisions  might  be  arrived  at  as  to  the  meaning 
and  effect  of  the  licence.  Sir  Gorell  Barnes  and  Lord  Jus- 
tice Kennedy  concurred,  and  the  appeal  was  dismissed,  with 
costs. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Unqualified  Assistant  Fined. 
At  West  Bromwich  County  Court  on  April  9,  before  Judge 
Smith,  an  application  was  made  by  Mr.  Cave  (instructed 
by  Messrs.  Tunbridge  &  Co.),  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain,  for  the  enforcement  of  a 
penalty  against  C.  Dain,  assistant  chemist,  Cape  Hill, 
Smethwick,  for  selling  morphine,  which  was  contained  in 
a  cough-mixture,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section  15 
of  the  Act.  The  defendant  did  not  appear,  and  he  was 
not  legally  represented. 

Mr.  Harry  Moon,  clerk  to  the  Society,  gave  evidence  as 
to  the  authority  being  given  for  the  proceedings  to  be  insti- 
tuted in  February  last.  He  also  produced  a  copy  of  the 
Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,  showing  that  it  did 
not  contain  the  defendant's  name. 

The  Judge  remarked  that  the  onus  was  with  the  defen- 
dant to  show  that  he  was  registered. 

Arthur  Foulds  deposed  to  purchasing  from  the  defendant 


Dain  on  January  19  last  cough-mixture  which  contained  s/ 
pennyworth  each  of  peppermint,  aniseed,  paregoric,  and 
laudanum. 

Mr.  Thomas  Tickle,  F.I.C.,  stated  that  he  analysed  the 
mixture,  and  found  it  contained  tincture  of  opium  equal 
to  one-sixth  of  a  grain  of  morphine.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Cave,, 
witness  said  that  is  a  poison. 

The  Judge  said  he  thought  that  was  sufficient  for  Mr. 
Cave's  purpose. 

Mr.  Cave  :  I  ask  for  judgment  for  51. 

His  Honour  made  an  order  for  payment  of  the  penalty  of 
5/.,  and  certified  for  counsel,  the  money  to  be  paid  within 
fourteen  days. 


Weights  and  Measures  Act. 

A  Case  of  Neglect. 
At  Norton  (Yorks)  on  April  6,  John  Spanton,  chemist  and1 
druggist,  was  summoned  for  having  in  his  possession  for 
use  in  trade  five  weights  which  were  unjust,  two  measures- 
which  were  unjust,  and  three  weights  which  were  un- 
stamped. For  the  prosecution  it  was  stated  that  the  de- 
ficiencies were  not  serious,  but  it  was  suggested  that  the* 
defendant  had  to  some  extent  studiously  avoided  having 
his  weights  and  measures  tested.  A  2-lb.  weight  was 
2^  dr.  light,  a  1-lb.  weight  1£  dr.  light,  a  £-lb.  weight 
5  dr.  light,  a  2-oz.  weight  £  dr.  light,  and  a  1-oz.  weight 
7  grains  light.  The  pint  measure  was  deficient  to  thet 
extent  of  ^  oz.,  and  the  quart  measure  to  the  extent  of. 
1^  oz.  The  inspector  agreed  that  any  wrong  that  had  been. 
committed  was  more  in  the  way  of  neglect.  Defendant 
said  the  weights  in  question  had  not  been  used  for  fifteen 
years  except  for  balancing  bottles,  and  the  measures  were 
used  solely  to  catch  the  drippings  from  vinegar-casks.  In 
respect  of  the  unjust  weights  the  Bench  imposed  a  fine  of 
10s.,  and  10s.  6d.  costs;  in  the  case  of  the  unstamped 
weights  defendant  was  fined  10s.,  and  10s.  6d.  costs;  and 
the  other  charge — that  of  unjust  measures — was  dismissed. 


County  Court  Case. 

Antique  Pharmacy  Pots. 
<  At  West  Bromwich  County  Court  on  April  9,  before  Judge- 
Howard  Smith,  Frank  Henry  Prosser,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Selwyn  Road,  Birmingham,  claimed  from  Arthur 
Ernest  Holding,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bearwood,  Smeth- 
wick, the  return  of  sixteen  antique  apothecaries'  jars,  or 
501.,  their  value.  Mr.  Marshall  Freeman  (instructed  by 
Mr.  W.  H.  Stoddard)  appeared  for  the  plaintiff;  and  Mr. 
E.  W.  Cave  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Cohen  &  Slater)  was  foir 
the  defendant. 

Mr.  Marshall  Freeman,  in  opening  the  case,  said  it 
was  an  action  in  detinue,  and  the  jars  in  question  were  of 
considerable  antiquarian  interest.  He  produced  a  copy  of 
the  "  Spatula,"  containing  a  photograph  of  the  jars,  with  a- 
descriptive  article.  They  were  of  seventeenth-century  date,, 
and  took  them  back,  said  Mr.  Freeman,  to  the  days  when 
alchemy  was  connected  with  astronomy  and  with  other 
occult  sciences. 

The  Judge  perused  the  article  and  made  an  effort  to 
translate  the  inscriptions.  Counsel  assisted  in  the  process^ 
and  his  Honour  appeared  to  derive  considerable  amusement, 
therefrom,  especially  when  his  attention  was  directed  to  the 
word  "Saturn"  on  one  jar  and  to  a  word  upon  another 
which  he  thought  might  have  some  reference  to  appendi- 
citis. This  observation  caused  much  merriment  in  ceurt, 
as  the  preceding  case  was  one  under  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act,  in  the  course  of  which  four  doctors  had' 
been  giving  evidence  touching  that  subject.  Mr.  Marshall. 
Freeman,  however,  explained  amid  further  laughter  that 
the  word  was  "Apostolic,"  which,  he  said,  referred  to 
an  ointment  made  of  twelve  ingredients,  according  to  the 
number  of  the  Apostles,  and  supposed  to  be  of  considerable- 
virtue  in  driving  away  the  spirit  of  evil. 

Mr.  Freeman,  continuing,  said  that  the  plaintiff,  who 
was  owner  of  several  shops,  decided  in  1905  to  dispose 
of  this  particular  one.  He  was  introduced  to  the  defendant 
as  a  probable  purchaser,  and  when  showing  him  over  the 
premises  particularly  explained  that  the  jars  were  not  for 
sale,  but  that  if  Mr.  Holding  cared  to  pay  an  extra  501. 
or  60/.  he  might  have  them.    This  Mr.  Holding  declined  ta 
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-do,  and  ultimately  terms  of  purchase  were  arranged,  the 
jars  being  specifically  excluded.  Defendant,  however, 
^agreed  to  allow  them  to  remain  on  the  top  shelf  for  exhibi- 
•tion-purposes  until  the  plaintiff  should  require  them. 
Defendant  now  refused  to  give  them  up,  alleging  that  he 
had  bought  them. 

Mr.  Cave  said  that  unfortunately  the  defendant  was 
■unable  to  be  present  on  account  of  the  illness  of  a  rela- 
tive. He  should,  however,  raise  the  point  that  as  there 
•was  a  written  document  purporting  to  transfer  all  "  fittings 
and  fixtures  "  to  the  defendant,  the  plaintiff  was  not  entitled 
to  call  parol  evidence  to  vary  the  terms  of  that. 

A  legal  argument  ensued  upon  this,  and  the  Judge 
finally  decided  against  Mr.  Cave's  contention.  His 
Honour,  however,  desired  to  have  evidence  as  to  whether 
these  jars  formed  part  of  the  fittings  of  a  chemist's  shop. 
Mr.  Freeman  thereupon  called  Mr.  W.  B.  Featherstone, 
F.C.S.,  who  said  he  had  had  fifty  years'  experience  and 
had  never  seen  such  a  set  before.  They  were  not  chemists' 
fittings  :  they  were  merely  curios.  In  reply  to  the  Judge, 
■witness  agreed  that  jars,  bottles,  mortars,  and  pestles  did 
form  part  of  a  chemist's  fittings,  but  these  were  not  jars 
in  that  sense. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Prosser,  the  plaintiff,  corroborated  Mr. 
Freeman's  statement  as  to  the  jars  being  excluded  from 
the  sale.  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Cave,  witness  said  it 
■was  true  that  an  interval  of  fifteen  months  had  elapsed 
before  he  claimed  them,  but  he  had  been  on  friendly  terms 
with  defendant. 

Mr.  Jones,  now  manager  for  Needhams,  Ltd.,  Lichfield, 
corroborated  this  evidence.  He  had  seen  defendant  several 
times  since,  and  always  understood  the  jars  were  Mr. 
Prosser's. 

Mr.  Cave  intimated  that  he  should  call  no  evidence,  and 
proceeded  to  argue  that  the  sale  of  fixtures  and  fittings 
included  these  jars,  which,  being  in  the  shop,  could  not  be 
dissociated  from  the  rest  of  the  jars  and  other  fittings. 

His  Honour  said  that  he  was  quite  clear  that  these  par- 
ticular jars  did  not  pass  in  the  transaction.  He  ordered 
the  jars  to  be  given  up  within  fourteen  days,  defendant  to 
pay  costs  on  the  full  scale.  Upon  the  application  of  Mr. 
Cave,  his  Honour  granted  a  stay  of  execution  for  twenty- 
one  days,  remarking  "  the  longer  you  have  to  think  it  over, 
Mr.  Cave,  the  less  likelihood  there  will  be  of  an  appeal."

We 
learn  that  it  was  Mr.  Beecham's 
desire  that  as  little  notice  as 
possible  should  be  taken  of  his 
death,  and  we  are  not  sur- 
prised, for  he  was  a  most  un- 
assuming successful  man  of 
enterprise.  His  quiet  nature 
and  his  dislike  to  speak  about 
himself  account  for  the 
apochryphal  biographies  of  him  which  have  appeared  in 
many  newspapers.  Mr.  Beecham  was  an  Oxfordshire  man 
and  a  chemist  and  druggist  by  training.  He  had  to  make 
his  own  way  in  the  world,  and  by  perseverance  and  thrifty 
habits  he  managed  to  get  sufficient  together  to  open  a 
chemist's  shop  in  Wigan.  The  earliest  business  record  pre- 
served in  St.  Helens  is  Mr.  Beecham's  patent-medicine 
licence,  dated  Liverpool,  July  8,  1847.  He  had,  however, 
been  in  business  some  time  before  that,  and  had  fixed  on  the 
formula  for  his  "patent"  pills.  After  about  ten  years  m 
Wigan  Mr.  Beecham  removed  his  business,  still  not  much 
to  boast  about,  to  St.  Helens,  and  there  one  day  an  old  lady, 
who  was  a  regular  purchaser  of  the  pills,  remarked  to  him 
that  they  were  "  worth  a  guinea  a  box."  The  remark  stuck 
to  him,  and  it  was  not  long  before  he  began  to  advertise  the 
pills,  using  "  worth  a  guinea  a  box  "  in  every  advertisement. 
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By  the  'sixties  the  pills  had  become  more  widely  known,  and 
in  the  'seventies  they  had  taken  first  place  among  British 
proprietary  medicines.  At  this  time  his  elder  son,  Mr. 
Joseph  Beecham,  was  actively  associated  with  him  in  the 
business,  and  their  advertising  grew  steadily,  the  outlay 
long  since  passing  into  six  figures  annually.  In  1885  Mr. 
Beecham  erected,  at  a  cost  of  30,000/.,  a  magnificent  pile 
of  buildings  in  Westfield  Street,  St.  Helens,  in  which  all 
departments  of  the  business  have  since  been  conducted.  A 
year  or  two  later,  after  several  visits  by  Mr.  Joseph  Beecham 
to  the  United  States,  a  factory  was  also  established  in  New 
York,  and  the  firm  have  agencies  and  depots  in  India  and 
the  Colonies.  Mr.  Beecham  was  most  methodical  in  business 
and  a  hard  worker.  So  closely  did  he  stick  to  it  in  the  days 
of  the  early  success  of  the  business  that  his  health  gave 
way,  and,  leaving  the  management  to  his  son,  he  twenty 
years  ago  rented  Mursley  Hall,  a  small  estate  near  Winslow, 
Buckinghamshire,  which  he  farmed  until  1893,  when  he  sold 
off  all  the  stock  and  furniture  preparatory  to  a  long  visit  to 
the  United  States.  On  returning  he  purchased  "  Wych- 
wood,"  Southport,  where  he  had  since  resided.  It  is  rather 
remarkable  that  the  first  entry  in  his  oldest  order-book  for 
the  pills,  which  has  been  preserved,  relates  to  a  sale  to  Mr. 
Kershaw,  chemist,  Nevill  Street,  Southport.  Mr.  Beecham 
definitely  retired  in  March  1895  in  favour  of  his  son  Joseph, 
but,  as  already  indicated,  he  has  been  in  close  touch  with 
the  business  ever  since.  He  was  a  faithful  reader  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  followed  all  the  doings  of  the 
trade  with  keen  interest.  To  St.  Helens  he  was  a  liberal 
benefactor,  and  he  contributed  1,000/.  towards  the  rebuild- 
ing of  the  Congregational  schools  there.  His  son  Alderman 
Joseph  Beecham  was  Mayor  of  the  borough  in  1898-99,  and 
the  second  son,  Mr.  William  Beecham,  studied  medicine  at 
University  College,  Liverpool,  and  St.  Bartholomew's, 
London,  qualifying  as  L.R.C.P.&S.Edin.  and  L.F.P.S.Glas. 
in  1885,  and  is  in  practice  in  a  London  suburb. 

Buhl. — Information  has  been  received  in  London  that 
Mr.  Theodore  D.  Buhl,  president  of  Parke,  Davis  &  Co., 
died  suddenly  of  heart-failure  on  April  8.  Mr.  Buhl  was 
the  father-in-law  of  the  late  Mr.  William  Warren,  general 
manager  of  the  firm,  and  succeeded  the  late  Mr.  Parke 
as  president  in  1899. 

Burt. — At  Feltham,  Middlesex,  on  March  26,  Mr.  George 
Edward  Burt,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  eighty-three. 

Coke. — At  Plymouth,  on  March  22,  Mr.  Richard  S.weet 
Coke,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  sixty-three. 

Marshall. — On  April  4,  Mr.  Henry  John  Marshall,  for 
forty-nine  years  with  Messrs.  Battley  &  Watts,  chemists, 
Cripplegate,  London,  E.C.,  aged  seventy-two. 

Rodhouse. — At  Clapham,  on  April  3,  after  a  few  days' 
illness,  Mr.  Lewis  Rodhouse,  chemist  and  druggist.  Mr. 
Rodhouse  had  recently  joined  the  staff  of  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.,  after  having  represented  Messrs.  John 
Richardson  &  Co.,  Leicester,  Ltd.,  for  about  three  years. 
He  was  a  very  popular  member  of  the  Leicester  Chemists' 
Association,  as  well  as  of  several  other  societies  in  Leicester. 
Several  chemists,  personally  and  as  members  of  the  Leicester 
Chemists'  Association,  attended  the  funeral  at  Wei  ford 
Road  Cemetery,  Leicester,  on  April  6. 

Skinn. — A  cablegram  from  Johannesburg  informs  us  of 
the  death,  on  April  6;  of  Mr.  W.  T.  Skinn,  a  partner  in  the 
firm  of  Messrs.  Turner  &  Co., 
chemists,  Johannesburg,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy 
Board.  At  the  election  for  the  first 
Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  Transvaal 
in  December  1904,  Mr.  B.  Owen 
Jones,  of  BoksbuFg,  and  Mr.  Skinn 
tied  for  third  place.  Instead  of  the 
casting  vote  of  the  Colonial  Secretary 
y  >  bHng  given,  Mr.  Jones  was  adopted 
by  the  Government  as  one  of  its  own 
nominees,  and  Mr.  Skinn  thus  became 
the  third  elected  member.  Mr.  Skinn 
was  Secretary  of  the  Transvaal  Chemists'  Association,  and 
always  took  a  particularly  keen  interest  in  trade  matters. 
He  took  a  prominent  part  in  opposing  the  imposition  of  a 
Customs  duty  on  tinctures  and  spirituous  preparations  when 
agitation  was  rife  a  few  years  ago.  He  was  examiner  for  the 
Board  in  chemistry  and  physics. 


Spier.— At  Cheltenham,  on  March  24,  Mr.  Edward  Pearce 
Spier,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  seventy-two. 

Wakley. — At  5  Queen's  Gate,  S.W.,  on  April  5,  Mr. 
Thomas  Henry  Wakley,  F.R.C.S.Eng.,  eldest  son  of  the 
late  Thomas  Wakley, 
M.P.,  joint  editor  of 
the  "Lancet,"  aged 
eighty-six  years.  Mr. 
Wakley  was  educated 
at  University  College,  ; 
London,  and  took  the 
M.R.C.S.  in  1845,  pro- 
ceeding four  years  later 
to  the  Fellowship.  Ir 
1848,  after  several 
years'  study  in  Paris 
under  Dr.  J.  Henry 
Bennet,  the  gynaecol- 
ogist, and  as  demon- 
strator to  Sir  Erasmus 
Wilson,  he  was  elected 
surgeon  to  the  Royal 
Free  Hospital,  where 

he  proved  himself  to  be  . 
a  skilful  operator.  At  his  consulting-rooms  in  Arlington 
Street  he  specialised  in  aural  surgery  and  orthopaedics. 
On  the  death  of  his  father  in  1862  he  became 
manager  of  the  "Lancet,"  his  younger  brother,  the 
late  Dr.  James  Wakley,  being  editor.  His  new 
duties  led  gradually  to  the  abandonment  of  consulting 
practice,  and  in  1886,  upon  the  death  of  his  brother, 
he  took  over  the  editorship  of  the  paper  m  association  with 
his  son,  Mr.  Thomas  Wakley,  L.R.C.P.  Under  their  joint 
editorship  the  paper  has  maintained  its  position  as  the  type 
of  medical  weeklies.  Mr.  Wakley  married  in  1850  the  third 
daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  Francis  Radford  Blake,  of  Rick- 
mansworth,  who  survives  him,  their  golden  wedding  having 
been  celebrated  in  1900.  The  funeral  service  took  place  in 
the  Church  of  St.  Mary  Abbot,  Kensington,  on  Wednes- 
day, April  10.

In  the  Lobby. 
"  A  thin  House,  and  nothing  very  special  on,  you  know," 
apologised  Mr.  B.  S.  Straus  on  Tuesday  evening  to  a  pat- 
riarchal countryman  who  had  waylaid  him  for  an  order  to 
the  Gallery,  which  he  had  good-naturedly  obtained.  There 
were  other  signs  of  lack  of  interest,  as  a  0.  <b  D.  Lobby- 
Lounger  observed.  Cards  came  back  in  quick  succession, 
"Members  not  found."  Among  them  were  several  names 
not  unknown  in  pharmacy.  Presently  Alderman  Duck- 
worth, the  member  for  Macclesfield,  and  a  director  of  Mr. 
Jesse  Boot's  companies,  strolled  out,  and  was  taken  posses- 
sion of  by  a  man  fra'  Lancasheer  and  his  wife.  Both  were 
subsequently  piloted  by  Mr.  Duckworth  into  the  sacred 
precincts.  In  a  short  time  Mr.  Winfrey  walked  unsuspect- 
ingly out  and  was  pounced  upon  by  the  C.  &  D.  man.  Mr. 
Winfrey  took  it  smiling  and  unruffled  as  usual.  "What 
of  the  Government  Poisons  Bill  ?  Oh  !  nothing  in  par- 
ticular. Let  me  see.  '  Second  reading  deferred  till 
Monday  next.'  Well,  there  is  not  much  chance  of  it  com- 
ing up  on  Monday  next."  Mr.  Winfrey  explained  that  he 
is  so  much  engaged  with  Mr.  Harcourt  in  the  projected 
legislation  regarding  small  holdings  (a  subject  very  dear 
to  Mr.  Winfrey's  heart)  that  the  role  of  watchdog  in  phar- 
maceutical affairs  had  recently  been  thrown  more  and  more 
upon  Mr.  Idris.  Mr.  Winfrey  had  no  doubt  "the  other 
side "  in  pharmaceutico-legislative  aspirations  were  care- 
fully procuring  witnesses  to  give  evidence  at  the 
projected  Select  Committee  on  the  Bills.  "They  are 
always  wide-awake  and  very  active,"  he  said,  "  but,"  with 
a  parting  smile,  "  we  will  be  lucky,  I  think,  if  we  get  before 
the  Select  Committee  this  year." 

The  Pharmacy  Bills. 
Mr.  Seaverns,  the  Liberal  member  for  Brixton,  has 
given  notice  of  his  intention  to  move  the  rejection  of  the 
Government's  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  Against  the 
motion  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill,  which  at  present 
stands  for  Monday  next,  he  has  set  the  familiar  formula 
that  it  be  read  a  second  time  "upon  this  day  six 
months."  Mr.  Seaverns,  who  came  in  for  Brixton  at  the 
General  Election,  is  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Henry  W. 
Peabody,  general  merchants.  Asked  for  his  reason  for  op 
posing  the  Government's  Bill.  Mr.  Seaverns  said  he  did  so 
because  he  thought  there  should  be  some  protection  afforded 
to  the  private  chemist  who  engaged  in  what  was  really 
professional  work.  At  any  rate,  he  did  not  think  a  Govern 
ment  Bill  should  be  brought  in  from  which  the  most  con- 
tentious elements  in  last  year's  Bill  had  been  excluded. 
The  intention  of  the  Government  apparently  was  to  refer 
all  contentious  points  in  the  Bill  to  a  committee,  but  it 
seemed  to  him  that  the  principle  should  be  submitted  for 
the  consideration  of  the  whole  house.  Last  year's  Bill 
provided  that  limited  companies  could  trade  as  chemists 
if  they  employed  a  properly  qualified  chemist,  but  if  they 
took  such  an  important  and  responsible  duty  as  that  of  dis 
pensing  drugs  out  of  the  hands  of  men  who  were  qualified 
chemists  and  put  it  in  the  hands  of  a  thirty-shillings-a- 
week  servant,  then  they  would  be  prejudicing  the  public 
service. 

With  regard  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  there  is  nothing  fresh 
to  record.  The  Bill  stands  for  second  reading  next  Tues 
day,  when,  doubtless,  there  will  be  another  postponement. 

Shop-hours  Act. 
Mr.  Shackleton  and  Mr.  Seddon  have  each  put  down  a 
motion  in  identical  terms  to  call  attention  to  the  failure 
of  the  Shop-hours  Act,  and  to  move  that,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  House,  more  drastic  legislation  with  regard  to  the 
closing  of  shops  and  the  hours  of  shop-assistants  is  required. 

The  Japanese  Pharmacopoeia. 
Mr.  Goddard  Clarke  has  given  notice  to  ask  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  if  he  is  aware  that 
in  consequence  of  the  publication  of  a  new  edition  of  the 
Japanese  Pharmacopoeia,  and  the  proposed  enforcement  of 
the  standards  of  that  work  upon  imports  of  chemicals  and 
drugs  into  the  Japanese  Empire  on  and  after  July  1,  1907, 
manufacturers  and  merchants  of  Great  Britain  are  being 


put  to  trade  inconvenience  and  loss,  as  the  Pharmacopoeia  is 
only  obtainable  in  the  Japanese  language,  and  no  official 
translation  of  it  in  a  European  or  classic  language  is  avail- 
able ;  and  will  he  take  steps  to  secure  the  postponement  of 
the  importation-order  until  such  period  as  the  English  trans- 
lation of  the  Pharmacopoeia  has  been  published  and  the  new 
standards  are  in  consequence  known  to  manufacturers  and 
merchants  in  this  country?  The  question  was  unstarred,. 
so  that  the  reply  will  not  be  available  until  to-morrow 
(Friday). 


Society  of  Chemical  Snoustrp. 

London  Section. 

MR.  P.  J.  FRISWELL  occupied  the  chair  at  a  meeting, 
of  this  Section,  held  at  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly^ 
W.,  on  April  8.  The  Chairman  alluded  to  the  death  off 
Professor  Berthelot  and  Mr.  R.  Warington,  specially 
emphasising  the  pioneer  work  of  the  latter  in  agricultural' 
science,  which  has  proved  of  such  advantage  to  this; 
country. 

Election  of  Officers. — The  nominations  for  the  offices 
of  the  Section  being  equal  to  the  vacancies,  the  election  of 
officers  was  a  formal  affair.  Mr.  Friswell  is  to  be  Chair- 
man for  another  year  and  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch  Vice-Chair- 
man. Mr.  Julian  L.  Baker  was  also  re-elected  Hon.  Local 
Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

observations  on  cotton  and  nitrated  cotton. 
Mr.  H.  De  Mosenthal  then  read  a  paper  with  the  above- 
title — a  continuation  of  the  research  of  which  the  first  part 
was  reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  March  12, 
1904.    The  present  paper  dealt  mainly  with  the  optical 
properties  of  nitrated  cotton,  wood  cellulose,  ramie,  and 
flax.    The  appearance  of  the  cotton  under  polarised  light 
was  first  referred  to.    Some  writers  have  stated  that  the 
percentage  of  nitrogen  in  a  sample  of  nitrated  cotton  can 
be  judged  by  the  colour  shown  under  polarised  light.  As 
a  rule  the  highest  nitration  shows  a  light  blue  appearance, 
but  this  is  not  invariable,  and  Mr.  De  Mosenthal  concludes 
that  the  colour  differs  not  so  much  according  to  the  degree 
of  nitration  but  with  the  variety  of  cellulose  and  method 
of  nitration.    In  regard  to  the  density  of  cotton-wcol,  the 
lecturer  had  collated  the  figures  given  in  books  of  refer- 
ence, and,  finding  them  somewhat  conflicting,  carefully 
investigated  the  matter  anew.    Using  Messrs.  Johnson  & 
Johnson's  Red  Cross  cotton,  air-dried,  the  density  in  water 
was  found  to  be  1.523-5,  oven-dried  1.607-10 ;  in  benzine 
and  alcohol  the  figures  were  1.56-8.    A  sample  of  nitro- 
cellulose showing  13.2  per  cent,  of  nitrogen  had  a  density 
of  1.659,  while  the  same  specimen,  after  dissolving  in 
acetone,  evaporating  to  dryness,  powdering,  and  sifting, 
showed  a  density  of  1.66.    The  lecturer  explained  his 
method  of  testing  the  refraction  and  dispersion.    He  uses 
thin  denitrated  films  obtained  by  evaporating  ether-alcohol 
or  acetone  solutions  in  dry  air,  so  as  to  obviate  the  cloudi- 
ness which  results  if  the  operation  takes  place  in  air,  and  the 
Abbe  refractometer.    Some  particulars  were  also  given  of 
experiments  in  fractional  dialysis  of  acetone-solutions, 
which,  so  far  as  they  have  gone,  show  that  the  fractions  have 
identical  nitrogen-contents  with  the  substance  originally 
dissolved. 

There  was  a  good  discussion,  in  which  Sir  William 
Ramsay,  Mr.  C.  F.  Cross,  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid,  Mr.  A.  R. 
Ling,  Dr.  G.  Lindsay-Johnson,  the  Chairman,  and  others 
took  part.  Mr.  Reid,  who  has  devoted  some  time  to  the 
study  of  how  to  produce  clear  films  of  nitrocellulose,  stated 
that  these  can  be  obtained  by  pouring  the  solution  on  glass 
and  covering  up  with  a  box.  There  is  no  occasion  to  dry 
the  air,  as  the  evaporating  solvent  effectually  displaces  the 
air.  Dr.  Lindsay-Johnson  thought,  contrary  to  the 
lecturer's  opinion,  that  the  optical  figures  would  be  found 
to  have  a  definite  relation  to  the  nitration  if  a  curve  were 
plotted  and  corrected.  It  seemed  to  him  that  chemists  are 
on  the  verge  of  an  important  law  on  the  relation  of  the 
refractive  index  and  the  degree  of  nitration.  The  Chair- 
man said  the  paper  showed  that  the  composition  of  the 
cellulose  molecule  is  still  unsolved.  In  his  opinion  cellulose 
is  a  mixture  of  allied  substances.  Mr.  De  Mosenthal 
briefly  replied,  and  caused  some  amusement  by  his  refer- 
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ences  to  the  numerous  suggestions  that  had  been  thrown 
out  for  further  research.  If  he  lived  to  be  150  years  old 
he  could  not  do  all  the  work  his  friends  had  set  him. 

The  Chairman  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  0.  Guttmann, 
which  stated  that  as  the  writer  had  had  to  undergo  a 
severe  operation  he  would  not  be  sufficiently  recovered  to 
read  the  paper  he  had  promised  at  the  May  meeting  of  the 
Section.  It  was  therefore  arranged  that  at  the  meeting 
on  May  6  there  should  be  a  discussion  on  Mr.  Lloyd 
George's  Patents  and  Designs  Bill. 

Liverpool  Section. 
A  Meeting  of  this  Section,  of  which  Dr.  James  T.  Conroy 
is  Chairman  and  Mr.  W.  Eoscoe  Hardwick  is  Secretary, 
was  held  at  the  Chemical  Laboratories,  Liverpool  Uni- 
versity, on  April  10.  A  lecture  was  given  on  "  The  Utilisa- 
tion of  Waste  Indiarubber,"  by  Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid,  F.I.C., 
who  also  showed  a  number  of  interesting  slides  illustrating 
the  Sixth  International  Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry  at 
Rome. 

Manchester  Section. 
The  annual  meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  at  the  Grand 
Hotel  on  April  5,  Dr.  G.  H.  Bailey  in  the  chair.  The 
new  rules  were  submitted  and  approved,  with  an  amend- 
ment affecting  the  eligibility  of  the  Vice-Chairman  to  the 
premier  position  in  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of 
the  Chairman  during  his  term  of  office. 

The  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  elected  as 
follow  :  Chairman,  Dr.  K.  E.  Markel ;  Secretary,  J. 
Hiibner ;  committee,  Messrs.  J.  Allan,  G.  H.  Bailey,  R.  H.

The  Manufacturer's  View. 

THIS  question  came  into  our  pages  four  weeks  ago  at  a 
psychological  moment.  As  put  by  Messrs.  Elliman, 
Sons  &  Co.  on  p.  431  of  our  issue  of  March  16,  with  com- 
ment so  condensed  as  to  be  almost  cryptic  to  the  majority 
of  our  readers,  it  has  served  to  focus  the  attention  of  the 
trade  upon  an  outgrowth  of  the  price-problem  which  has 
arisen  during  the  past  ten  years.  In  essence,  price-protec- 
tion means  a  community  of  interests  among  manufacturer, 
distributors,  and  the  public.  The  individual  of  the  first  part 
assumes  some  control  of  his  goods  after  they  leave  his  hands, 
on  the  understanding,  implied  rather  than  expressed,  that 
those  of  the  second  part  will  hand  them  out  to  the  public 
when  asked  for.  The  public  advantage  is  local  purchase. 
It  is  a  requisite  of  such  a  compact  that  the  manufacturer 
should  reduce  the  labour  of  distributing — that  is,  selling 
the  goods — by  creating  a  demand  for  them;  indeed,  price- 
protection  does  not  exist  where  there  is  no  advertising. 
Since  the  latter  constitutes  part  of  the  selling  effort,  if  it 
results  in  the  disposal,  not  of  the  goods  which  are  adver- 
tised, but  of  something  professedly  similar,  the  manufac- 
turer reckons  that  he  has  spent  money  in  vain,  and  that 
distributors  have  not  stuck  to  their  part  of  the  bargain. 

All  this  is  summed  up  in  the  single  word  "  substitution," 
and  during  the  past  few  weeks  we  have  had  interviews  with 
a  number  of  manufacturers,  both  P.A.T.A.  members  and 
non-protective  owners,  but  for  the  present  we  refer  only  to 
the  views  of  Mr.  James  Elliman,  whose  system  of  protection 
was  started  before  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  who  put  the  question 
"  Is  protection  worth  while  ?  "  Mr.  Elliman  is  a  singularly 
straightforward  man.  More  than  ten  years  ago  he  entered 
into  a  compact  with  retailers,  and  has  kept  his  part  of  it  to 
the  letter.  He  has  acted  quite  independently  of  all  organi- 
sations (although  he  showed  his  sympathy  with  the 
P.A.T.A.  at  the  outset  by  giving  it  the  first  100/.  to  help 
it  on),  and  he  speaks  from  personal  experience  and  observa- 
tion, so  that  what  he  says  merits  attention. 

Our  first  question  to  him  was,  "Do  you  propose  to  stop 
your  system  of  protection?"  To  this  he  replied  that  his 
letter  of  March  16  was  intended  to  ascertain  if  the  system 
has  been  sufficiently  valuable  to  distributors — i.e.,  retailers 
— to  warrant  him  continuing  to  trade  upon  present  terms 
with  friendly  or  neutral  chemists,  but  to  put  up  prices  to 
active  opponents.  This  led  to  the  explanation  that  a 
friendly  chemist  is  one  who  gives  "Elliman"  a  show  and 
sells  it  when  asked  for  it,  and  even  when  asked  for  "  some- 
thing good  for  rubbing " ;  the  neutral  chemist  makes  no 
display  of  it  but  sells  it  without  attempt  at  substitution ; 
and  the  opponent  is  the  man  who  pushes  his  own  white  oils 
and  takes  advantage  of  Elliman's  protected  price  by  en- 
deavouring to  sell  his  own  preparation  at  l^d.  or  so  less  when 
Elliman's  is  asked  for. 

It  was  not  possible  in  a  short  chat  to  discover  what  pro- 
portions of  these  three  grades  exist,  but  Mr.  Elliman 
remarked,  as  regards  neutral  opposition,  that  he  makes  no 
complaint,  as  a  real  grievance,  of  "  Elliman's  in  the  back- 
ground," but  suggested  that  it  is  sound  policy  to  encourage 
manufacturers  who  protect  prices.  This  naturally  led  to  the 
question  of  profit.  Some  of  our  correspondents  urged  that 
the  working-expenses  of  a  chemist's  business  are  15  per 
c»~t.  cr  mare,  and  that  "  Elliman's  "  does  not  show  as  much 
as  that 

"I  trust,"  replied  Mr.  Elliman,  "that  every  smart  man 
of  business  turns  over  his  capital  several  times  a  year.  That 
is  how  fortunes  are  made  in  every  business,  for  the  days  of 
large  single  profits  are  gone.  If  a  retailer  buys  from  my  firm 
a  minimum  wholesale  parcel  of  Is.  \^d.  and  2s.  embrocation 
(mixed  or  otherwise),  he  gets  it  at  5/.  14s.,  less  10  per  cent, 
discount  at  twenty-eight  days  ;  it  shows  22^  per  cent,  profit, 
selling  at  Is.  and  Is.  Qd.  Allow  2^  per  cent,  for  carriage, 
and  a  clear  profit  of  20  per  cent,  is  obtained  on  the  invest- 
ment. Two  investments  a  year  of  the  51.  2s.  Id.  mean 
40  per  cent,  per  annum,  three  60  per  cent.,  and  so  on,  against 
15  per  cent,  of  working-expenses.  Some  of  our  customers 
buy  the  embrocation  monthly  at  bottom  price,  and  so  make 
240  per  cent,  on  the  money  invested." 

This  illustration  of  rapid  turnover  was  in  the  nature 


of  things  qualified  by  our  remark  that  all  retailers  cannot 
buy  direct  from  the  maker,  and  during  the  conversation 
it  transpired  that  the  manufacturer's  profit  per  cent,  in  this 
as  in  other  specialities,  is  a  mere  fraction  of  that  obtained 
oy  retailers.  The  manufacturer's  advantage  lies  in  the 
turnover  of  his  capital  twelve  times  a  year,  and  if  the 
retailer  aims  at  "the  like"  the  profits  of 'his  business  will 
increase  proportionately. 

T!"u  I?E?ctiS£  deduction  Jed  up  to  a  significant  state- 
ment by  Mr.  Elhman,  in  the  course  of  which  he  said  •  "  We 
complain  only  of  endeavours  to  take  advantage  of  the  main- 
tenance of  Is.  L^d.  'Elliman's'  at  Is.  in  order  to  sell  a 
substitute  for  lO^d.,  which  could  not  be  sold  without  that 
\-id.  advantage  ;  and  this  by  firms  who,  according  to  turn- 
over, realise  yearly  from  20  per  cent,  to  240  per  cent,  upon 
the  capital  invested  in  Elliman's.  We  recognise  that  every 
trader  has  the  right  to  use  his  capital  as  he  legally  mav 
but  where  a  profit  of  20  per  cent,  to  240  per  cent,  per  annum 
upon  the  sum  of  capital  invested  is  insufficient  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  a  business,  there  of  necessity  arises  active 
opposition,  which  (he  added  with  emphasis)  we  should  not 
have  taken  public  notice  of  if  our  hands  were  free." 

"  But  you  can  do  as  you  like,  Mr.  Elliman,"  we  re- 
marked. 

"Not,"  he  replied,  "while  we  continue  to  protect  the 
retail  price  of  our  product.  We  could  if  we  allowed  every- 
body to  sell  the  embrocation  at  their  own  price.  The 
crux  of  the  whole  matter  is,  '  Who  sells  the  goods  ?  ' 
If  Elliman  does  not  do  it  by  advertising,  then  we  might 
save  the  money  by  not  advertising.  If  the  chemist  sells 
the  goods,  then  why  not  sell  his  own?  I  ask  no  more 
for  mine_  than  that  the  demand  be  met  fairly.  If 
chemists  individually  object  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  public,  I  must,  as  a  business-man,  logically  follow  up 
the  demand  created.  This  could  be  done  by  establishing 
depots  in  all  places — for  example,  by  naming  in  our  adver- 
tisements the  chemists  who  sell  '  Elliman '  when  it  is  asked 
for  and  do  not  push  substitutes.  This  is  another  wav  of 
putting  the  question,  '  Is  protection  worth  while  ? '  We 
fixed  minimum  prices  because  the  modern  system  of  cash 
trading  necessitates  a  reduction  from  booking-terms,  other- 
wise face-values,  which  were  established  upon  a  credit  basis. 
Is  it,"  Mr.  Elliman  queried,  "the  experience  of  manu- 
facturers of  leading  unprotected  proprietaries  that  their 
goods  are  made  '  leaders '  by  Stores  and  chemists  to  the 
profit  of  both  parties  ?  I  should  like  to  know  ;  but  personally 
I  am  for  the  '  live-and-let-live  policy,'  and  would  rather  that 
distributors  should  recognise  that  our  present  system  is  to 
the  mutual  advantage  of  manufacturer,  distributors,  and 
the  public." 

Much  more  to  the  point  was  said,  but  the  foregoing 
embodies  the  main  features  of  the  interview,  except  in 
regard  to  one  matter — viz.,  the  suggestion  that  "  Elliman" 
should  be  put  on  the  P.A.T.A.  Without  reflection  upon 
the  Association,  Mr.  Elliman  remarked  that  he  has  secured 
to  retailers  the  same  terms  as  the  P.A.T.A.  provides,  and 
the  buyer  of  1,000/.  worth  of  his  goods  gets  no  better  terms. 
In  conclusion,  he  remarked  that  he  desires  to  raise  his  price 
10  per  cent,  to  active  opponents. 


For  Dispensing  Atropine  on  a  prescription  when  some- 
thing else  was  called  for,  a  druggist  in  Chicago  has  just 
been  made  by  the  Courts  to  pay  damages  of  $600. 

Against  Patent  Medicines. — Last  year,  as  already  men- 
tioned, the  editor  of  the  "Ladies'  Home  Journal"  had 
drawn  up  a  Patent-medicine  Bill  for  introduction  into  the 
various  State  Legislatures  of  U.S.A.  Vigorous  efforts 
were  made  to  have  the  law  enacted  in  several  States,  but 
failure  was  met  with  all  along  the  line.  Meanwhile  another 
legislative  season  has  opened,  and  we  find  the  "Ladies' 
Home  Journal "  Bill  introduced  in  no  fewer  than  thirteen 
State  Legislatures.  The  anti-patent-medicine  reformers 
are  making  strenuous  efforts  to  push  the  movement 
through  to  a  success.  The  Bill  provides  that  every  patent 
medicine  must  print  the  formula  upon  the  label,  that  every 
product  containing  certain  narcotics  must  be  conspicuously 
labelled  "Poison"  in  red  letters,  that  the  content  of  nar- 
cotics must  be  specifically  mentioned,  and  that  narcotics  will 
not  be  permitted  at  all  in  quantities  above  certain  prescribed 
minima.

The  Word  "  Poison," 

which  is  dealt  with  in  the  new  part  of 
the  Oxford  English  Dictionary  (Piper  to  Polygenestic) , 
is  one  of  the  many  terms  which  in  the  course  of  their  his- 
tory have  either  gone  from  bad  to  worse,  or  in  many  cases, 
though  born  innocent  and  honourable,  have  gradually  ac- 
quired disreputable  characters  which  have  become  per- 
manent. The  English  language  yields  a  large  number  of 
examples  of  this  tendency  to  deterioration.  Knave,  bar- 
barian, tyrant,  demon,  villain,  silly,  simple,  shoddy, 
cunning,  stink,  and  stigma  may  be  cited  as  familiar  instances. 
Poison  is  the  same  word  as  potion,  and  in  their  early  days 
both  meant  only  something  to  drink.  In  the  French  word 
"  boisson,"  which  has  the  same  origin,  the  sense  of  beverage 
alone  is  retained.  In  old  English  writings  poison  was  not 
infrequently  employed  to  indicate  a  liquid  medicine. 
Dr.  Murray  gives  several  quotations  illustrating  this-  use 
of  the  term.  This,  from  the  "  Enphues  "  of  Lyly,  is  dated 
1579  :  "  Phisition  by  minglyng  bitter  poysons  with  sweet 
lyquor  bringeth  health  to  the  body."'  But  it  would  appear 
that  the  deadly  nature  of  a  "  poison  "  was  always  the  more 
usual  signification. 

Other  Words  of  Pharmaceutical  Interest 

in  this  part  of  the 

Dictionary  are  not  numerous.  The  principal  one  is  Plaster, 
and  the  particular  point  which  it  was  hoped  that  Dr. 
Murray's  staff  would  elucidate  was  the  question  whether 
there  was  ever  any  purpose  or  basis  for  the  old  form  of 
spelling  the  word  "  plaister,"  which  is  by  no  means  entirely 
abandoned  yet.  Dr.  Murray  tells  us  that  "plaister"  has 
been  in  current  use  since  the  fourteenth  century,  and  some- 
times has  been  more  common  than  "plaster."  It  is  found 
also  in  old  French  as  "  plaistre,"  but  "its  history  is  ob- 
scure." Dr.  Johnson,  is  appears,  used  it  in  his  writings, 
but  did  not  admit  it  to  his  Dictionary.  Plumbago  is  a  word 
which  has  had  many  vicissitudes.  It  has  been  associated  with 
lead,  with  iron  in  some  forms,  and  has  been  mixed  up  with 
litharge,  galena,  and  graphite.  It  may  be  noted  that  both 
the  plant  and  the  mineral  which  we  call  plumbago  were 
likewise  referred  to  by  Dioscorides  under  one  name — molyb- 
daina.  Pluck,  in  the  sense  of  failing  at  an  examination,  if 
not  strictly  a  pharmaceutical  word,  has  pharmaceutical  asso- 
ciations. The  Dictionary  declares  the  origin  of  this  use  of 
the  word  to  be  doubtful,  but  gives  for  what  it  may  be  worth 
the  explanation  offered  first  in  "  Verdant  Green,"  and  since 
supported,  that  at  the  Oxford  examinations  it  was  the 
custom  until  about  fifty  years  ago  for  the  Proctor  to  walk 
up  and  down  the  room  to  give  the  deans  of  colleges  the 
opportunity  of  plucking  his  gown  and  whispering  their 
objection  to  the  passing  of  a  particular  candidate. 

The  Government's  Spokesman 

will  probably  have  explained 
their  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  before  these  lines  are  pub- 
lished. That  their  proposal  as  it  stands  requires  some  ex- 
planation, especially  in  regard  to  the  parts  omitted,  is 
obvious  to  everybody.  I  am  quite  as  ready  as  Mr.  Reid  to 
believe  in  the  capacity  of  any  Government  Department  to 
do  evil  and  injustice,  either,  as  is  suggested  editorially, 
through  the  thoughtlessness  of  red  tapers  or  out  of  "  pure 
divilment,"  occasionally.  But  in  this  particular  instance 
it  appears  to  me  easier  to  accept  the  theory  that  a  little 
breeze  of  grace  and  of  open-mindedness  has  swept  through 
the  Home  Office  than  that  a  deliberate  resolution  has  been 


taken  to  hamper  chemists  and  to  favour  companies,  which 
is  Mr.  Eeid's  hypothesis.  Last  June  Mr.  Herbert  Glad- 
stone as  Home  Secretary  told  Mr.  Winfrey  that  he  saw  no 
reason  for  referring  the  subject  of  pharmacy  legislation  to 
a  Select  Committee.  At  that  time  he  was  evidently  under 
the  influence  of  the  Privy  Council  officials.  Possibly  he 
has  since  thought  for  himself,  or  it  may  be  that  Lord  Crewe 
has  intervened,  or  even  the  Prime  Minister.  Anyway,  it 
seems  to  have  been  resolved  to  get  the  agricultural  poisons 
provisions  through  and  to  leave  chemists  and  companies  to 
fight  out  their  differences  as  best  they  can,  the  Select  Com- 
mittee to  be  the  ring.  This  is  what  we  have  been  asking 
for  for  years,  and  though  there  may  not  be  cause  for  lavish 
gratitude  for  a  concession  which  is  probably  thrown  at  us 
merely  because  of  our  importunity,  there  can  be  no  object 
in,  examining  the  gift  too  critically.  The  essential  thing 
is  to  be  prepared  for  the  contest  now  that  the  opportunity 
has  come. 

Personality  in  Business, 

as  described  by  Jay  Mack  is  not  the 
personality  associated  by  many  of  us  with  the  success  of 
certain  pharmacists.  There  was,  no  doubt,  a  personality 
of  a  sort  behind  the  advertisement  "  Why  not  Wash  in  a 
China  Dish  ?  "  ;  and  on  another  page  of  last  week's  C.  &  D. 
we  are  permitted  to  gaze  on  the  peraonality  of  the 
"Colossus  of  the  Drug-trade"  as  revealed  to  us  by  his 
Chicago  disciple.  But  neither  of  these  is  the  personality 
we  are  thinking  of.  When  you  have  acquired  a  reputation, 
whether  it  be  as  a  judge  of  babies'  complaints  or  as  a  handy 
reference  on  new  remedies  to  medical  practitioners  ;  or  if 
people  come  to  your  shop  because  they  like  you,  with  or 
without  sufficient  reason — it  may  be  because  you  are  a 
churchwarden,  or  a  tariff  reformer,  or  a  golf  chum— if,  for 
whatever  reason,  they  come  to  see  you,  and  are  not  satisfied 
to  see  only  your  assistant  or  apprentice,  you  have  estab- 
lished a  personal  connection ;  you  have  attained  a  profes- 
sional position.  And  if  customers  will  come  and  pay  you 
Is.  l^d.  for  an  article,  passing  another  shop  where  they 
could  get  the  same  thing  for  Is.,  your  personality  is  worth 
something  to  you.  But  as  a  property  a  personal  business  of 
this  kind  is  not  nearly  so  valuable  as  one  which  is  quite  in- 
dependent of  your  actual  presence  ;  which  will  go  on  earn- 
ing profits  just  as  well  while  you  are  driving  in  the  park 
with  madame.  Say  that  Sir  William  Broadbent  or  Mr. 
Rufus  Isaacs  is  making  10,000L  a  year  by  professional  fees  ; 
he  may  well  be  gratified  with  his  personal  success.  But 
the  actuarial  value  of  his  income  would  probably  be  far 
below  that  of  an  established  business  yielding  a  fourth  of 
that  sum,  but  likely  to  go  on  yielding  it  for  generations. 

The  Patron  Saint  of  Pharmacists 

is  "  wanted,"  I  observe, 
by  a  French  pharmaceutical  journal,  and  St.  Christopher 
and  St.  Nicholas  are  suggested  as  probably  occupying  that 
position.  But  St.  Luke  is,  or  was,  the  patron  saint  of 
medicine,  and  I  should  have  expected  that  his  jurisdiction 
extended  to  pharmacy. 

Pharmaceutical  Preparations 

may  only  be  sold  retail  in  France 
by  qualified  pharmaciens.  A  herbalist  at  Orleans  sold  a 
mixture  of  buckthorn-bark,  balm-leaves,  and  coltsfoot- 
flowers,  and  was  prosecuted  by  the  pharmaceutical  authori- 
ties for  illegal  practice.  The  Court,  however,  held  that  a 
mere  mixture  of  drugs  of  that  character  does  not  constitute 
a  pharmaceutical  preparation,  a  decision  which  the  pharma- 
cists find  very  unsatisfactory.  As  the  Act  under  which  the 
proceedings  were  taken  is  within  a  year  or  two  of  its  cen- 
tenary, it  is  strange  that  such  a  simple  question  as  this  has 
not  been  authoritatively  decided  before.

Economising. 

The  revenue  account  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain,  printed  on  p.  556,  shows  that  the 
Council  has  realised  the  serious  financial  condition  into 
which  it  has  drifted,  and  by  a  series  of  small 
economies  it  has  succeeded  in  ending  the  financial 
year  with  a  balance  of  1107.  13s.  5c?.  to  the  good.  Six  years 
ago  (1901)  the  Society  derived  12,199/.  from  examination- 
fees,  and  since  then  this  item  has  steadily  diminished  until 
in  1906  the  total  receipts  from  this  source  were  7,665/.  We 
are  of  opinion  that  the  minimum  has  not  yet  been  reached. 
There  has  been  a  further  falling-off  this  year  already,  and 
this  will  go  on  until  the  minimum  of  available  registered 
apprentices  is  reached.  Last  year  291  of  these  were  regi- 
stered, and  1,182  Minor  fees  were  paid,  amounting  to  6,766/. 
The  Registrar  alone  can  tell  how  many  individuals  the  1,182 
fees  represent,  but  taking  half  the  number  we  get  591  indi- 
viduals who  paid  6,766/.,  and  there  is  bound  to  come  a 
time  when  the  students  registered  in  1906  will  come  forward. 
If  280  of  them  survive  pharmaceutical^  until  their  examina- 
tion year  they  will  on  the  present  basis  pay  3,200/.  in  fees. 
This  is  the  eventuality  which  the  Council  has  to  face.  The 
past  five  years'  record  of  the  whole  accounts  is  as  follows  :

The  loss  on  the  five  years  thus  amounted  to  3,205/.  As 
regards  the  floating  capital,  last  year's  account  shows 
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liabilities  4,909?.  and  assets  4,307/.,  or  a  deficit  of  6021.  The 
principal  economies  of  the  year  were  :  Examination  ex- 
penses, 324?. ;  "Journal,"  160/.  ;  law,  103/. ;  Library,  188/. ; 
school,  425/.;  and  "Compendium,"  102/.  Those  who  are 
interested  in  the  Society's  finances  look  upon  two  depart- 
ments of  the  Society's  enterprise  for  future  saving.  By  its 
charter  the  Society  was  formed,  inter  alia,  "  for  the  purpose 
of  advancing  chemistry  and  pharmacy  and  promoting  a  uni- 
formsystemof  education, "etc.  The  Society's  School  of  Phar- 
macy is  the  chief  means  adopted  to  promote  this  purpose, 
and  we  have  heard  that  the  "Journal"  is  included  in  the 
same  category.  Between  them  these  two  departments  have 
involved  the  Society  in  deficits  amounting  to  23,738/.  during 
the  past  five  years — the  School  being  6,727/.,  or  an 
annual  average  of  1,345/.,  and  the  "Journal,"  with 
distribution,  17,000/.,  or  an  average  of  3,400/.  a  year,  ex- 
clusive of  house-room  and  allied  incidentals  in  both 
cases.  As  the  deficit  on  both  was  much  less  at  one 
time,  it  is  conclusive  that  economies  may  still  be  effected. 
Thus  from  1868  to  1883  the  average  annual  cost  of  the  School 
was  378/.,  and  it  did  more  work  then  than  now;  while 
the  average  annual  deficit  on  the  "  Journal,"  with  distribu- 
tion, between  1868  and  1893  was  776/.,  compared  with  3,400/. 
now.  This  comparison  is,  however,  delusive,  owing  to  the 
inclusion  of  the  cost  of  distribution,  which  used  to  average 
about  500/.  a  year  but  is  now  800/.,  so  that  the  deficit  on 
production  before  1893  was  less  than  300/.  a  year,  while  now 
it  is  over  2,500/.  We  do  not  forget  the  fact  that  the 
"  Journal  "  is  not  credited  with  members'  subscriptions,  but 
so  far  as  the  Society  is  concerned  that  would  be  transferring 
money  from  one  pocket  to  another,  and  it  is  the  Society's 
affairs  we  are  now  discussing  with  a  view  to  indicating  the 
directions  in  which  further  economies  may  be  effected  in 
order  to  meet  still  further  diminution  of  revenue  from 
examination  and  registration  fees.  This  diminution  is 
likely  to  bring  down  the  Society's  annual  revenue  to  about 
13,000/.,  so  that  on  the  present  basis  of  expenditure  from 
2,000/.  io  3,000/.  a  year  will  have  to  be  saved  or  obtained  in 
some  other  manner;  so  the  question  now  uppermost  in  the 
minds  of  the  Society's  financiers  is,  Where  is  the  money  to 
come  from? 


Exportation  of  Methylated 
Preparations. 

The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  have  issued  a  new 
General  Order  bearing  upon  the  exportation  of  spirituous 
medicinal  preparations  under  drawback,  the  object  of  which 
is  to  ensure  that  preparations  made  with  methylated  spirits 
are  not  included  for  drawback-purposes  in  consignments  of 
goods  which  are  legitimately  entitled  to  drawback.  The 
General  Order  says  : 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  certain  liniments  and  other  pre- 
parations are  allowed  to  be  made  with  methylated  spirits, 
and  that,  if  so  made,  they  are  not  eligible  for  exportation 
on  drawback,  it  will  be  necessary  in  future  to  sample  such 
preparations  specially  for  tests  as  to  the  presence  or  use  of 
methylated  spirits. 

Instructions  are  then  given  to  the  sampling  officials  that  the 
liniments  of  soap,  aconite,  belladonna,  compound  camphor, 
and  opium  must  always  be  sampled.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the 
necessity  to  sample  these  particular  liniments  apart  from 
and  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  tinctures  or  medicinal  spirits, 
flavouring-essences,  toilet  vinegars  and  waters,  dentifrices, 
hair-washes,  and  brilliantines.  The  above-mentioned  lini- 
ments are  not  to  be  included  within  the  prescribed  regula- 
tion-limit of  one  sample  in  every  ten.  A  special  eye  is  to  be 
kept  on  these  "suspects,"  and  at  least  one  sample  must  be 
drawn  whenever  they  are  present  in  one  or  more  consign- 


ments. Preference  for  testing-purposes  is  to  be  given  to 
soap-liniment  over  opium-liniment,  showing  that,  from  the 
revenue  point  of  view,  there  are  degrees  of  "  suspects,"  and 
if  the  Principal  of  the  Government  Laboratory  thinks  it 
advisable  he  may  cause  other  preparations  in  the  making 
of  which  methylated  spirits  are  likely  to  be  used  to  be 
sampled.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  supplementary  General 
Orders  of  this  nature  generally  originate  in  the  discovery 
of  circumstances  which  are  not  covered  by  existing  orders, 
it  may  be  surmised  that  there  is  some  truth  in  the  rumour 
that  this  official  communique  has  not  been  issued  without 
cause — in  other  words,  that  drawback  has  been  paid  or 
claimed  upon  preparations  which  have  not  been  made  with 
duty-paid  spirit — and  the  effect  of  the  order  is  to  nip  in  the 
bud  any  such  attempts  to  defraud  the  revenue.  In  cases  of 
any  suspicion  as  to  misdescription  of  any  of  these  lini- 
ments so  far  as  claims  for  drawback  and  allowance  are  con- 
cerned, the  officials  are  enjoined  to  sample  each  kind  of 
liniment  presented  for  packing.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
new  regulation  will  act  as  a  deterrent  and  a  safeguard.  We 
can  conceive  of  nothing  more  hurtful  to  pharmaceutical 
industry  in  this  country  than  attempts  to  utilise  industrial 
methylated  spirits  in  directions  which  are  distinctly  illegal, 
and  we  feel  sure  that  manufacturing  chemists  and  exporters 
as  a  whole  will  support  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue 
in  their  endeavours  to  stop  practices  which  may  imperil  the 
rights  of  the  trade  generally,  besides  defrauding  the 
revenue. 


The  Quarter's  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  returns  for  March  show  that  imports 
into  the  United  Kingdom  improved  in  value  by  4,477,000/., 
and  the  exports  by  3,072,000/.,  over  March  1906,  these  in- 
creases being  recorded  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  month 
contained  two  working-days  fewer  than  in  1906.  The 
March  records  for  the  past  three  years  in  millions  of  pounds 
are  as  follows  :

The  imports  in  March  gained  chiefly  through  increased 
purchases  of  raw  materials,  cotton  alone  contributing  more 
than  half  of  the  four  and  a  half  millions  excess ;  food  and 
drink  were  112,000/.  more,  but  articles  wholly  or  partly 
manufactured  fell  by  48,500/.,  iron  and  steel  declining  by 
244,000/.  In  this  category  chemicals  improved  by  114,480/., 
the  month's  total  exceeding  1,024,800/.  On  the  export  side 
over  two-thirds  of  the  three  millions  increase  was  in  manu- 
factured articles,  the  gain  being  2,626,000/.  Cotton,  iron, 
and  steel  are  the  features  in  this  class,  and,  while  the 
increase  is  partly  due  to  higher  prices,  the  gain  in  volume  of 
trade  is  undoubtedly  unprecedented.  Chemicals,  drugs, 
dyes,  and  colours  exceeded  the  figures  for  March  1906  by 
140,818/.,  exports  amounting  to  1,642,488/.  For  the  quarter 
of  the  year  now  completed  the  following  increases  are 
shown,  the  figures  representing  millions  :

We  are  now  importing  at  the  rate  of  685  millions  per 
annum,  exporting  408  millions,  and  re-exporting  105 
millions,  making  a  grand  total  of  1,198  millions  sterling. 
It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  raw  materials  and  even  finished 
products  have  risen  everywhere  in  price ;  but,  making  due 
allowance  for  this,  there  remains  a  substantial  gain  in  the 
volume  of  trade.  At  present  there  are  no  signs  of  a  re- 
action, and,  with  the  leading  industries  of  the  country 
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fully  engaged,  there  is  no  reason  to  anticipate  a  slackening- 
down  for  a  time.  An  examination  of  all  the  figures  for 
chemicals  and  drugs  shows  every  indication  that  a  good  all- 
round  business  has  been  done  at  profitable  prices.  Bleach- 
ing-materials  show  an  increase  of  20,382  cwt.  or  4,000?.. 
and  soda-compounds  an  increase  of  230,000  cwt.  or  101,760?. 
Indeed,  every  item,  with  the  exception  of  cream  of  tartar, 
exhibits  an  expansion,  drugs  and  medicinal  preparations 
yielding  415,904/.,  or  25,760/.  more  than  in  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  1906.  Quinine  and  quinine-salts  show  steady 
improvement  this  quarter,  with  277,613  oz.,  against 
238,991  oz.  in  1906,  and  quicksilver  is  also  39,000  lb.  better 
on  a  total  of  767,362/.  Toilet-soap  is  a  stationary  item  at 
10,500  cwt.  per  quarter  for  the  past  three  years,  but  the 
exports  of  household  soap  have  declined  from  306,900  cwt. 
in  January-March  1906  to  271,786  cwt.  in  1907.  The  in- 
creased price  of  raw  materials  and  the  efforts  of  local  pro- 
ducers in  our  Colonies  appear  to  be  responsible  for  this 
decrease. 


South  African  Trade. 

An  important  Blue-book  dealing  with  the  import  and 
export  trade  of  South  Africa  for  1906  has  been  issued  by 
the  Customs  Statistical  Bureau,  which  for  the  first  time 
gives  complete  returns  and  authentic  information  of  the 
trend  of  trade  of  the  great  sub-continent.  The  figures, 
as  a  whole,  indicate  that  South  Africa  last  year  passed 
through  a  period  of  depression,  the  imports  into  the  various 
colonies  showing  a  decline  of  1,400,000/.,  as  indicated  by 
the  following  statement  of  imports  of  merchandise  :

These  figures  do  not  include  Government  stores  nor  specie, 
and  gold  and  diamonds  in  transit  are  also  excluded ;  but 
the  values  for  1905  are  somewhat  incomplete,  as  the  Statis- 
tical Bureau  was  not  then  in  existence.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  the  United  Kingdom  sent  56.8  per  cent,  of  the 
imports,  other  parts  of  the  British  Empire  sending  12.4  per 
cent.,  leaving  30.8  per  cent,  for  foreign  countries.  On  the 
export  side  there  has  been  a  remarkable  expansion  of  trade 
throughout  all  the  colonies,  the  total  oversea  shipments 
from  Cape  Colony  being  almost  forty  millions,  an  increase 
of  seven  millions;  Natal  exported  2,362,000/.,  or 
140,000/.  more ;  the  Orange  Biver  Colony  increased  her 
exports  by  348,000/.,  and  the  Transvaal  exported  practic- 
ally twenty-seven  millions,  or  four  millions  more.  These 
figures  indicate  that  the  internal  development  of  South 
Africa  is  proceeding  rapidly,  and,  although .  much  of  the 
increased  shipments  is  due  to  gold  and  diamonds,  several 
less  important  staples  share  in  the  prosperity.  We,  how- 
ever, are  more  concerned  with  South  Africa  as  a  customer 
for  drugs,  chemicals,  and  allied  goods,  the  trade  in  which 
now  amounts  to  an  annual  value  of  almost  a  million  sterling. 
On  another  page  we  give  full  details  of  what  South  Africa 
buys  in  this  respect,  and  below  are  the  imports  of  "  drugs, 
chemicals,  and  apothecaries'  wares,"  as  a  whole,  during 
the  past  three  years  :

Again  it  must  be  observed  that  the  1906  figures  have 
been  compiled  upon  a  wider  classification,  differing  in 
system  and  detail,  and  are,  therefore,  not  exactly  compar- 
able with  the  figures  of  the  two  previous  years.  The 
Returns  contain  a  valuable  table  showing  concisely  the 
chief  articles  in  which  foreign  countries  compete  with  the 
United  Kingdom.  Under  "drugs  and  chemicals"  the 
imports  last  year  were  700,233/.,  of  which  the  United 
Kingdom  supplied  381,236/.,  or  54  per  cent.  ;  British 
Colonies,  16,642/.,  or  3  per  cent. ;  and  foreign  countries, 
302,355/.,  or  43  per  cent.  Of  fancy  soaps  and  extracts  the 
United  Kingdom  supplied  26,981/.,  or  79.9  per  cent.,  the 
remaining  6,600/.  being  supplied  by  the  United  States 
(15  per  cent.)  and  Germany  (2.7  per  cent.).  No  details 
are  given  as  to  the  source  of  the  imports  of  drugs  and 
chemicals,  but  it  may  be  said  that  the  United  Kingdom 
supplies  practically  all  the  mineral  acids,  disinfectants, 
soda  and  potash  compounds,  borax,  quicksilver,  apothe- 
caries' wares,  medicinal  tinctures,  perfumery,  etc.  ;  and 
Germany,  as  the  next  important  contributor,  supplies  most 
of  the  cyanide  of  potassium,  glycerin,  a  small  share  of  the 
medicinal  tinctures,  and  part  of  the  heavy  chemicals.  A 
curious  fact  is  the  extremely  small  imports  of  opium  into 
the  Transvaal,  the  figures  recording  210  lb.  only,  100  lb. 
having  been  imported  via  Cape  Colony  and  110  lb.  via 
Natal,  while  272  lb.  was  removed  to  the  Transvaal  from 
other  States  in  the  Union.  Most  of  the  20,000  lb.  of  opium 
imported  by  Cape  Colony  and  Natal  was,  no  doubt, 
destined  for  the  Transvaal,  but  it  must  have  been  smuggled 
across  the  border,  as  only  272  lb.  was  "officially"  re- 
moved to  the  Transvaal  from  other  States.  As  to  the 
future  of  South  African  trade,  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  a  steady  development  is  taking  place  in  agri- 
cultural resources,  to  say  nothing  of  the  increased  output 
of  gold.  This  in  turn  reflects  on  the  chemical-industry, 
and  we  should  not  be  surprised  if  this  year  surpasses  all 
previous  records  in  imports  of  the  many  products  handled 
by  the  Colonial  drug  and  chemical  trade. 


Lister. 

Last  Friday,  April  5,  was  the  eightieth  birthday  of 
Lord  Lister,  and  British  medical  men  vied  with  one  another 
to  celebrate  the  event.  The  veteran  surgeon  was  visited 
by  representatives  of  the  profession,  and  he  is  reported  to 
have  been  greatly  moved  by  the  honour  they  paid— that  of 
sincere  devotion  by  appreciative  confreres.  The  occasion 
is  to  be  commemorated  by  the  publication  of  all  Lord  Lister's 
scientific  writings,  which  are  to  be  collected  and  prefaced 
by  a  biography.  The  "Lancet"  of  April  6  reprints  the 
article  "On  a  New  Method  of  Treating  Compound  Frac- 
ture, Abscess,  etc.,  by  Joseph  Lister,  Esq.,  F.R.S.,  Pro- 
fessor of  Surgery  in  the  University  of  Glasgow,"  which 
was  published  in  its  issue  of  July  27,  1867.  Previous 
articles  on  the  antiseptic  method  had  appeared  in  its  issues 
of  March  16,  23,  30,  and  April  27,  1867.    The  "British

Medical  Journal "  publishes  the  lectures  by  Sir  Hector  C. 
Cameron,  on  "Lord  Lister  and  the  Evolution  of  Wound- 
treatment  during  the  last  Forty  Years."  Sir  Hector  was 
Lord  Lister's  assistant  in  Glasgow,  and  his  monograph, 
which  has  been  revised  by  Lord  Lister,  is  most  interesting 
reading.  An  appendix  to  it  is  a  note  by  his  Lordship  on 
the  comparatively  unsuccessful  double  cyanide  of  mercury 
and  zinc,  in  which  he  mentions  Professor  Dunstan's  work 
on  the  subject  and  says  : 

Messrs.  T.  Morson  &  Son  (of  Elm  Street,  Gray's  Inn  Road, 
London,  W.C),  to  whom  I  am  much  indebted  for  the  great 
pains  they  have  taken  in  the  preparation  of  the  salt,  have 
given  me  for  publication  the  following  formula  : 

Pot.  cyanic!.,  98  per  cent  

Hydrarg.  eyanid.   

Dissolve  in  water   

Zinc,  sulphat  

Dissolve  in  water   

When  the  solutions  are  cooled  to  about  60°  F.,  mix,  collect  the 
precipitate  and  wash  until  no  precipitate  occurs  with  ammon. 
sulphid. 

The  white  powder  so  obtained  is  dyed  with  rosalano,  3  oz. 
being  used  to  colour  4  lb.  of  the  powder. 

I  tried  various  aniline  and  other  dyes,  and  found  none  that 
answered  its  purpose  in  all  respects  so  perfectly  as  purified 
rosalane  (as  supplied  by  Messrs.  Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining, 
of  Hoechst  on  Main).  Its  principal  object  is  to  attach  the 
cyanide  to  a  fabric  charged  with  it,  and  this  it  does  with  abso- 
lute security.  At  the  same  time  the  colour  which  it  imparts 
to  the  white  powder  has  the  important  effect  of  indicating  the 
presence  and  distribution  of  the  salt  in  the  fabric. 

He  proceeds  to  tell  how  the  gauze  is  to  be  prepared  and 
used,  the  note  having  a  slightly  pathetic  tone  consequent 
on  the  indifference  which  surgeons  have  shown  to  this  Lord 
Lister's  last  antiseptic  dressing.

The  Government  does  not  appear  to  be  in  a  hurry  with  its 
Bill,  and  one  M.P.  cruelly  remarked  to  us  this  week  that 
it  will  be  time  enough  to  worry  about  the  matter  next 
Session.  Be  that  as  it  may,  we  shall  keep  the  competition 
open  all  this  month,  and  will  award  a  guinea  as  a  prize  to  the 
writer  of  the  postcard  bearing  three  names  which  by  the 
general  vote  are  regarded  as  the  best  men  to  represent  the 
interests  of  chemists  and  druggists  before  the  Select  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Patents  and  Designs  Bill. 

Mr.  Lloyd-George's  Bill  for  amending  the  Patents  Acts 
is  being  severely  criticised  in  some  quarters.  A  criticism 
which  has  been  published  in  pamphlet  form  by  Mr.  Lunge 
and  Mr.  Dukes,  barrister  and  patent-agent  respectively, 
is  mainly  directed  to  the  drafting  of  the  Bill,  which  naturally 
will  have  to  undergo  the  usual  critical  examination  of  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Trade.  The  authors  just  referred 
to  are  also  very  severe  on  the  revocation  and  licence  condi- 
tions clauses,  which  are  thus  spoken  of  in  the  introduction  : 

The  Bill  insults  the  British  manufacturer  at  large,  by 
placing  him,  in  his  dealings  with  any  patented  article, 
under  similar  disabilities  to  those  of  a  prodigal  minor. 
The  reckless  generalisation  indulged  in  by  the  draftsman 
produces,  the  authors  submit,  this  effect,  that  the  tying 
clause  in  the  lease  of  a  public-house  may  be  held  null  and 
void  if  the  fixtures  include  one  single  patent  lock  or  tap ; 
and  the  section  in  question  ceases  to  be  of  any  practical 


I  virtue  unless  it  is  applied  with  all  the  strict  regard  to  its 
wording  that  would  also  make  absurdities  like  the  one 
suggested  unavoidable. 

The  authors  also  give  us  a  supposititious  example  of  the 
effects  of  the  clause  that  "  it  will  then  be  illegal  for  a  manu- 
facturer of  patent  compressed  medicines  to  supply  chemists 
with  a  handsome  showcase  or  cabinet  filled  with  his  goods  on 
no  other  terms  than  that  they  shall  not  buy  compressed  drugs 
from  other  manufacturers  for  a  given  period."  The  authors 
have  rather  spoiled  their  case  by  the  poor  examples  they 
quote.  Meanwhile  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  London 
Section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  are  to  discuss 
the  Bill  at  their  next  meeting.  The  Chairman  and  Secretary 
are  to  prepare  a  pricis  of  the  Patents  and  Designs  Bill,  and 
representatives  of  the  industry  will  give  their  opinions  on 
the  chemical  aspects. 

Ashes  in  the  Urn.

An  Illegal  Trade  Custom. 

The  first  case  under  the  Prevention  of  Corruption  Act 
(see  p.  542)  is  important  to  chemists,  as  they,  like  other  shop- 
keepers, may  sometimes  get  a  friendly  carter  to  deliver  goods 
for  them  without  the  knowledge  of  the  principals,  giving 
the  carter  a  "  tip."  This  is  now  held  to  be  a  corrupt  act. 
The  decision  is  of  considerable  importance,  for  although  the 
practice  referred  to  obviously  defrauds  a  carter's  employers 
of  remuneration  they  are  justly  entitled  to,  it  has  come  to 
be  a  recognised  trade-custom,  now  declared  to  be  illegal. 

Doorplate  on  Chemist's  Shop. 

[Complaints  are  constantly  made  if  a  practitioner  affixes  s 
doorplate  to  a  house  where  he  has  no  bon4-fide  tenancy,  and 
the  only  exception  which  custom  seems  to  sanction  is  in  thinly 
populated  country  districts  where  there  is  little  competition 
and  the  distances  are  great,  but  even  there  a  chemist's  shop 
is  not  a  desirable  place  for  it.  In  a  suburban  district  such  as 
that  in  which  our  correspondent  lives,  to  do  as  he  proposes 
would  give  good  ground  for  adverse  comment,  and  could  not 
be  justified  on  account  of  special  circumstances.] 

It  would  be  interesting  to  learn  upon  what  ethical  or  other 
grounds  this  opinion  of  the  "British  Medical  Journal" 
is  based.  Surely  the  association  of  the  physician  and  phar- 
macist is  altogether  to  the  advantage  of  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine. In  those  parts  of  the  country  where  medical  prac- 
titioners do  not  continue  the  antiquated  fashion  of  dis- 
pensing their  own  medicines,  a  chemist's  shop  is  a  most 
convenient  place  for  the  arrangement  of  the  doctor's  calls, 
and  a  brass  plate  has  proved  to  be  a  serviceable  manner  of 
indicating  the  fact. 
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COUNCIL 

ALTHOUGH  the  Council-meeting  was  somewhat  late  in 
beginning,  the  business  was  got  through  sharply.  Mr. 
Young  was  in  his  place  again  after  his  recent  indisposition. 
The  finances  have  brightened  up  with  the  influx  of  sub- 
scriptions, and  the  bank  has  been  repaid  the  loan  which 
was  rendered  necessary  a  few  months  ago  to  keep  the 
Society  afloat.  From  the  Benevolent  Fund  grants  amount- 
ing to  781.  were  made,  and  Mr.  Atkins  drew  special  atten- 
tion to  the  case  of  Harold  Reginald  Dunn,  orphan  of  a 
Hastings  chemist,  on  whose  behalf  votes  for  the  London 
Orphan  Asylum,  Watford,  are  solicited.  The  prospects 
of  the  Decennial  Benevolent  Fund  dinner  were  reported  as 
extremely  good.  Mr.  Gifford  had  a  complaint  to  make  of 
the  methods  of  the  Organisation  Committee.  He  suspects 
a  desire  to  shelve  his  scheme  of  an  organising  secretary,  but 
mutual  misunderstandings  were  responsible  for  the  seem- 
ing neglect.  M.  Eugene  Collin  (Paris),  Dr.  J.  Dixon  Mann 
(Manchester),  Professor  R.  Meldola  (London),  Sir 
Alexander  Pedler  (Calcutta),  and  Dr.  Emil  Fischer  were 
nominated  for  election  as  honorary  members.  The  list  of 
school  prizes  was  decided  on,  Mr.  C.  H.  Hampshire  obtain- 
ing three  of  the  four  silver  medals.  The  President, 
referring  to  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill,  said  that 
chemists  may  rest  assured  that  steps  are  being  taken  to 
make  a  proper  protest  when  the  Bill  comes  on  for  second 
reading.  There  will  be  no  Council  election  this  year,  as 
the  nominations  are  just  sufficient  to  fill  the  vacancies.  Mr. 
S.  R.  Atkins  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  retire  from  the 
Council,  their  places  being  taken  by  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell 
(Exeter)  and  Mr.  E.  White  (London).  Mr.  Charles  Umney 
retires  from  his  position  as  auditor,  Mr.  G.  B.  Francis  being 
nominated  to  take  his  place.  A  letter  of  condolence  from 
the  Council  is  to  be  sent  to  Lady  Hanbury  on  the  death  of 
her  husband.   

At  the  Council-meeting  held  on  April  10  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.,  there  were  present  Mr.  J.  R. 
Young  (President),  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington  (Vice-President), 
Mr  Walter  Hills  (Treasurer),  and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen, 
S.  R.  Atkins,  A.  S.  Campkin,  M.  Carteighe,  W.  G.  Cross, 
W.  L.  Currie,  W.  H.  Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  A.  Hagon, 
J.  Harrison,  A.  E.  Hobbs,  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  C.  J. 
Park,  R.  A.  Robinson,  A.  Southall,  C.  Symes,  and  A.  C. 
Wootton. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  taken  as  read, 
and  thereafter  a  number  of  persons  were  elected  or  restored 
to  membership  of  the  Society.

-MEETING. 

The  Benevolent  Fund  showed  the  following  balances  :

The  Finance  Committee  had  considered  the  question  of 
repairs  and  decorations  to  the  house,  which  are  to  cost 
100/.  to  130/.,  and  also  the  expenditure  on  the  publication  of 
the  "  Codex,"  which  the  committee  recommend  the  Council 
to  sanction. 

The  report  was  adopted,  after  a  few  words  from  the  Vice- 
President  to  the  effect  that  since  the  report  was  issued 
he  had  used  the  surplus  to  pay  back  the  bank  loan.  A  sum 
of  100Z.  (less  duty)  was  received  from  the  Huggins  estate 
and  17s.  6d.  from  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 
This  money  has  also  been  devoted  to  paying  off  indebted- 
ness to  the  bank. 

Benevolent  Fund. 
The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  was  considered  in 
committee,  after  which  Mr.  Atkins,  in  moving  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report,  said  that  seven  cases  were  considered, 
and  in  five  relief  amounting  to  78?.  was  granted.  He 
referred  to  some  of  the  most  interesting  cases.  One  was 
that  of  a  widow  whose  husband  subscribed  to  the  fund  for 
forty-eight  years.  The  widow  will  soon  be  in  need,  and 
her  name  will  be  added  to  the  annuitants'  list  in  December. 
Another,  an  inmate  of  a  home  for  decayed  gentlefolk,  is 
being  jointly  assisted,  and  is  now  comfortably  provided  for 
' '  in  accordance  with  her  claim  as  a  lady  born  and 
educated." 

Orphans  Need  Help. 
Mr.  Atkins  next  referred  to  some  cases  where  orphans 
need  help.  One  chemist's  widow,  who  has  been  left  with 
three  young  children,  is  being  persuaded  to  let  the  Society 
use  its  influence  in  getting  the  children  into  orphan  homes. 
Another  case  is  that  of  the  widow  of  a  Hastings  chemist, 
who  has  been  left  with  two  children.  The  elder — Harold 
Reginald  Dunn — is  ten  years  old,  and  the  coming  election 
for  the  London  Orphan  Asylum  at  Watford  is  the  only  one 
he  can  contest  owing  to  age.  Votes  are  therefore  specially 
requested.  The  younger  child — Percy  Vincent  Dunn — is 
a  candidate  for  the  Orphan  Asylum  at  Wanstead. 

The  Decennial  Dinner. 
Mr.  Atkins  also  spoke  of  the  prospects  of  the  Decennial 
Benevolent  Fund  dinner  as  extremely  good.  Since  last 
Council-meeting  150  promises  to  act  as  stewards  had  been 
received.  He  is  anxious  that  the  dinner  shall  be  a  great 
success,  and  appealed  to  the  councillors  to  do  all  they  can 
to  promote  this. 

Administrative  Matters. 
The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House 
Committee  was  next  presented  by  the  Treasurer.  Messrs. 
Parkinson's  bill,  amounting  to  10/.  2s.,  was  passed,  and  the 
larger  estimate  considered  necessary  for  the  outside  painting 
which  is  due  this  year  was  submitted  to  the  Finance 
Committee.  Mr.  Gilling  was  given  permission  to  defer 
the  commencement  of  his  work  as  Redwood  scholar,  and  to 
retain  his  position  as  demonstrator  until  the  end  of  the 
session.  The  petition  to  the  House  of  Commons  of  the 
Decimal  Association,  to  which  reference  was  made  last 
month,  was  placed  in  the  library  for  signature.  The 
Society's  lessee  of  "  The  Elms,"  Strawberry  Hill,  has  been 
informed  that  the  Society  cannot  release  her  from  her  lease. 

The  Treasurer  made  a  few  comments  on  some  of  the 
items,  particularly  as  to  the  money  required  to  be  spent 
on  the  painting  of  the  front  of  the  house. 

Dr.  Symes  asked  whether  the  committee  had  obtained 
more  than  one  estimate  for  the  work. 

The  Treasurer  pointed  out  that  that  would  necessitate 
the  appointment  of  a  surveyor  to  draw  up  the  exact  specifi- 
cation.   He  added  that  he  is  satisfied  that  the  Society  is 
at  present  getting  value  for  the  money. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Organisation. 
The  Vice-President  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  of

the  Committee  on  Organisation,  which  contained  the  follow- 
ing two  controversial  passages  : 

After  a  long  discussion  it  was  resolved  that  Mr.  Gifford 
and  Mr.  Hobbs  should  formulate  their  respective  views  and 
embody  them  in  definite  schemes  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary 
for  consideration  and  his  observations.  _  , 

It  was  also  resolved  that  a  special  meeting  should  be  held 
before  the  April  Council-meeting  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing the  above-mentioned  schemes  and  the  Secretary  s 
report  thereon. 

Mr.  Gifford  got  up  and  challenged  the  accuracy  of  the 
above  paragraphs.  He  sent  his  scheme  as  promised,  but 
still  no  meeting  was  called  before  the  Council-meeting. 

The  Vice-President  said  that  particulars  of  Mr. 
Gifford's  scheme  were  only  received  on  April  4,  when  it 
would  have  been  impossible  to  have  called  a  meeting. 

Some  altercation  took  place  as  to  the  date  when  the 
scheme  was  received  at  the  office,  the  Secretary  ultimately 
recollecting  that  it  was  to  hand  on  Wednesday,  April  3. 

The  Vice-President  added  that  what  Mr.  Gifford  sent 
was  not  a  complete  scheme,  as  he  was  to  co-operate  in  the 
matter  with  Mr.  Hobbs. 

The  President  said  his  impression  was  that  the  two 
schemes  were  to  be  placed  before  the  committee,  and  Mr. 
Hobbs's  was  not  received  till  the  previous  day  at  12  o'clock. 

Mr.  Hobbs  said  he  certainly  offered  to  send  suggestions, 
but  was  told  that  Mr.  Gifford  had  the  matter  in  hand. 
When,  however,  ha  received  his  agenda-paper,  with  a  note 
to  the  effect  that  his  notes  had  not  been  sent,  he  at  once 
prepared  them. 

The  President  said  steps  would  be  taken  to  prevent 
such  a  misunderstanding  in  future. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  although  he  was  prepared  to  discuss 
the  subject  then,  he  would  prefer  a  special  meeting,  as  it 
would  give  a  better  opportunity  to  consider  the  various 
aspects  of  the  case. 

The  President  said  he  did  not  understand  what  was 
meant  by  a  special  meeting ;  all  the  meetings  of  the  com- 
mittee were  for  a  special  object. 

Mr.  Gifford  said  the  matter  of  the  organising  secretary 
had  been  before  the  Council  for  four  years — for  five  months 
crucially — and  every  member  was  familiar  with  the  details. 

Mr.  Newsholme  said  he  saw  Mr.  Gifford  and  Mr.  Hobbs 
conferring  after  the  last  meeting. 

Mr.  Gifford  :  Not  on  that  matter. 

The  report  was  passed. 

The  report  of  the  Journal  Committee  was  also  passed,  and 
the  Council  went  on  to  consider  several  items  of  the  report 
of  the  General  Purposes  Committee. 

It  was  decided  not  to  make  any  recommendation  in  refer- 
ence to  the  alteration  in  marking  which  the  Government 
Visitor  in  Scotland  called  attention  to. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  recommendations  of  the  By-law 
Committee  be  finally  scrutinised  by  a  small  committee.

The  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill. 
The  President  said  that  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
had  no  official  report,  but  he  wished  to  say  that  he  had 
interviewed  Mr.  Idris,  Mr.  Winfrey,  and  other  members  of 
Parliament,  and  they  have  promised  their  help  in  prevent- 
ing an  injustice  being  done  to  chemists  and  druggists.  In 


expectation  of  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  having  been 
reached  on  March  19,  the  representatives  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  the  House  of  Commons  were  provided 
with  material  to  convince  the  House  that  the  Bill  is  a 
highly  c'ontentious  one,  and  that  it  is  strongly  objected  to- 
by chemists  both  on  account  of  what  it  contains  and  what 
it  does  not  contain.  There  is  only  a  remote  chance  of  the 
Bill  being  reached  on  April  15,  when  it  is  down  for  second 
reading,  but  chemists  may  rest  assured  that  steps  have  been 
taken  to  make  a  proper  protest  when  the  Bill  is  mentioned 
in  the  House  of  Commons.  The  details  cannot  be  referred 
to  in  open  Council,  but  the  policy  will  be  one  of  strenuous 
opposition  to  a  measure  that  injuriously  influences 
chemists. 

Dr.  Symes  :  What  about  our  own  Bill  ? 
The  President  :  It  is  blocked.    It  is  refreshing  to  add 
that  the  Government  Bill  is  also  blocked. 
Mr.  Southall  :  By  whom  ? 

The  President  :  By  someone  favourable  to  our  interests.

The  Secretary  reported  that  twelve  nominations  had  been 
received  for  seats  on  the  Council.    Of  these  the  following 
seven  had  signified  their  willingness  to  serve  if  elected  :

There  being  thus  the  proper  number  of  nominations  for 
the  seven  vacancies,  there  will  be  no  Council-election  this 
year. 

Auditor  Nominations. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  received  five  nomina- 
tions for  the  positions  of  auditors,  and  four  had  expressed 
their  willingness  to  serve :  Mr.  I.  Bourdas,  Mr.  F.  J. 
Hanbury,  Mr.  C.  Hodgkinson,  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Lescher.  Mr. 
Charles  Umney  wished  to  retire,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  by-laws  the  Council  proceeded  to  fill  up  the  vacant 
nomination. 

The  President  said  they  were  very  sorry  to  lose  the 
services  of  Mr.  Umney,  who  had  been  a  good  friend  of  the 
Society  for  many  years.    He  proposed  the  name  of  Mr. 

G.  B.  Francis  for  nomination,  and  this  the  Council  agreed 
to. 

The  auditors'  report,  embodying  the  financial  statement 
of  the  Society's  affairs  for  the  past  year,  was  at  this  stage 
presented.    It  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Examination  Report. 
The  report  of  the  Government  Visitor  to  the  Society's 
examinations  in  London  was  received.  It  dealt  with  the 
year  ending  March  31,  and  included  the  usual  statistics, 
which  are  thought  to  show  the  need  of  "systematic  and 
laboratory  training."  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson  complains 
that  while  candidates  can  interpret  prescriptions  few 
possess  a  real  knowledge  of  Latinity.  He  adds  :  "  The 
examination  is  a  good  one,  and  the  assessment  of  answers 
fair  and  efficient  in  separating  ignorant  from  fairly  well- 
informed  candidates."  Both  the  Minor  and  Major  are 
reported  as  "conscientiously  and  fairly  conducted." 

Correspondence. 

The  Organising  Committee  were  given  two  communica- 
tions— from  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Association  and  the 
Guildford  Association — referring  to  the  appointment  of  an 
organising  secretary  to  consider. 

The  York  Chemists'  Association  asked  if  the  Council 
would  accept  for  safe  custody  certain  money  granted  by  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  1881  for  the  educa- 
tion of  apprentices  and  assistants.  It  is  desired  to  use 
the  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  library,  but  Mr.  W.  Lund 
and  Mr.  J.  Sowray,  who  hold  the  money  as  trustees, 
without  a  deed,  are  unable  to  hand  over  the  money  direct. 
It  is  therefore  proposed  to  hand  a  cheque  to  the  Pharma- 
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ceutical  Society,  suitably  endorsed,  so  that  it  can  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  a  library  for  the  use  of  the  York  chemists. 

The  Library  Committee  are  to  consider  the  matter. 

The  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Association  forwarded  a  resolu- 
tion urging  the  Council  to  obtain  Parliamentary  authority 
making  it  compulsory  for  every  person  passing  the  qualify- 
ing examination  to  be  a  member  of  the  Society.  Also 
that  members  becoming  in  arrears  with  the  payment  of 
their  subscriptions  should  be  erased  from  the  register. 

The  Late  Sie  Thomas  Hanbury. 

The  President  referred  to  the  death  of  Sir  Thomas 
Hanbury,  an  honorary  member  of  the  Society,  which  has 
occurred  since  the  last  Council-meeting.  Full  accounts  of 
the  work  of  Sir  Thomas  have  been  published.  It  was  an 
honour  to  the  Society  to  have  such  a  generous  man  asso- 
ciated with  it  as  an  honorary  member,  and  he  (the  Presi- 
dent) moved  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Lady  Hanbury  ex- 
pressing the  deep  regret  of  the  Society  in  the  calamity 
which  has  befallen  her. 

Mr.  Carteighe  added  a  few  words  as  a  link  between 
the  two  brothers  Daniel  Hanbury  and  Sir  Thomas  Han- 
bury. He  (Mr.  Carteighe)  was  hon.  secretary  of  the  fund 
which  founded  the  Hanbury  gold  medal,  and  to  which 
fund  Sir  Thomas  Hanbury  had  added  a  very  liberal  en- 
dowment to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  recipient  when  he 
comes  to  receive  the  medal.  Sir  Thomas  had  also  made 
liberal  presents  of  books  to  the  various  prize-winners.  Mr. 
Carteighe  also  referred  to  the  beautiful  gardens  at  La 
Mortola,  Italy,  where  Sir  Thomas  lived,  and  where  he 
encouraged  scientific  botany. 

This  concluded  the  public  business.

Association  Presidents. 

The  Newport  (Mon.)  Chemists'  Association  still  figures  in  our 
Diary  list  of  Chemists'  Associations,  and  perhaps  this  brief 

note  on  the  President  s  career 
may  stimulate  the  members 
into  greater  activity  than  they 
have  recently  shown.  The 
President  is  Mr.  Thomas 
Philip  Garrett,  whose  father 
before  him  was  a  chemist  in 
Newport,  but  the  subject  of 
this  note  was  born  in  Leather- 
head,  Surrey,  and  in  1840, 
when  he  was  four  years  old, 
his  parents  removed  to  New- 
port. There,  with  his  father, 
Mr.  Garrett  commenced  his 
pharmaceutical  career  in  1849, 
remaining  with  him  until  1861, 
when  he  started  out  to  see  a 
bit  of  the  world.  First  he 
went  as  assistant  to  Mr.  Hum- 
phreys, Bull  Street,  Birming- 
ham, and  in  1862  came  to 
London  and  managed  the 
retail  business  of  Messrs.  Burgess  &  Willows  at  101  High 
Holborn.  After  leaving  them  he  was  an  assistant  to  Mr. 
Constance,  Leadenhall  Street.  After  staying  there  some  time 
he  returned  to  Messrs.  Burgess  &  Willows  as  town  traveller, 
which  position  ho  occupied  until  1877,  when  he  resolved  to 
return  to  the  retail.  Accordingly  he  qualified  and  went  to 
Newport  to  take  up  his  father's  business.  Mr.  Garrett  has 
long  taken  a  personal  interest  in  the  affairs  of  his  craft,  and 
besides  acting  as  a  Divisional  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  was  a  founder  of  the  P.A.T.A.  and  Chemists'  Defence 
Association.  He  is  an  enthusiastic  Freemason,  and  has  passed 
through  the  chair  in  the  Blue,  the  Royal  Arch,  Mark,  and 
Rose  Croix,  and  is  a  member  of  Knight  Templars.  Ho  is  a 
sidesman  at  the  old  Parish  Church  of  Newport,  but  has  never 
taken  an  active  part  in  municipal  matters.  It  will  be  ob- 
•  served  that  Mr.  Garrett's  pharmaceutical  experience  goes 
back  to  the  'forties — so  rare  a  thing  in  association  affairs  that 
Newport  chemists  should  meet  regularly  and  often  in  order  to 
Jearn  from  his  long  experience.

A  Council  Meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  on  April  10 
at  St.  Bride  Institute,  London,  E.G.  There  were  present 
Mr.  W.  H.  Crosland  (President),  Mr.  A.  Higgs  (Treasurer), 
Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff  (Hon.  Secretary),  and  Messrs.  C.  J.  G. 
Bunker,  J.  Caesar,  J.  R.  Cornish,  G.  Curtis,  and  W. 
Maskew. 

The  following  were  elected  members  : — Mr.  A.  Field - 
send  (Penistone),  Mr.  T.  T.  Leighton  (Leyton),  Mr.  C. 
Smith  (Llandudno),  and  Mr.  Thomas  (Treharris).  Mr. 
F.  J.  Martin  (Ilford)  was  elected  an  Associate. 

The  arrangements  for  the  third  annual  general  meeting, 
to  be  held  on  May  9  at  the  Chemists'  Exhibition,  were  com- 
pleted. A  paper  will  be  read  by  Mr.  L.  Laurence  on 
"  Asthenopia." 

Keighley  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Devonshire 
Hotel  on  April  4.  The  chair  was  occupied  by  the  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  A.  N.  Kershaw). 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. — Mr.  A.  S.  Dean 
reported  on  his  interview  with  the  member  for  the  Keigh- 
ley  Division  (Mr.  John  Brigg,  M.P.)  in  regard  to  the  altera- 
tions to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  now  before  Parliament,  which 
were  suggested  at  last  month's  meeting  of  the  Association 
(C.  <£■  D.,  March  16,  p.  423),  and  stated  that  Mr.  Brigg  was 
inclined  to  be  antagonistic  to  the  views  of  the  Association. 
The  matter  was  left  in  suspense. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  representation  of  the 
Association  at  the  dinner  of  the  West  Riding  Federation  of 
Chemists'  Associations. 

A  vote  of  sympathy  was  passed  with  Mr.  H.  Newton,  a 
member  who  is  seriously  ill.  The  members  afterwards 
dealt  with  price-questions. 

Halifax  Chemists'  Association. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  this  Association  on  April  10, 
Mr.  Smithies  presiding,  a  grievance  was  touched  upon  in 
connection  with  municipal  requirements.  It  appeared  that 
the  Health  Committee,  who  control  the  local  sanitary  work 
of  the  borough  hospitals,  do  not  include  miscellaneous 
supplies  in  their  contracts,  but  follow  the  custom  of  giving 
local  tradesmen  a  reasonable  turn.  In  accordance  with  this 
rule  the  Committee  decided  that  the  orders  for  drugs,  etc., 
required  by  the  department  of  the  hospital  for  the  ensuing 
twelve  months  shall  be  given  to  Boots,  Ltd.,  Halifax  branch. 
This  decision  has  not  met  with  the  approval  of  members 
of  the  Association,  and  considerable  adverse  criticism  was 
tendered ;  but  after  a  long  meeting  and  the  matter  had 
been  fully  explained,  it  was  decided  to  pass  no  resolution, 
seeing  the  principle  of  giving  each  tradesman  a  turn  was 
followed. 

Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  this  Association,  held  at  the  Church 
House  on  April  8,  was  particularly  well  attended,  the 
attraction  doubtless  being  a  paper  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Day,  son 
of  the  President.  There  were  present  Mr.  J.  Day  (Presi- 
dent), Messrs.  J.  Rhodes  (Mirfield),  A.  Taylor  (Morley), 
S.  N.  Pickard  (Ossett),  A.  B.  Barker  (Heckmondwike), 
R.  Broadhead  (Batley),  F.  Mallinson  (Heckmondwike), 
H.  Mortimer  (Batley),  E.  Midwood  (Liversedge),  H.  D. 
Day  (Savile  Town),  H.  Podmore  (Savile  Town),  W. 
Blakeley  (Birstall),  and  G.  Walker  (Dewsbury),  Secretary. 
The  President  having  reported  on  his  visit  to  the  annual 
dinner  of  the  Harrogate  Association,  and  the  hearty  recep- 
tion accorded  the  guests;  Mr.  R.  H.  Day  proceeded  to  read 
his  paper  on  "  The  Doctrine  of  Evolution."  He  dealt  with 
the  subject  in  a  very  scientific  and  learned  manner  and  was 
listened  to  very  attentively  throughout.  Messrs.  Taylor, 
Stead,  Blakeley,  Pickard,  and  Mortimer  took  part  in  the 
discussion  which  followed,  and  Mr.  Day  was  thanked  for 
his  paper. 

Hull  Chemists'  Association. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  this  Association  took  place  at  the 
White  House  Hotel,  Hull,  on  April  4,  Mr.  A.  Richardson 
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(President)  in  the  chair.  A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  reply  to  an  inquiry 
from  the  Hull  Association,  stating  that  he  (the  Secretary) 
had  had  several  communications  with  the  proprietors  of 
Kelly's  Directory  with  a  view  to  getting  a  separation  of 
registered  chemists  from  unqualified  drug-sellers,  but  with- 
out success.  After  discussion  it  was  decided  to  write 
drawing  Messrs.  Kelly's  attention  to  the  matter. — A  dis- 
cussion followed  on  the  new  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act.  The  Secretary  said  he  had  been  in  communication 
with  an  assurance  company  endeavouring  to  secure  a  reduc- 
tion if  all  the  members  of  the  Association  would  insure,  but 
the  reply  was  unfavourable.  Mr.  Smith  believed  the  Act 
would  be  found  to  work  smoothly  and  relieve  them  of 
all  responsibility.  Mr.  Newton  thought  the  Act  would  re- 
sult in  every  chemist  becoming  his  own  errand-boy. 
i(Laughter.)  No  resolution  was  passed,  but  the  view  was 
taken  that  the  Act  conferred  great  power  upon  employes  if 
they  chose  to  use  it  unfairly. 

Mr.  Staning  (Hon.  Secretary)  reported,  with  reference  to 
the  proposed  Whit-Monday  picnic  to  Chatsworth,  that  it 
had  been  found  necessary  to  delete  Haddon  Hall  from  the 
.programme.   Reserved  carriages  could  be  secured. 

Oldham  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Oriental  Cafe  on  Tuesday 
evening,  April  9,  the  President  (Mr.  James  Lees)  in  the 
chair.   Mr.  C.  Granville  Wood  read  a  paper  on 

The  Inconsistencies  of  the  Present  Poison- 
regulations. 

He  suggested  that  in  any  alteration  of  the  present 
Poisons  Schedule  some  attempt  should  be  made  to  remove 
<the  vagueness  and  inconsistencies  which  the  Schedule  at 
present  contains.  He  pointed  out  the  possibility  of  more 
potent  preparations  coming  in  Part  2  of  the  Schedule, 
that  preparations  of  practically  the  same  poison  may  come 
under  Part  2  in  a  stronger  form  than  in  Part  1.  He  advo- 
cated a  more  extended  statement  of  strength  and  a  more 
definite  one  of  what  is  and  what  is  not  a  "  preparation."  A 
more  definite  statement  of  what  "metallic  cyanides"  are, 
and  the  name  "red  precipitate"  changed  to  oxide  of 
mercury,  which  would  then  include  the  yellow  variety, 
was  also  suggested.  While  many  desirable  alterations  were 
proposed  in  the  new  Schedule,  the  spirit  of  them  should 
be  extended  to  other  articles.  A  lengthy  discussion 
followed  Mr.  Wood's  paper,  and  the  following  resolution 
-was  passed  unanimously  : 

That  this  meeting  considers  it  necessary  that  in  any 
amendment  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  in  regard  to  the  sale  ot 
poisons  it  should  be  definitely  stated  what  percentage  ot 
any  poison  in  a  preparation  renders  that  preparation  liable 
to  the  regulations  of  Part  1  of  the  Schedule  and  what  per- 
centage places  it  in  Part  2,  much  as  is  proposed  in  the  case 
of  morphine  , 

Also,  it  is  desirable  to  state  exactly  what  percentage  ot  a 
scheduled  poison  is  to  be  allowed  in  a  preparation  before  it 
is  included  in  the  Poisons  Act  at  all. 
Mr.  Wood  was  thanked  for  his  paper. 

Huddersfield  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Queen  Hotel,  Huddersfield,  on 
the  evening  of  April  9,  when  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw  (the 
President)  opened  a  discussion  on  an  alleged  attack  made  on 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  in  regard  to 
its  parliamentary  policy  by  the  trade  Press.  He  said  he  did 
not  complain  of  fair  criticism  with  knowledge  of  the  policy 
criticised,  but  advice  is  now  being  given  to  members  of 
'the  Society  of  so  spurious  and  dangerous  a  type  that  it  is 
time  the  local  associations  cry  a  halt  before  serious  damage 
is  done.  They  had  enemies  enough  to  fight  both  in  and 
out  of  Parliament  without  having  an  internal  disagreement 
forced  upon  them  by  what  is  the  bane  of  modern  life — 
journalistic  enterprise.  He  was  not  prepared  to  be  ruled 
politically  by  any  paper-tyrant  who  would  praise  A  or 
lampoon  B  according  to  the  journalistic  market-price  of 
those  individuals,  and  who  would  write  leading  articles  on 
any  subject  at  any  moment  without  any  information.  He 
sincerely  hoped  that  members  of  the  trade,  to  say  nothing 
of  members  of  the  Society,  did  not  take  a  lot  of  the 
irresponsible  twaddle  which  had  been  written  lately  as 


their  form  of  political  nourishment.  He  did  not  think 
they  would.  He  believed  they  had  more  sense.  If  chemists 
could  not  trust  their  own  journal  there  was  precious  little 
chance  of  their  salvation  through  the  advice  of  any  journal 
carried  on  for  the  benefit  of  proprietors  only,  whose  success 
or  otherwise  depended  mainly  on  the  number  of  their 
advertisements.  This  virulent  abuse  of  the  Society  had 
another  aspect.  Had  it  occurred  to  them  that  any  abuse 
so  directed  was  an  insult  to  them  and  to  him  ?  For  whatever 
might  be  the  policy  of  the  Society,  they  and  he  were  re- 
sponsible for  it  through  the  election  of  the  Council,  and  to 
damage  its  prestige  was  to  attempt  to  destroy  one  of  their 
most  valuable  professional  assets.  They  must  have  a 
Society  of  some  sort,  but  their  critics  had  suggested  nothing 
which  could  take  its  place.  He  was  totally  at  a  loss  to 
understand  what  good  purpose  could  be  served  by  this 
agitation,  and  moved  : 

That  the  Huddersfield  District  Chemists'  Association 
desires  to  express  its  confidence  in  the  political  action  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  deprecates  the  attacks  made 
upon  it  in  the  trade  Press  as  being  unwise  and  dangerous 
at  the  present  juncture. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Wood)  seconded  the  motion,  which, 
after  discussion,  was  carried  unanimously.  Several  of  the 
speakers  laid  stress  upon  the  importance  of  the  prohibition 
of  the  title  "  chemist "  being  used  by  limited  companies. 

[Without  assuming  for  a  moment  that  the  foregoing 
venomous  utterances  apply  to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
it  occurs  to  us  that  they  exhibit  the  hardihood  which  some- 
times has  to  be  exercised  when  an  insufficient  brief  has  to  be 
spoken  from.  It  is  further  remarkable  that  a  gentleman  in 
Huddersfield  feels  himself  better  informed  in  regard  to  phar- 
macy legislation  than  those  who  are  frequently  consulted  by 
those  really  "  in  the  know." — Editor  C.  <£■  D .] 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

At  the  meeting  of  this  Association  at  73  Newman  Street, 
W.,  on  April  4,  the  gathering  was  not  large.  Mr.  James 
Clark,  President  of  the  Association,  was  in  the  chair,  and 
he  announced  that  owing  to  the  unavoidable  absence  of 
Mr.  F.  W.  Crossley-Holland,  who  was  to  have  lectured  on 
"  Pharmacy  in  the  East  of  France,"  the  evening  would  be 
devoted  to  impromptu  speeches. 

A  Variety  of  Subjects  were  selected  by  those  present, 
and  these  were  balloted  for.  The  subject,  picked  indis- 
criminately from  the  hat  by  Mr.  Brittain,  was  "  Should 
chemists  who  have  proprietary  preparations  of  some  general 
demand  for  which  a  minimum  price  is  fixed,  themselves 
retail  them  at  this  minimum  price  or  at  face-value?  "  Mr. 
Brittain  thought  they  certainly  should  retail  them  at  face- 
value.  Mr.  Lownsborough,  who  confessed  to  propounding 
the  question,  said  it  had  been  suggested  by  the  fact  that 
he  found  that  a  well-known  proprietary  food  was  sold 
retail  by  the  makers  at  the  minimum  protected  price,  and 
not  at  the  price  printed  on  the  bottle.  In  like  manner,  he 
subsequently  discovered,  other  proprietaries  are  retailed 
at  P.A.T.A.  prices  by  the  manufacturers.  He  agreed  that 
if  a  minimum  price  is  fixed  the  manufacturer  is  within  his 
rights  in  selling  it  at  that  price,  but  he  contended  that  the 
minimum  price  should  be  that  printed  on  the  label — in 
other  words,  face-value.  The  Chairman  agreed  that  face- 
value  should  be  the  selling-price.  It  was  unfortunate  and 
misleading,  he  said,  for  proprietors  to  print  the  face- value 
on  the  bottle  and  at  the  same  time  to  put  out  posters  and 
circulars  informing  the  public  that  it  could  be  obtained  at 
so-and-so  less.  He  thought  the  P.A.T.A.  might  have  been 
able  to  control  that  kind  of  thing. 

"  The  Use  of  Formaldehyde  as  a  Disinfectant"  was 
the  subject  which  fell  to  the  lot  of  Mr.  Latreille,  who  said 
that  in  his  experience  formaldehyde  was  by  far  the  best 
disinfectant  for  rooms.  It  is  easier  and  quicker  to  use,  and 
it  is  cleaner  than  sulphur-fumigation  or  other  methods. 
Moreover,  it  is  being  used  as  an  internal  disinfectant  by 
medical  men,  with  apparently  good  results.  Mr.  Lowns- 
borough gave  particulars  of  a  conversation  he  had  had  with 
an  ambassador  of  commerce  who  was  trying  to  sell  a  new 
formaldehyde  spray.  According  to  the  arguments  put 
forward  then,  the  volatilisation  of  formaldehyde  by  heat 
is  of  no  value  if  bactericidal  properties  are  looked  for. 
Mr.  Northey  inquired  whether  in  room-disinfection  the 
formaldehyde  vapour  injured  paintings  or  other  household 
goods.    The  combined  experience  of  the  meeting  was  that 
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no  harm  resulted  to  the  furniture.  The  Chairman  confessed 
that  he  was  not  a  great  believer  in  the  new-fangled  ideas 
regarding  disinfection.  According  to  his  idea,  the  applica- 
tion of  soap  and  water,  with  a  fair  amount  of  elbow-grease, 
formed  the  best  of  all  disinfectants.  He  was  not  convinced 
that  formaldehyde  gets  at  the  bacteria  and  kills  them  as  it 
ought  to  do.  Medical  men  advise  disinfection  more  for  the 
moral  effect  on  the  householder  than  for  anything  else. 

"Views  on  the  Proposed  B.Sc.  in  Pharmacy"  were 
asked  from  Mr.  Norman  Hirst,  who  said  he  knew  nothing 
about  the  subject,  but  he  thought  there  was  no  need  for 
degrees.  The  only  reason  he  could  think  of  for  being  in 
favour  of  the  scheme  was  that  the  institution  of  the  degree 
would  keep  women  out  of  pharmacy.  He  had  an  objection 
to  women  entering  pharmacy.  The  Chairman  did  not 
agree  with  Mr.  Hirst's  condemnation  of  the  suggestion. 
He  thought  the  institution  of  a  University  degree  in  phar- 
macy could  do  nothing  but  good,  and  it  might  be  made  to 
take  the  place  of  the  Major. 

"The  Possibility  of  Co-operation  among  Chemists 
with  Regard  to  Sunday  and  Night  Duty  "  was  pro- 
pounded to  Mr.  Daniels,  who  thought  that  such  a  thing 
was  eminently  desirable,  and  might  be  possible,  especially 
in  country  towns.  Mr.  Brittain  was  very  strong  on  the 
subject ;  Mr.  Lownsbrough  was  sceptical ;  Mr.  Rothwell 
suggested  charging  double  price  for  night-duty,  the  extra 
charge  to  go  to  the  assistant ;  and  Mr.  Northey  thought 
there  would  be  no  harm  in  trying,  but  the  Chairman  was 
pessimistic. 

"  The  Use  of  Alcohol  as  a  Medicine  and  as  a  Food  " 
was  the  subject  which  fell  to  the  lot  of  Mr.  Chalmers. 
With  regard  to  the  "  Lancet  "  manifesto,  signed  by  several 
eminent  physicians,  which  had  obviously  inspired  the 
question,  Mr.  Chalmers  considered  it  an  extremely  in- 
judicious pronouncement,  and  one  calculated  to  do  public 
harm.  While  it  is  recognised  that  alcohol  in  extreme  cases 
is  useful  as  a  medicinal  stimulant,  there  is  no  evidence 
whatever  that  it  can  rightly  be  regarded  as  a  food.  Mr. 
Lownsborough  thought  the  "  Lancet  "  manifesto  a  kind  of 
counter-blast  to  the  opinions  expressed  publicly  by  Sir 
Victor  Horsley  and  others.  The  Chairman  said  he  imagined 
that  the  eminent  men  who  signed  the  "  Lancet  "  manifesto 
did  not  quite  recognise  what  they  were  about. 

"Should  the  Minor  be  Divided?"  was  replied  to  in 
the  affirmative  by  Mr.  Rothwell,  who  said  that  at  present 
it  was  not  by  any  means  a  fair  test  of  a  student's  capacity. 
This  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  meeting.  Before  dis- 
persing it  was  intimated  that  Mr.  Lownsbrough  will  give 
a  paper  on  "  Minerals  and  their  Formation  "  on  April  18.

A  Bradford  Supper. 

At  the  Royal  Hotel.  Bradford,  on  April  9,  the  members  of 
the  Bradford  Chemists'  Association  met  to  the  number  of 
about  thirty,  for  the  purpose  of  a  convivial  supper  in  wind- 
ing up  the  winter  session.  The  President  (Mr.  H.  W. 
Gregory)  occupied  the  chair,  and  was  supported  by  nearly 
all  the  active  members  of  the  Association.  A  good  supper 
was  provided,  and,  an  extension  having  been  obtained  until 
twelve  o'clock,  ample  time  remained  for  musical  entertain- 
ment. The  singers  were  Messrs.  R.  H.  Marshall,  F.  K. 
Taylor,  Mackay,  and  A.  Hanson,  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  Messrs.  Ellis  Fearn  and  Taylor,  strangers 
brought  in  for  the  occasion.  Mr.  Meek,  a  new  member  of 
the  Association,  proved  himself  the  possessor  of  consider- 
able elocutionary  gifts.  Messrs.  J.  A.  Mitchell  and  M. 
Firth  did  duty  as  accompanists.  A  very  pleasant  evening 
was  enjoyed  by  all  who  were  present. 

The  Aerated-water  Industry. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  London  Bottle  Exchange  and 
Mineral-water  Trade  Protection  Society  was  held  at  Fras- 
cati's,  Oxford  Street,  London,  on  April  4.  Mr.  Mark 
Beaufoy  was  in  the  chair,  supported  by  the  President  of  the 
National  Alliance  (Mr.  P.  W.  J.  Mackenzie,  J.P.),  the 


General  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  Tooke),  Mr.  Walter  Davenport 
(Secretary  of  the  London  Society),  and  among  others  present 
were  Mr.  Adpar  Jones,  Mr.  Hughes,  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Peck, 
of  Idris's.  The  Chairman  gave  the  loyal  toasts,  and  then 
passed  on  to  that  of  "  Success  to  the  Society."  He  thought 
this  Society  had  brought  home  to  the  mineral-water  makers 
of  London  and  the  district  that  it  is  wrong  to  collect  other 
people's  bottles,  unless  it  be  to  send  them  to  Ridler  Place 
for  rightful  distribution.  They  paid  Id.  per  dozen  for 
bottles  brought  in,  and  charged  Ad.  per  dozen  for  those  sent 
out ;  but  he  was  told  that  the  bottlers  had  acted  so  fairly 
one  with  another  that  business  had  considerably  fallen  off 
at  the  Exchange.  Mr.  Walter  Davenport  replied.  The  idea 
that  no  man  should  illicitly  pick  up  anyone  else's  bottles  had 
so  grown  that  the  Bottle  Exchange  had  got  into  something 
like  a  condition  of  bankruptcy.  The  more  protection  they 
secured,  the  less  was  the  revenue  at  the  Exchange.  He  gave 
comparative  figures.  In  1903  the  number  of  bottles  brought 
into  the  Exchange  was  4,000  dozen  ;  in  1906,  560  dozen. 
The  boxes  brought  in  in  1903  were  700,  and  in  1906  440.  The 
reduced  trade  at  the  Exchange,  which  showed  a  profit  for 
the  bottle-owners,  had  brought  the  receipts  at  Ridler  Place 
almost  below  sustenance-point.  But  they  had  created  new 
sources  of  revenue  by  taking  in  all  kinds  of  bottles  besides 
those  belonging  to  mineral-water  makers.  Other  toasts 
were  "  The  National  Union  and  Kindred  Societies,"  "  The 
Visitors,"  and  "The  Chairman." 


A  Hardy  Annual. 

The  annual  supper  of  the  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants', 
and  Apprentices'  Association  took  place  in  Ferguson  & 
Forrester's,  Prince's  Street,  on  Friday,  April  5,  Mr.  J. 
Tait  (President)  in  the  chair.  Messrs.  E.  O.  Rowland 
(Vice-President)  and  David  Murray  (Hon.  Secretary)  acted 
as  croupiers,  and  about  seventy  members  and  friends  were 
present.  After  a  pleasant  supper,  the  toast  of  "  The  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  "  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
C.  F.  Henry,  and  acknowledged  by  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie.  In 
the  course  of  his  remarks  Mr.  Henry  referred  to  the  decen- 
nial dinner  of  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  suggested  that  it 
would  be  a  gracious  thing  to  send  a  special  contribution  from 
this  gathering.  This  suggestion  was  adopted,  and  a  sum 
of  21.  19s.  3d.  was  collected.  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  proposed 
"  The  Medical  Profession,"  and  Dr.  Edmund  Price  replied, 
suggesting  that  an  ambulance  corps,  consisting  of  pharma- 
cists or  students  of  pharmacy,  should  be  formed  in  Edin- 
burgh. Mr.  William  Duncan,  F.C.S.,  proposed  "  The  Edin- 
burgh Chemists',  Assistants',  and  Apprentices'  Association," 
giving  interesting  reminiscences  of  the  history  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  mentioning  that  from  correspondence  he  had 
received  the  name  and  fame  of  the  Association  had  evidently 
extended  to  far-off  lands.  Mr.  J.  Tait,  in  reply,  said  the 
Association  continued  to  do  excellent  work,  and  many  oS 
the  past  members  now  held  high  positions  in  the  ranks  of 
pharmacy,  medicine,  science,  and  education.  They  had  with 
them  that  night  the  first  prizeman  of  the  Association,  Dr. 
George  Uoull.  "Kindred  Associations"  was  proposed  by 
Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie,  F.C.S.,  and  was  acknowledged  by  Mr. 
J.  P.  Gilmour,  Glasgow.  An  excellent  programme  of  songs, 
recitations,  and  instrumental  music  was  rendered  by  Messrs, 
Baird,  G.  H.  C.  Rowland,  Shaw,  Downie,  Gilmour,  A. 
Currie,  W.  L.  Currie,  Traill,  and  Murray.  Mr.  James  A. 
Crichton  acted  as  accompanist.

Commission,  which  would  "  inquire  into  the  whole  question 
of  medical  law,  including  the  subordinate  and  inseparable 
question  of  traffic  in  fraudulent  drugs  and  nostrums,  and 
could  be  helped  on  by  the  chemists,  if  not  by  their  reprcsenta,- 
\  five  corporations,  such  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society."

Foot-rot  in  Sheep. 
The  experiments  initiated  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  in 
1904  on  the  prevention  and  cure  of  foot-rot  in  sheep,  by 
means  of  a  foot-bath  of  solution  of  sulphate  of  copper,  were 
undertaken  by  sheep  farmers  in  various  parts  of  Great 
Britain,  whose  reports  are  unanimous  in  ascribing  much 
benefit  to  the  use  of  the  bath.  Even  better  results  are  got  by 
using  a  10-per-cent.  solution  (1  lb.  of  sulphate  of  copper  to 
one  gallon  of  water) ;  and,  in  stubborn  cases,  the  sheep 
should  be  made  to  walk  through  the  bath  as  often  as  once  a 
week.    The  directions  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : — 

1.  A  bath  of  wood  or  concrete,  16  ft.  long  and  8  in.  wide, 
sides  sloping  out,  ends  3  in.  deep,  provided  with  cross  pieces 
or  grooves  to  prevent  slipping,  side  fences  close  boarded 
and  to  slope  out  so  as  to  admit  of  sheep  walking  easily 
through. 

2.  Solution  to  consist  of  1  lb.  copper  sulphate  in  one 
gallon  of  water,  or,  if  prevention  only  is  aimed  at,  half  this 
strength  will  suffice.  Time  to  be  allowed  for  thorough  solu- 
tion. 

3.  Copper  sulphate  to  be  bought  under  a  guarantee  of 
purity  (98  per  cent.)  and  if  possible  to  be  powdered,  not  in 
large  crystals. 

4.  Sheep  if  badly  affected  to  have  hoofs  pared  before  the 
animals  are  put  through  the  bath. 

5.  A  day  when  the  grass  and  soil  are  dry  to  be  selected. 

6.  Copper  sulphate  and  most  of  the  substances  used  being 
poisonous,  a  cover  for  the  bath  to  prevent  stock  drinking  the 
solution  may  be  an  advantage.  In  any  case  the  bath  must 
be  well  fenced  in. 

7.  If  ewes  with  lambs  at  foot  arc  treated,  they  should  be 
put  through  very  quietly  so  as  to  prevent  the  solution 
getting  on  to  the  teats  and  thus  into  the  mouths  of  the 
lambs. 

8.  Sheep  with  long  "wool  should  also  be  put  through  very 
quietly,  or  otherwise  the  solution  may,  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances, discolour  the  wool. 

Cattle-m  EDICINES . 

The  chief  analyst  of  the  Laboratory  of  the  Inland  Re- 
venue Department,  Ottawa,  Canada,  has  examined  thirty- 
five  samples  of  condition-powders  which  are  given  for  the 
purpose  of  improving  the  appearance  of  animals.  The  report 
is  as  follows  : 

The  condition-powders  consist  largely  of  linseed  meal, 
oil-cake  meal,  or  bran  in  which  are  distributed  more  or 
less  of  other  substances  which  are  supposed  to  have  purga- 
tive, diuretic,  ha?matinic,  or  tonic  effects.  These  powders 
are,  in  fact,  the  proprietary  or  patent  medicines  supposed  to 
be  good  for  farm  animals.  They  vary  very  much  as  regards 
composition.  Some  condition-powders  contain  chlorides  and 
nitrates;  in  others  such  salts  are  absent;  a  third  class  has 
sulphates  in  addition  to  chlorides  and  nitrates.  In  a  fourth 
only  the  sulphates  are  present  in  considerable  quantity.  In 
some  free  sulphur  appears  to  be  the  characteristic  con- 
stituent, and  in  others  antimony.  It  does  not  seem  fair  to 
the  farmer  that  remedies  differing  so  much  in  their  in- 
redients  should  be  sold  under  a  common  name,  nor  can  it 
e  advantageous  to  his  animals  to  have  medicines  adminis- 
tered without  much  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  disease. 
The  "regulators"  contain,  as  a  rule,  iron  salts,  but  other- 
wise are  just  as  diverse  in  composition  as  the  condition- 
powders.  Among  the  specific  remedies  the  worm-powders 
exhibit  similar  diversity  in  composition,  and  do  not  seem  to 
contain  the  drugs  usually  prescribed  by  veterinarians  as 
vermicides.  That  there  are  remedies  for  specific  diseases, 
used  in  veterinary  practice,  which  are  sold  as  such  is  no 
doubt  the  case,  but  as  regards  the  universal  cattle-medicine 
or  "  cure-all,"  it  is  very  doubtful  as  to  whether  the  farmer 
obtains  value  for  his  money. 

The  analyst  seems  to  have  submitted  the  powders  to  a  micro- 
scopical and  chemical  examination,  and  although  the  claims 
made  for  some  of  the  medicines  may  be  extravagant,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  chemical  analysis  is  not  necessarily 
a  guide  to  the  action  of  drugs.  The  proprietors  or  users  of 
these  cattle-medicines  could  no  doubt  produce  much  evidence 
of  the  value  of  the  preparations,  but  we  should  not  care  for 
the  task  of  collating  the  various  opinions. 


The  Reggio  Calabria  Chamber  of  Commerce  have  voted  the 
sum  of  18,000  lire  (about  1201.)  for  the  outfit  of  a  chemical 
laboratory,  with  a  view  to  promoting  the  citrus-fruit  industry. 


Hustralian  pbannaccntical 
Conference. 


"I  I7"E  have  referred  to  this  Conference  in  previous  numbers 
VY    of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  it  only  remains 
to  give  abstracts  of  two  other  papers  which  are  of  more 
than  local  interest. 

Home-made  Galenicals. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Young,  who  read  this  paper,  stated  the  reasons 
why  pharmacists  should  make  their  own  galenicals,  giving 
the  following  notes  from  his  experience  : 

My  list  of  apparatus  is  not  largo,  perhaps  not  so  large  as 
might  be  made  of  the  apparatus  to  be  found  in  any  well- 
ordered  pharmacy.  It  includes  iron  mortars,  flasks,  water- 
bath,  evaporating-dishes,  percolators,  press,  separators, 
sieves,  burettes,  weights  and  measures  of  the  metric  system, 
sp.  gr.  bottle,  test-tubes,  and  reagents.  I  keep  books  in 
which  are  entered  the  hundreds  of  operations,  small  or 
large,  even  simple  solutions  and  flavoured  waters.  From 
these  entries  I  mention  the  following :  Liquid  extracts  of 
sarsaparilla  and  liquorice  (these,  I  hasten  to  say.  are  from 
imported  extracts),  syrups  of  tolu  from  balsam,  squills  from 
the  bulbs,  hypophosphites  and  phosphates,  Easton's  from 
various  formula?  (one  from  iron  sulphate  and  sodium  phos- 
phate), oleates  of  zinc  and  of  mercury,  '85  and  '98  B.P. 
iron  sulphate  and  copper  and  zinc  sulphates,  mercuric 
iodide  and  oxide,  silver  oxide,  lead  carbonate,  solutions  of 
lead,  potash,  and  bismuth,  the  latter  chiefly  for  experiment. 
(There  are  many  formulae  for  bismuth  solutions,  of  these 
two  only  are  good,  those  of  '85  and  '98  B.P.)  Solutions 
of  ammonium  citrates  and  acetate,  iron  perchloride  from 
iron,  and  all  the  iron  compounds,  all  the  effervescent  salts. 
I  make  nearly  all  my  tinctures,  official  and  unofficial. 
Some  of  the  foregoing  were  made  for  the  pleasure  of  ex- 
perience, and  that  adds  to  the  general  cost.  From  my 
point  of  view,  however,  the  profit  is  great.  To  be  able  to 
interest  my  apprentices  and  satisfy  their  desire  to  learn,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  increase  the  measure  of  my  own  im- 
portance as  a  pharmaceutical  worker,  has  been  my  object. 
Still,  the  pharmacist  of  to-day,  standing  as  he  does  in  the 
fierce  glare  of  commercialism,  may  want  to  know  something 
of  the  cost  of  own  work.  The  following  lines  will  suggest 
a  margin  of  profit.  I  do  not  buy  them,  but  I  have  ascer- 
tained prices  for  the  purpose  of  this  paper :  Tincture 
rhubarb,  2s.  5d.  ;  tincture  camphor  compound,  Is.  Wd. ; 
tincture  cardamoms,  2s.  2d.  ;  syrup,  2^d.  ;  Easton's,  9(7. ; 
hypophosphites,  6|<2.  Liquid  cochineal  costs  Wd.  per  lb. 
These  figures  give  an  average  of  100  per  cent,  on  the  pro- 
ducts named. 

The  points  to  be  emphasised  are :  Keeping  the  promise 
to  our  apprentices,  and  their  consequent  respect  for  the 
fathers  of  the  business ;  the  increased  respect  we  shall  have 
for  ourselves  as  producers  of  something ;  and  the  fund  of 
information  we  obtain  by  work  in  practical  pharmacy. 

On  the  last  day  there  were  two  papers  on  "The  Relation 
of  the  Pharmacist  to  the  Physician,"  one  by  a  medical  man 
and  the  other  by  a  pharmacist.  Both  papers  provoked  long 
discussions,  but  as  far  as  we  can  gather  no  new  points  were 
raised  on  this  subject — one  that  may  always  be  depended  on 
to  provoke  a  long  discussion.  Another  paper  was  by  Mr. 
J.  H.  Young  on 

Collinsonia. 

He  said  the  name  given  to  this  in  America  is  heal-all.  It 
is  a  domestic  medicine,  as  its  name  implies.  It  is  also  called 
stone-root,  knob-root,  and  hard  hack.  Martindale  in  his 
supplementary  list  of  drugs  gives  a  tincture  1  in  10  (60  per 
cent.),  dose  g  to  2  dr.,  liquid  extract  1  in  1,  15  to  60  minims, 
and  goes  on  to  say  that  under  the  name  Helalin  liquid 
extracts  are  prepared  containing  in  addition  cascara 
and  pepsin.  Collinsonia  (N.O.  Labiatce)  was  named 
after  P.  Collinson,  a  great  promoter  of  botany,  tribe 
Satureincc,  is  allied  to  cumila  and  hyssop,  which  are  allied 
to  balm  and  mint.  It  is  a  hardy  perennial,  and  thrives  in 
common  soil  in  moist  places  in  North  America  as  far  south 
as  Carolina.  It  is  a  plant  of  from  2  to  3  ft.  high,  and  its 
flower  is  yellow  as  a  rule,  but  may  be  red  or  lilac.  The  root 
is  very  knotted  and  very  hard.  Getting  it  into  a  powder  is 
a  labour  of  love.  It  defies  the  "iron  mortar  and  chokes  the 
mill :  a  rasp  apparently  is  the  best  instrument.  It  has  been 
in  use  in  domestic  medicine  in  America  from  early  colonial 
days,  and  the  probability  is  that  the  colonists  used  the 
fresh  root,  and  after  grating  it  boiled  it  with  water,  and 
drank  the  fresh  infusion  as  a  remedy  in  liver-troubles.  Its 
name  is  given  to  an  expensive  nostrum.. and  I  was  induced  to 
experiment  with  it.    Thn  l-in-10  tincture  is  really  worthy 
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of  a  place,  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.    In  1-dr.  doses  it  has 
something  of  the  effect  of  podophyllum  without  the  bad 
taste  and  griping  properties.    The  liquid  extract  was  made 
by  percolating  with  20-per-eent.  alcohol.    Three-fourths  was 
reserved,  and  percolation  continued  until  taste  and  colour 
had  disappeared.    The  percolate,  in  this  case  300  c.c,  was 
evaporated  to  small  bulk,  and  mixed  with  the  reserved 
portion,  and  the  product  adjusted  to  100  c.c.  and  filtered.  It 
is  worthy  of  note  that  the  extract  so  made  is  almost  valueless 
in  i-dr.  doses,  and  deposits  on  keeping. 
Mr.  W.  E.  Woods'  paper  on  "  Running  a  Proprietary  "  was 
given  in  abstract  in  the  C.  &  D.  March  2  (p.  323).  Mr. 
Woods  was  not  able  to  be  present. 

The  wind-up  of  the  Conference  included  several  resolu- 
tions, one  being  to  the  effect  that  the  Conference  be  con- 
tinued at  intervals,  the  President  and  Secretary  to  hold 
office  till  the  next  meeting.

I  mounted  a  4-oz.  tobacco-tin  on  the  old  Barker's  mill 
principle.  In  this  the  only  novelty  lies  in  its  spiral  bands  of 
vivid  primrose  and  scarlet — the  illusion  of  an  ever-ascending 


cylinder  is  delightful.  A  little  Bedford  Bouquet  (and  a  great 
deal  of  water)  was  placed  in  the  boiler  from  time  to  time, 
making  250  or  300  revolutions  per  minute.  A  card  on  the  axis 
gave  an  excellent  thaumatropic  effect  of 

Lloyd's  Bedford  Bouquet. 
The  frame  was  surrounded  by  bottles  of  the  perfume.  The 
steam  produced  did  not  fog  the  window  to  anything  like  the 
extent  one  would  suppose.  The  British  public  love  to  see  a 
steam-engine  at  work,  and  this  simple  contrivance  was  re- 
markably popular.  Old  things  are  the  new  nowadays,  and 
I  was  amused  to  see  intelligent  mechanics  puzzled  as  to  the 
way  in  which  the  tin  was  caused  to  revolve.

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We  present  a  photograph-coupon  to  parents  who  feed  their 
infants  upon  a  specified  quantity  of  our  malted  food ;  conse- 
quently we  have  quite  a  picture-gallery  of  chubby  and  smiling 


babies.  I  made  a  pyramidal  frame  which  carried  eight  of 
these  photographs  (cabinet  size).  This  revolved  by  means  of 
an  old  clock,  but  only  when  an  electro-magnetic  detent  was 
released.  The  whole  structure  was  surmounted  by  a  little 
negress  dandling  a  squalling  brat — one  of  the  funniest  figures

prescription  problems. 


We  have  already  printed  the  above  prescription  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  and  have  received  a  good  number 
of  possible  solutions.  The  difficulty  is  the  line  which  gives 
the  directions  for  taking  the  ac.  phosph.  dil. — the  last  two 
words  of  which  remain  unsolved.  We  have  submitted  the 
prescription  to  the  best-known  experts  in  prescription- 
reading,  but  without  reaching  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
mystery.  At  the  same  time,  from  the  nature  of  the  pre- 
scription it  is  somewhat  unlikely  that  it  will  be  deciphered. 
The  script  was  copied  from  the  original  by  a  chemist  who 
probably  did  not  himself  understand  the  meaning  of  the 
two  words  referred  to,  and  hence  the  key  of  the  situation 
is  in  possession  of  the  owner  of  the  original  prescription. 
We  give  the  engraving  once  more  as  an  object-lesson  of  the 
inadvisability  of  passing  anything  of  this  nature  without 
understanding  what  is  meant,  although  we  are  quite  aware 
that  in  certain  circumstances  this  becomes  a  pure  platitude.

The  printing  is  not  all  that  could  be  desired  of  a 
Western  civilisation,  but  the  production  of  nearly  400  pages 
(41  X  3i  in.)  dealing  with  the  Ayurvedic  remedies  produced  bv 
Mr.  Sen  demonstrates  the  fact  that  our  Oriental  confrere  is 
by  no  means  devoid  of  either  originality  or  the  commercial 
instinct.

At  many  of  the  southern  places 
where  codfishing  is  going  on  the  men  are  also  leaving,  and 
the  season  outside  the  Finmarken  spring  and  summer  fishery 
is  practically  closed.  At  Finmarken  but  few  boats  have 
arrived  as  yet,  but  the  prospects  are  generally  considered 
fair.

2d.  per  lb.  as  to  quantity, 
and  Sandalwood  oil  stands  at  12s.  for  absolutely  pure  Eng- 
lish distilled.  Star-aniseed  oil  is  steady  at  5s.  Ad.  per  lb. 
on  the  spot.  Ceylon  Citronella  oil  is  firm  at  2s.  per  lb.  spot, 
and  for  shipment  sellers  quote  Is.

Opium. — Our  Smyrna  correspondents  write  as  follows  : 

Smyrna,  Maxell  30. — The  sales  for  the  week  amount  to 
16  cases,  comprising  six  cases  Karahissar  t.q.  at  the  equiva- 
lent of  10s.  4c/.,  five  cases  choice  Karahissar  at  from  10s.  7cZ. 
to  10.s.  10c/.,  and  five  cases  Yerli  t.q.  at  from  10s.  10c/.  to 
lis.  2c/.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  The  arrivals  amount  to  3,188  cases, 
against  1,471  cases  at  the  same  time  of  last  year,  and  the  sales 
for  the  month  amount  to  444  cases.  The  weather  still  con- 
tinues unfavourable. 

A  monthly  report  dated  Smyrna,  March  31,  states  that  very 
large  sales  have  taken  place  on  that  market.  In  all  440  cases 
have  changed  hands,  of  which  381  have  been  bought  for  the 
United  States,  51  for  England  and  the  Continent,  and  eight 
for  account  of  speculators.  The  late  advance  in  prices  is 
owing  partly  to  diminishing  stocks  in  primary  markets  and 
partly  to  unfavourable  news  from  the  interior,  the  weather 
having  put  a  stop  to  all  spring  sowings.  Although  sellers 
may  have  been  too  hasty  in  advancing  their  limits,  for  con- 
sumers do  not  respond  as  quickly,  still  the  failure  of  the 
spring  sowings  and  the  exhausted  stocks  fully  warrant  them 
in  doing  so  now,  and  it  is  probable  that  buyers  will  be  forced 
to  pay  vevy  high  figures  later  on.  The  arrivals  to  date  amount 
to  3,188  cases,  against  1,478  at  same  period  last  year,  and  in 
Constantinople  3,360,  against  1,387  cases.  The  stock  in  first 
and  second  hands  is  now  1,159  cases,  against  2,328  at  even  date 
last  year,  and  in  Constantinople  106,  against  380. 

Phenacetin  is  in  steady  demand,  and  prices  are  firm  at 
the  recent  higher  scale  of  prices. 

Pimento. — Quiet  at  auction,  where  sales  were  made  with- 
out reserve  at  2^cZ.  to  2-j-Jj-cZ.  per  lb. 

Platinum.— Towards  the  close  of  last  year  platinum  be- 
came extremely  scarce,  not  only  because  of  some  falling-off 
in  the  supply  from  Russia,  but  because  of  the  steady  in- 
crease in  actual  trade-requirements.  The  price  then  rose  to 
the  unprecedentedly  high  level  of  11.  10s.  per  oz.  This  figure 
was  maintained  until  a  week  or  two  ago,  but  it  has  since 
been  reduced  to  6/.  10s.  per  oz.  It  is  obvious,  therefore, 
that  there  are  signs  of  some  relief  from  the  recent  scarcity, 
and  buyers  are  not  so  keen  in  releasing  new  orders.  A 
monthor  so  ago  it  was  rumoured  in  the  German  press  that 
the  price  in  Russia— the  chief  source  of  supply— had  been 
reduced  owing  to  new  discoveries  having  been  made,  but 
this  was  discredited  in  this  market,  which  was  unaffected. 
Just  lately,  however,  prospecting  in  Canada  has  apparently 
led  to  the  discovery  of  notable  deposits,  so  that  additional 
supplies  may  soon  become  available  from  that  quarter.  This 
is  doubtless  responsible  for  the  reduction  just  made  and  con- 
firmed by  leading  London  interests.  Meanwhile  it  is  not 
generally  anticipated  that  the  price  will  be  further  sub- 
stantially reduced  yet  awhile,  unless  the  world's  output 
shows  signs  of  keeping  pace  with  consumption.  The 
shrinkage  in  the  Russian  production  was  first  due  to  the 
scarcity  of  labour,  owing  to  the  war  with  Japan  and  the 
consequent  increase  of  wages  through  the  political  unrest 
and  strikes,  and  also  to  the  impoverishment  of  the  deposits 
which  were  worked  out  in  years  past.  The  cost  of  working 
was  thus  considerably  increased,  inasmuch  as  a  larger  number 
of  hands  were  required  to  extract  greater  quantities  of  low- 


grade  ores.  From  other  European  countries  only  diminu- 
tive quantities  have  been  obtained,  while  very  little  could 
be  secured  from  South  America.  The  uses  of  platinum  have 
multiplied.  For  electric  lighting,  the  manufacture  of 
jewellery— in  connection  with  the  mounting  of  diamonds — 
dental  purposes,  and  in  connection  with  the  chemical  in- 
dustry and  the  working  of  motor-cars,  there  is  a  large 
demand  for  platinum.  In  years  gone  by  the  price  of  this 
precious  metal  was  as  low  as  20s.  per  oz. 

Quicksilver  is  steady  at  from  6/.  16s.  to  11.  per  bottle  as 
to  holder. 

Shellac  is  firm,  with  a  small  spot  trade  on  the  basis  of 
215s.  per  cwt.  for  fair  TN  Orange.  Fine  Orange  marks  are 
steady  at  240s.  to  245s.  on  the  spot.  A  C  Garnet  is  200s. 
and  GAL  190s.  spot. 

Soda  Nitrate  is  dearer  at  lis.  9c/.  for  ordinary,  and  12s. 
for  refined  on  the  spot. 

Spermaceti. — A  sale  of  30  cases  Chilian  refined  has  been 
made  in  Liverpool  at  Is.  2jcZ.  per  lb. ;  for  refined  American 
the  spot  price  is  Is.  3^cZ. 

Sulphur. — There  is  likely  to  be  no  change  in  the  situation 
in  Sicily  until  the  election  of  the  new  Board  of  Directors 
in  June.  The  Consorzio  has  now  settled  with  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  mines  for  their  first  delivery  of  brimstone, 
paying  them  in  full,  with  the  exception  of  the  deduction  of 
a  small  quota  for  expenses.  The  Bank  of  Sicily  has  been 
authorised  to  issue  another  ten  millions  worth  of  paper  in 
aid  of  the  industry,  and,  in  view  of  the  plentiful  supply  of 
money,  there  appears  to  be  no  prospect  of  cheaper  prices  in 
the  near  future. 

Taraxacum  is  still  very  dear,  owing  to  scarcity.  Foreign 
for  next  autumn  delivery  is  quoted  38s.,  c.i.f.  terms.  The 
market  is  easier  in  the  United  States,  as  parcels  to  arrive 
from  Europe  are  offered  at  20c.  per  lb.,  which  is  10c.  below 
the  price  asked  in  New  York. 

Turmeric. — Good  bright  Madras  finger  is  steady  at  29s. 
to  30s.  Bengal  is  quoted  20s.  to  21s.,  and  new  crop  is  offered 
at  15s.  6cZ.,  c.i.f.  Sales  of  Cochin  split  bulbs  have  been  made 
at  lis.  6d.  spot,  and  at  9s.  c.i.f.  for  quantity. 

Vanilla. — At  auction  on  Wednesday  the  small  supply  of 
96  tins  was  offered,  and  practically  all  sold  at  higher  prices.

is  again  in  strong  demand,  and  where  urgently  wanted  the 
high  spot  price  of  200m.  has  to  be  paid,  and  even  at  that  there 
is  little  to  be  had.  Camphor-flowers  cost  to-day  1.010m.  net 
cash,  and  artificial  camphor  is  on  limited  offer  at  1,000m.  per 
100  kilos.  The  celluloid  industry  is  absorbing  almost  the 
entire  production. 

Iodine  Preparations. — The  demand  has  continued  particu- 
larly active.  It  is  not  known  whether  this  is  to  be  ascribed 
to  the  rumour  of  an  intended  rise  in  iodine  after  April  1,  or 
whether  it  is  the  result  of  unforeseen  demand  only.  As  far  as 
can  be  judged,  any  change  in  a  downward  direction  may  be 
considered  out  of  the  question.

— Western  has  been  in  good  demand,  and  is  to-day 
worth  495m.  per  100  kilos,  in  Hamburg. 

Vanillin  is  held  firm  at  32m.  per  kilo  net  cash  in  Hamburg, 
and  there  is  a  prospect  of  higher  prices  owing  to  the  upward 
tendency  of  cloves. 

Worm-seed. — The  high  price  appears  likely  to  undergo  a 
further  appreciation.  Apart  from  a  small  harvest  and  great 
difficulty  in  buving,  we  are  informed  (says  a  Hamburg-  report) 
that  with  the  object  of  imnroving  the  manufacture  of  Rursian 
santonin  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Industry  has  been  asked 
to  impose  an  additional  export  tax  on  worm-seed,  and  there 
is  very  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  same  will  come  into 
force  in  a  short  time.  Fine  green  is  offered  at  150m.  per 
100  kilos.,  and  current  goods  at  147gm.

SIR  WILLIAM  LYNE,  the  Australian  Minister  of  Com- 
merce, is  now  in  England  in  connection  with  the  Colonial 
Conference,  and  he  has  been  interviewed  with  regard  to  the 
working  of  the  Commerce  Act.  Sir  William  is  not  able  to 
add  anything  new  to  what  has  already  been  said  on  the  sub- 
ject, but  he  states  that  much  of  the  irritation  and  misunder- 
standing which  were  at  first  felt  has  disappeared.  The 
Commerce  Act  is  the  outcome  of  strong  public  opinion  which 
has  been  steadily  growing  in  Australia  as  to  the  necessity  for 
legislation  more  fully  to  protect  consumers  and  honest 
traders  against  falsely  described  and  impure  and  unwhole- 
some goods.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  power  of  the 
States  of  the  Commonwealth  to  cope  with  such  deceptions 
had  been  lamentably  insufficient.  Sir  William  again  ex- 
plained that  it  should  not  be  necessary  to  disclose  trade- 
secrets  in  order  to  state  the  character  of  the  medicines 
imported.  Where  acknowledged  trade-descriptions  truly 
describe  the  goods  they  will  be  accepted  ;  but  many  acknow- 
ledged trade-descriptions  have  been  brought  under  notice 
which  may  be  applied  to  any  goods  without  indicating  to 
the  consumer  the  true  character  of  the  article  so  described. 
In  such  cases  the  descriptions  cannot  be  accepted  unless 
accompanied  by  a  definite  statement  as  to  the  character  of 
the  goods.  So  far  as  the  basic  principles  are  concerned  in 
regard  to  imported  goods,  the  Australian  law  is  almost 
identical  with  the  British  Merchandise-marks  Act.  Both 
these  laws  require  that  any  description  applied  to  goods 
must  be  correct  and  so  worded  as  to  prevent  a  false  impres- 
sion being  created  by  it.  The  interpretation  of  the 
Australian  law  in  regard  to  the  presence  of  English  words  on 
foreign  goods  is  somewhat  more  stringent  than  the  Merchan- 
dise-marks Act,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  origin  of  goods.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  the 
Australian  view  in  this  matter  will  materially  benefit  the 
British  trader,  since  the  necessity  for  stating  the  actual 
origin  of  foreign  goods  bearing  English  words  is  likely  to 
induce  merchants  to  trade  in  genuine  British  articles.  As 
regards  medicines  containing  alcohol,  the  contention  that 
the  statement  of  the  quantity  of  spirit  in  such  medicines 
discloses  trade-secrets  cannot  be  supported  for  one 
minute,  since  any  person  desiring  to  ascertain  the 
proportion  of  proof  spirit  in  any  preparation  can  easily 
do  so.  The  fact  that  the  Customs  always  receive  for 
duty-purposes  information  as  to  the  amount  of  alcohol  in 
preparations  has  no  relation  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Commerce  Act  and  regulations,  since  the  object  of  requiring 
the  statement  on  the  label  applied  to  the  goods  is  to  advise 
consumers  as  to  the  nature  of  the  goods  they  are  purchasing. 
It  may  also  be  stated  that  this  provision  of  the  regulations 
has  been  found  to  be  necessary  in  connection  with  many 
so-called  medicinal  preparations  which  have  been  found  to 
consist  almost  entirely  of  spirits.  It  is  considered  that  in 
these  cases  in  which  spirits  are  used  for  purely  medicinal) 
purposes  in  medicines  there  cannot  be  any  hardship  on  manu- 
facturers in  requiring  the  proportion  or  quantity  to  be  stated. 
The  same  principle  would  apply  to  those  medicines  contain- 
ing the  drugs  mentioned  in  the  Regulations  [6  (2)  (6)]. 

Sir  William  proceeded  to  say  that  misrepresentation  has 
played  a  very  large  part  in  connection  with  the  Commerce 
Act  both  in  and  out  of  Australia,  but  wherever  and  when- 
ever the  truth  has  been  made  known  the  force  of  public 
opinion  in  support  of  the  law  has  been  revealed.  The 
marked  difference  between  Australian  and  British  law  is 
that  the  former  contains  special  authority  to  the  Governor- 
General  to  insist  upon  certain  prescribed  goods,  whether 
imported  or  exported,  being  described  in  a  certain  manner. 
This  power  has  been  exercised  in  connection  with  foods  and 
drinks,  medicines,  apparel,  jewellery,  manures,  seeds,  and 
plants.

Aleteis  Farinosa.— The  bitter  principle  of  the  rhizome 
requires  investigation. 

Ammonii  Phosphas. — A  rapid  method  for  the  assay  of  this 
salt. 

Apomorphine. — Do  solutions  of  salts  of  this  alkaloid  retain 
their  potency  after  coloration  has  taken  place  ? 

Abomatic  Waters. — A  comparison  of  the  quality  and  keep- 
ing properties  of  aromatic  waters  prepared  by  distillation  of 
the  drug  with  those  of  waters  made  by  solution  of  the  oil. 

Bay-berries.—  An  examination  of  the  bitter  principles  of 
the  pericarps  of  bay-berries  is  required. 

Belladonna,  Steamonidm,  and  Henbane. — Determination 
of  the  distribution  of  the  alkaloid  in  the  lamina,  petiole,  mid- 
rib, small  and  large  stems. 

Calendula. — To  what  principle  is  the  bitterness  of  the 
flowers  due  ? 

Cannabis  Indica. — Required,  standard  strengths  for  the 
official  preparations  of  this  drug  and  processes  for  their  de- 
termination. Experiments  are  also  needed  to  determine  the 
difference  in  yield  of  resin,  cannabin,  and  cinnabinol  between 
the  guaza  of  Bombay,  the  ganjah  of  Calcutta,  and  other  com- 
mercial varieties  of  cannabis. 

Chamomile.  —  Research  upon  the  bitter  principle  of 
Anthemis  nobilis.    (See  "  Year-book,"  1904,  266.) 

Chloral  Hydrate. — An  improved  method  is  required  for 
the  determination  of  the  strength  of  solutions  of  this  sub- 
stance. 

Cimicifuga  Racemosa  (Actasa  racemosa). — Further  informa- 
tion is  needed  on  the  chemical  nature  of  the  constituent  or 
constituents  to  which  the  rhizome  of  the  plant  owes  its  activity. 
(See  "Year-book,"  1885,  149.) 

Compressed  Drugs. — A  report  on  the  relative  suitability 
of  different  varieties  of  starch  for  promoting  disintegration 
of  compressed  tablets. 

Damiana  is  reported  to  contain  a  bitter  substance,  resins, 
and  volatile  oil.  The  liquid  extract  of  the  leaves  being  exten- 
sively used,  a  thorough  systematic  examination  of  this  drug 
is  desirable. 

Ergot. — Required,  a  method  of  determining  the  relative 
activity  of  the  official  preparations  of  ergot. 

Euphorbia  Pilulifera.  —  Required,  a  report  upon  the 
chemistry  of  this  drug. 

Fennel. — Fruits  exhausted  or  partially  so  of  essential  oil 
and  artificially  coloured  are  met  with  in  commerce.  If  used 
in  making  compound  liquorice  powder,  how  can  they  be 
detected  ? 

Ferri  Arsenas. — The  official  tests  supply  only  the  means 
of  determining  the  amount  of  ferrous  iron  present.  A  simpler 
method  than  the  published  ones  for  the  determination  of  the 
arsenic-content  is  much  to  be  desired.  (See  "Year-book," 
1903,  572.) 

Glycerin. — Required,  a  good  method  for  determining  this 
Bubstance  in  tinctures,  liquid  extracts,  etc. 

Hemidesmus  Indicus. — The  extraction  and  examination  of 
the  aromatic  body. 

Ipecacuanha,  Liquid  Extract  of.— Experiments  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  use  of  lime  can  be  dispensed  with  in  making 
this  are  required. 

Jaborandi. — The  leaves  as  imported  are  much  mixed  with 
stalks.  Should  the  leaves  be  completely  separated  from  the 
stalks  for  the  making  of  official  preparations  ?  What  is  the 
ether-soluble  alkaloidal  strength  of  old  leaves,  young  leaves, 
and  stalks  ?  The  tinctures  of  this  drug  met  with  in  commerce 
are  likely  to  vary  considerably  in  alkaloidal  content.  A 
report  on  commercial  samples  would  probably  prove  instruc- 
tive. 

Liquor  Sennas  Concentratus. — In  this  preparation  the 
senna  is  exhausted  by  repercolation ;  in  the  liquor  for  pre- 
paring syrupus  sennae,  B.P.,  a  process  of  double  maceration 
is  employed.    Which  is  the  better  method  ? 

Litharge. — Examination  of  the  litharge  of  commerce,  more 
especially  with  a  view  to  its  suitability  for  pharmaceutical 
purposes,  is  required. 

Mezereon-bark. — What  is  the  chemical  nature  of  the  acrid 
principle  of  this  bark  ? 

Ointments. — An  improved  basis  is  wanted  to  replace  ung.  I 


paraffin.,  B.P.,  the  physical  characters  of  which  are  unsatis- 
factory. 

Oxydase. — The  action  of  this  and  other  ferments  in 
inducing  changes  in  galenical  preparations,  such  as  liquid 
extracts,  etc. 

Oxymel  Scill.e. — What  change,  if  any,  takes  place  when 
heat  is  used  for  making  this  preparation  ? 

Papaver  Rhceas.— An  examination  of  the  red  colouring 
matter  of  the  petals  is  required. 

Powdered  Drugs. — Experiments  on  the  approximate  quan- 
titative determination  of  the  constituents  of  mixtures  of 
powdered  vegetable  drugs  by  means  of  the  microscope. 

Proximate  Analyses  of  the  following  drugs  are  required : 
Cereus  grandiflorus,  Citrullus  Colocynthis,  Cassia  fistula, 
Serenoa  scrrulata  (saw  palmetto),  Arnica  montana,  Monsonia 
ovata,  and  Monsonia  biflora. 

Quillaia-bark. — Experiments  to  determine  the  best  men- 
struum for  exhausting  this  bark  for  the  purpose  of  making 
emulsifying  agents. 

Solids.— A  method  is  required  for  the  accurate  determina- 
tion of  solids  in  spirituous  preparations  containing  glycerin. 

Strophanthus. — An  examination  of  the  published  methods 
of  separating  the  different  active  principles  obtained  from 
the  seeds  is  needed  with  the  view  to  recommending  a  standard 
process.  (See  "Year-book,"  1898,  54,  162;  1899,  59;  1901, 
167.)  The  seeds  as  met  with  in  commerce  are  frequently 
mixed.  Further  information  is  desirable  as  to  the  active 
principles  they  severally  contain. 

Suppositories.— A  method  of  emulsifying  aqueous  liquids 
with  theobroma  oil  in  the  preparation  of  suppositories. 

Tannin. — Comparative  examination  of  the  tannin  at  present 
in  commerce  (solubility  in  various  solvents,  moisture,  etc.). 

Veratrine.— Should  a  pure  veratrine  be  included  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  rather  than  the  mixture  of  alkaloids 
now  official  ?    If  so,  suggest  a  process  for  its  purification. 

Witch  Hazel,  Distilled  Extract  of.— The  imported  article 
varies  much  in  character  and  properties.  Required,  an  in- 
vestigation upon  this.

Chinese  Camphor. 

Sib,,- — Referring  to  your  remarks  on  the  testing  of 
camphor-flowers  as  given  in  our  "Analytical  Notes" 
(C.  &  D.,  March  30,  p.  482),  we  would  like  to  point  out  that 
the  particular  sample  of  flowers  was  bought  from  one  of  the 
leading  makers.  On  our  drawing  their  attention  to  this 
low  rotation,  they  repudiated  our  inference  that  it  might 
contain  synthetic  camphor,  and  stated  that  the  particular 
batch  was  obtained  from  some  camphor  which  had  come 
from  the  mainland  of  China,  and  that  they  found  that  such 
camphor  has  a  lower  dextro-rotation  than  is  generally  found. 
From  this  explanation  of  theirs  it  would  appear  that  a 
slightly  lower  dextro-rotation  does  not  necessarily  indicate 
the  presence  of  artificial  camphor.

Linaloe  Oil. 

Sir, — In  the  note  on  this  subject  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Simmons 
(C.  <£.•  D.,  March  30,  1907,  p.  496)  the  author  makes  an 
unwarrantable  assumption  with  regard  to  statements  made 
by  us  in  a  previous  article  (C.  db  D.,  April  7,  1906,  p.  544). 
We  did  not  profess  to  have  devised  a  new  method  for  the 
estimation  of  linalol,  but  showed  that  fractionation  ex- 
periments proved  that  linaloe  oils  of  commerce  do  not  now 
contain  anything  like  90  per  cent,  of  that  body. 

The  process  recently  recommended  by  Bonlez,  on  which 
Simmons  bases  his  observations,  has  not  at  present  been 
generally  accepted.  In  fact,  our  experiments  with  samples 
of  undoubted  purity  do  not  confirm  his  results.  With  the 
introduction  of  another  substance,  such  as  turpentine, 
which  is  not  unaffected  by  acetylation,  complications  must 
of  necessity  occur,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  more  serious 
errors  may  result  than  in  the  direct  method.  The  matter 
requires  careful  investigation  before  Bonlez's  method  is 
generally  adopted. 

The  figures  recorded  by  Bonlez  are  absurdly  low.  His 
experiments  tend  to  show  that  oils  which  yield  only  40  to 
50  per  cent,  of  linalol  by  the  direct  method  (figures  which 
we  consider  too  low  for  pure  oils)  may  contain  80  to  90  per 
cent,  of  linalol.  Such  a  large  discrepancy  in  the  two 
methods  cannot  be  attributed  to  destruction  or  loss  of 
linalol  during  acetylation,  and  indicates  that  the  new 
method  is  unreliable. 

The  fact  that  linalol  is  destroyed  to  some  extent  by 
acetylation  was  not  left  out  of  our  calculations,  and  the 
object  of  our  note  was  to  show  that  linaloe  oils  which  gave 
75  to  80  per  cent,  of  linalol  by  the  ordinary  direct  method 
are  no  longer  met  with  in  commerce.  The  older  figures 
recorded  in  books  of  reference  are  based  on  the  direct 
method  of  acetylation  with  acetic  anhydride  and  fused 
sodium  acetate.  This  method  is  still  the  one  in  general  use. 

We  are  extending  our  experiments  in  order  to  give  the 
new  method  a  fair  trial,  but  up  to  the  present  we  are 
unable  to  accept  it  as  reliable  or  accurate.

Copaiba. 

Sir, — Reference  has  been  made  (C.  &  D.,  April  6, 
p.  521)  to  the  present  scarcity  of  copaiba,  the  prevalence  of 
adulteration,  and  the  stringent  requirements  of  the  United 
States  authorities.  In  a  paper  read  at  an  evening  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  a  few  years  ago  (C.  &  D., 
March  16,  1901)  we  described  the  different  varieties  of 
copaiba  of  commerce  and  suggested  certain  standards  for 
the  balsam,  essential  oil,  and  resin  respectively,  and  these, 
we  believe,  are  consistent  with  pure  samples.  We  further 
suggested  that  a  maximum  limit  should  be  adopted  for  the 
volatile  oil  instead  of  a  minimum,  as  required  by  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  1898.  A  maximum  of  50  per  cent, 
has  now  been  adopted  in  the  new  United  States  Pharma- 
copoeia. 

With  reference  to  the  essential  oil  we  find  that  there  is  a 
great  variation  in  optical  rotation,  but  samples  with  a 
higher  figure  than  —25°  usually  give  a  reaction  for  gurjun 
balsam,  and  those  with  a  low  rotation  may  be  judged  to 
contain  African  copaiba.  We  consider  that  the  limit  —5° 
to  —25°  will  cover  practically  all  samples  of  genuine 
copaiba.  Our  suggested  standards  might  be  supplemented 
by  a  maximum  figure  for  acid-resins  in  order  to  exclude 
colophony,  but  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  account  at  the 
same  time  the  percentage  of  volatile  oil  in  the  particular 
sample.

The  Metric  System  and  the  Word  "  Mil." 
Sir, — As  the  Bill  for  rendering  the  metric  system  com- 
pulsory has  just  been  rejected  by  Parliament,  it  may  be 
appropriate  to  consider  our  present  position  in  regard  to  that 
system.  There  is  no  need  to  go  into  historic  details.  Suffice 
it  to  say  that  the  system  is  French,  that  the  fundamental 
standard  from  which  all  the  other  denominations  of  weights 
and  measures  are  derived,  is  the  metre.  This  metre  was 
derived  from  the  10,000,000th  part  of  a  quadrantal  arc  of 
a  meridian  on  the  earth's  surface,  and  is  almost  exactly  so, 
but  the  actual  standard  is  a  bar  of  platinum  measured  at 
0°  C.  The  standard  kilogram  is  derived  from  the  weight 
of  a  cubic  decimetre  of  pure  water  at  4°  C,  but  the  actual 
standard  is  a  platinum  weight,  which  may  differ  by  a  very 
minute  fraction  from  the  theoretical  standard.  It  is 
supposed  to  be  possible  that  the  metal  bar  might  alter  to  a 
measurable  extent  by  setting  or  contracting,  and  that  the 
standard  of  mass  might  suffer  slight  abrasion.  Be  that  as 
it  may,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  is  well  to  have  a 
natural  standard  to  fall  back  upon,  and  to  have  a  simple 
relation  between  the  standard  of  length  and  the  standard 
mass.  A  catastrophe  (natural  or  revolutionary)  which 
should  destroy  the  standards  and  authentic  copies,  may  be 
very  remote,  but  it  is  not  impossible.  Next  to  the  great 
facility  which  the  decimal  divisions  present  in  all  manner 
of  calculations,  nearly  every  writer  on  the  subject  has  com- 
mented on  the  advantages  of  a  simple  relationship  between 
the  standards  of  volume  and  mass.  The  cubic  decimetre  of 
water  at  4°  C.  forms  the  kilogram.  This  measure  is  called 
the  litre.  The  thousandth  part  of  a  litre  is  a  millilitre, 
and  is  identical  with  a  cubic  centimetre.  So  say  all  the 
books  on  physics  and  chemistry  to  which  I  have  referred, 
and  so  says  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  of  1885.  In  the 
Pharmacopoeia  of  1898  we  at  once  notice  a  difference- 
1  cubic  decimetre  is  said  to  be  =  0.99984  litre;  1.00016 
cubic  centimetre  is  said  to  be  =  1  millilitre.  If  these 
statements  are  correct,  the  symmetry  and  beauty  of  the 
metric  system  as  originally  understood  must  be  regarded 
as  considerably  impaired.  The  difference  apparently  arises 
from  the  litre  being  legally  defined  as  the  volume  of  1  kilo- 
gram of  water  at  4°,  instead  of  being  the  cube  of  XV  metre, 
as  originally  declared.  One  would  hardly  anticipate  that 
the  standard  weight  would  differ  by  so  much  as  2.5  grains 
from  the  weight  of  the  volume  of  water  from  which  it  is 
theoretically  derived,  yet  that  is  the  inference  from  the 
volume  relations  above  given.  Of  course,  it  has  been  for 
many  years  customary,  and  the  Pharmacopoeia  recognises 
the  fact,  to  employ  measures  graduated  at  15.5°  C.  This 
custom  arose  from  the  much  greater  convenience  of  weigh- 
ing at  the  ordinary  temperature  instead  of  at  4°  C,  both 
in  graduating  and  verifying  the  measures  used  in  volumetric 
analysis ;  while  so  long  as  the  measures  used  for  this  pur- 
pose are  true  to  one  another  it  is  of  no  consequence  at  which 
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temperature  they  have  been  graduated.  Not  only  so,  but 
for  the  smaller  measures,  such  as  pipettes,  the  difference  in 
volume  for  water  at  4°  C.  and  at  15.5°  C.  is  inappreciable, 
and  less  than  the  ordinary  error  in  reading  and  delivering 
contents.  It  may  be  open  to  doubt  whether  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  is  well  advised  in  giving  those  differences 
between  "cubic  measures"  and  "measures  of  capacity." 
The  expression  "cubic  centimetre"  is  in  almost  universal 
use;  "c.c."  is  employed  in  all  journals  to  which  I  have 
occasion  to  refer,  except  one.   As  the  U.S. P.  says  : 

The  term  milliliter  is  rarely  used,  but  cubic  centimeter  is 
generally  employed  to  describe  the  one-thousandth  part  of  a 
liter.  Cubic  centimeter  is  synonymous  with  the  term 
milliliter. 

There  is  one  obviously  weak  thing  which  should  be  remedied 
in  the  next  edition  of  the  B.P.  A  gram  is  defined  as  "  the 
weight  of  one  millilitre  of  water " ;  while  a  millilitre  is 
defined  as  "  the  volume  of  1  grm.  of  water."  These  will 
hardly  pass  as  definitions. 

As  to  the  use  of  the  word  "  mil,"  a  speaker  at  one  of  the 
London  meetings  not  long  ago  rather  indicated  that  it  is 
legally  imposed  on  us,  and  that  we  cannot  choose  but  use 
it.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  Edin- 
burgh has  received  no  such  instruction.  I  suspect  that  the 
supposed  enactment  amounts  to  nothing  more  than  this  : 
you  may  employ  the  word  "mil."  and  engrave  it  on  a 
measure  as  a  contraction  for  millilitre,  just  as  you  may  use 
"c.c."  as  a  contraction  for  cubic  centimetre.  In  Canada 
and  in  U.S.A.  the  word  "mill"  is  used  to  signify  the 
tenth  of  a  cent.  When  the  subject  of  a  decimal  coinage  for 
this  country  was  discussed,  now  many  years  ago,  it  was 
generally  agreed  that  the  thousandth  part  of  a  sovereign 
would  be  called  a  "mill."  Wherefore  it  is  fairly  evident 
that  when  we  come  round  to  adopt  a  decimal  system,  we 
shall  have  either  the  "mil"  or  the  "mill,"  whether  we 
adhere  to  the  sovereign  or  accept  the  almighty  dollar.  No 
doubt,  we  have  a  pound  sterling,  and  a  pound  avoirdupois ; 
but  it  is  better  not  to  have  the  same  word  signifying  dif- 
ferent things,  when  you  can  easily  avoid  it.  Another  point 
is  this  :  one  might  be  disposed  to  accept  "  mil,"  "  decimil," 
etc.,  for  use  in  dispensing  by  the  metric  system,  and  yet 
not  at  all  approve  of  these  expressions  in  a  scientific  paper, 
which  would  probably  be  copied  in  America  and  might 
appear  translated  in  a  Continental  journal.  Even  when 
one  has  what  he  thinks  a  rather  clever  idea — say,  for  re- 
naming a  series  of  compounds — he  usually  only  suggests  the 
proposal  :  he  does  not  attempt  to  enforce  it  in  every  available 
manner,  but  waits  patiently  until  his  proposal  receives 
general  authoritative  approval.

K  B  (83/55).— As  we  have  not  before  us  the  terms  of  your 
shop-agreement,  we  cannot  say  whether  you  or  the  landlord 
is  liable  for  the  plate  glass ;  but  the  fact  that  during  a  part  of 
the  tenancy  the  landlord  paid  the  insurance  suggests  that  the 
liability  is  his. 

J  S  (84 /52)  —If  it  is  the  composition  of  your  proprietary 
that  you  want  to  protect,  keep  the  formula  entirely  to  your- 
self ;  if  it  is  the  name  or  get-up,  take  advantage  of  trade- 
marks registration,  for  which  see  the  C.  &  D.  Diary.  It 
neither  of  these  courses  covers  what  you  want,  please  tell  us 
more  specifically.

E  C  (68/73).— Cocaine  Injection— Dental  injections  of 
cocaine  are  made  of  the  strength  of  1  per  cent.,  and  the  pre- 
caution is  taken  not  to  inject  more  than  half  a  grain  of  cocaine 
at  a  sitting,  or  dangerous  symptoms  may  be  expected,  i  he 
pharmacopoeial  method  of  making  the  injection  should  be 
followed.  The  cocaine  is  often  replaced  by  eucaine  and  com- 
bined with  adrenalin  for  dental  use. 

H  P.  R.  (62/43).— Lanoline  Pomade.— The  remedy  for  the 
hardness  of  the  lanoline  pomade  is  to  increase  the  quantity 
of  almond  oil. 

Barracks  (72/73).— Toilet  Lanoline.— As  you  speak  of  the 
formula  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  it  is  evident  you  are 
not  using  the  new  edition  of  that  work.  Here  is  one  of  the 
newer  recipes :

J.  D.  (73/9).— Genuine  Russia  Leather  is  curried  with 
birch-tar  alone  or  mixed  with  the  usual  fats,  but  the  sample 
you  send  is  not  so  curried,  being  faintly  perfumed  with  the 
essential  oil  of  birch-tar.  This  oil  is  now  largely  used  by 
curriers.  Presumably  you  used  birch-tar  itself,  which  is 
rather  empyreumatic.  Very  little  of  the  essential  oil  goes  a 
long  way— indeed,  it  suffices  to  keep  the  finished  skins  for 
some  time  in  a  cupboard  containing  at  the  bottom  a  small 
dish  of  the  oil. 

0.  T.  (75/26).— Pharmacy  in  the  Argentine.— Unless  you 
have  a  knowledge  of  Spanish  and  of  Spanish  pharmacy  you 
cannot  expect  to  do  much  in  the  drug-trade  in  the  Argentine 
until  you  have  been  a  few  years  there.  Business  is  good,  and 
is  in  the  hands  of  registered  pharmacists.  An  English  quali- 
fied chemist  would  be  admitted  to  the  examination  for 
chemists'  assistants,  and  with  that  qualification  some  go  into 
business,  hiring  a  person  with  the  higher  qualification  to  act 
as  nominal  owner.  The  curriculum  required  for  the  higher 
qualification  involves  several  years  at  a  university.  The 
Minor  examination  certificate  does  not  entitle  the  holder  to 
registration  in  the  Argentine.  The  assistants'  examination  is 
not  quite  so  stiff  as  the  Minor,  but  the  percentage  of  failures 
in  it  is  higher  than  in  the  Minor,  so  that  the  standard  is  well 
maintained.

I  Peesented  myself  at  Galen  Place 
at  the  appointed  time  with  many  others  of  the  craft.    My  first 
subject  was  dispensing  with  Mr.  Shepherd,  whom  I  found 
most  courteous  and  obliging.    My  paper  consisted  of  five 
items,  as  follows :

I  varnished  the  pills,  but  the  silver  did  not  take  well. 

After  lunch  came  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis  with 
Dr.  Palmer  Wynne.  The  salt  in  solution  proved  to  be  oxalic 
acid.  I  had  to  prepare  N/10  potassium-permanganate  solu- 
tion, and  with  it  determine  the  amount  of  real  oxalic  acid  in 
sol.  B.  With  this  oxalic  acid  I  had  to  determine  the  number 
of  grams  of  real  NaOH  in  250  c.c.  of  the  solution  C.  I  had 
finished  at  4.55  p.m.,  when  Dr.  Wynne  came  for  my  paper.  I 
took  great  pains  to  make  my  notes  clear  and  neat,  ruling 
everything  oft,  as  I  believe  it  is  Half  the  battle  to  give  in  a 
neat  report. 

I  received  my  notice  to  attend  the  oral  examination  after  a 
lapse  of  three  days.  My  first  subject  was  chemistry  with 
Mr.  White.  He  asked  me  to  write  down  all  the  oxides  I 
knew,  and  left  me  for  fifteen  minutes.  Here  was  plenty  of 
scope  for  me.  Among  them  were  S02,  S03,  NO,  N20,  PbO, 
,  PbO,,  Ba02,  H202,  H20,  ZnO.  He  asked  me  which 
are  acidic  and  which  basic ;  where  does  zinc  act  as  acidic  ?  I 
told  him  sodium  zincate.  Next  he  asked  how  I  would  make 
S02  and  SO,  ?  What  colour  is  PbO  ?  The  action  of  HN03  on 
PbsO,  and  of  HC1  on  Ba02  had  also  to  be  given ;  also  how  I 
would  estimate  H202.  I  had  next  to  write  all  the  derivatives 
of  benzene,  among  them  were  acetanilide,  and  Mr.  White 
asked  me  what  it  is.    Then  said  I  could  go.

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My  next  subject  was  pharmacy.  Here  I  was  asked  what 
I  meant  by  s.g.,  and  how  would  I  take  the  s.g.  of  a  liquid  ? 
How  are  hydrometers  read  ?  I  had  to  do  a  calculation  with 
a  pyenometer.  What  class  of  oils  does  castor  oil  belong  to, 
and  what  is  meant  by  a  drying  oil  ?  How  is  castor  oil  ex- 
pressed ;  its  habitat  and  solubility  in  alcohol  ?  How  make 
reduced  iron,  and  what  kind  of  apparatus  would  I  use? 
Write  the  equation  for  it.  Then  I  had  to  tell  all  I  knew  about 
maceration  and  percolation,  and  how  would  I  proceed  in 
both  instances.  How  make  ext.  bellad.  liq.  and  percentage 
of  alkaloids  ?  Emp.  bellad.  :  how  make,  and  percentage  of 
alkaloids  ?  Several  tinctures  were  mentioned  so  that  I 
might  state  whether  they  are  made  by  percolation  or  macera- 
tion. What  use  is  the  glycerin  in  glycerin,  plumbi  subacet.  ? 
Strength  of  liq.  plumbi  subacet.  dil,  ?  What  regulations  are 
necessary  for  the  sale  of  tinct.  bellad.  and  liq.  epispasticus  ? 
Ingredients  in  lin.  saponis,  and  how  would  I  make  mist,  olei 
ricini  ? 

My  next  subject  was  materia  medica  with  Mr.  Farr.  He 
showed  me  an  old  flat  piece  of  cinchona,  marshmallow. 
colchicum-corms,  hemidesmus,  castor-oil  seeds  (how  ex- 
pressed), cinchona  succirubra,  coto,  ginger  (white  and  brown) 
■ — which  would  I  prefer  in  pharmacy  ?  Said  the  brown,  as 
the  white  colour  is  due  to  the  ginger  being  boiled  in  lime. 
I  was  also  shown  an  old  piece  of  scammony  resin,  which  I 
mistook  for  guaiacum  resin.  What  percentage  of  resin  in 
the  root,  and  B.P.  tests  for  jalap  tubers;  give  the  B.P.  test  for 
purity  of  the  resin ;  shown  elemi  and  orange-peel  (two  kinds, 
shredded  and  whole) — which  would  I  prefer  ? 

My  next  subject  was  botany  with  Mr.  Tansley.  Asked  m© 
if  I  had  seen  a  seed  germinating :  gave  him  a  bean  for 
example.  What  did  I  see  ?  What  use  are  the  cotyledons  ? 
How  do  they  differ  from  foliage  and  leaves  ?  Why  does  a 
root  grow  down,  and  what  influences  govern  it  ?  Spoke 
about  searching  for  food,  gravitation,  and  negative  helio- 
tropism.  What  salts  are  needful  in  the  soil  ?  Shown  section 
of  plant  under  microscope  (dicot.  stem).  What  did  I  see? 
Shown  trunk  of  tree,  contrast  between  autumn  and  spring 
wood.  Where  is  the  cambium  ?  Shown  another  trunk  show- 
ing hard  and  soft  bast,  and  another  (monocot.  this  time)  with 
scattered  bundles.  What  are  the  scattered  bodies,  and  what 
great  class  of  foreign  plants  do  they  belong  to  ?  Shown 
butcher's  broom  and  a  capsule,  but  did  not  know  the  name 
of  the  plant.  What  kind  of  capsule  is  it  ?  Asked  if  I  knew 
any  more  capsules  ? 

I  was  next  called  to  prescription-reading  with  Mr.  Finne- 
more.  A  calculation :  how  much  hyd.  perch,  would  I  use 
to  make  Jiv.  of  a  solution  1-5,000  ?  An  English  prescription  to 
read ;  but  could  not  make  it  all  out.  Two  or  three  more 
Latin  ones  to  translate  into  English,  and  then  one  abbreviated 
Latin  prescription  to  read  in  full.  Several  doses,  and  then 
told  me  it  would  do. 

After  waiting  about  ten  minutes,  I  was  congratulated  by 
the  President.

Zhc  Week's  poisonings* 

FOURTEEN  fatalities,  seven  of  them  suicides,  are  re- 
ported as  having  occurred  during  the  past  week.  In 
every  case  a  scheduled  poison  was  the  cause  of  death. 
Prussic  acid  or  potassium  cyanide  in  solution  was  responsible 
for  the  deaths  of  Richard  Norman  Lucas  (46),  a  motor 
journalist  who  had  become  infatuated  with  La  Milo ;  of 
Joseph  Denham  Seddon  (42),  a  school-teacher  at  York;  and 
of  Mrs.  Norah  Baker,  of  Tralee.    At  the  inquest  on  Mrs. 
Baker  it  was  stated  that  she  had  been  depressed  for  some 
time,  suffering  from  insomnia.   While  living  in  the  Imperial 
Hotel,  Cork,  she  tried  to  wocure  prussic  acid  from  Mr. 
Mayne,  chemist,  Pembroke  Street,  and  also  from  Mr.  Field- 
ing's pharmacy,  but  was  refused  at  both  places.  Eventually 
she  obtained  2  dr.  from  Mr.  Murphy,  of  Bridge  Street, 
on  the  pretence  that  it  was  to  poison  a  dog.    She  poisoned 
herself  instead. — Samuel  Hardy  (61),  of  Brixton,  took  the 
contents  of  a  sixpenny  packet  of  Battle's  Vermin-killer,  and 
died  of  strychnine-poisoning.    Strychnine  also  caused  the 
death  of  Edward  Charles  Morgan,  of  Liverpool,  who  was 
found  dead  in  a  railway-carriage  at  Seacombe. — "  Laudanum 
in  overdose  "  was  the  reason  assigned  for  the  death  of  Rose 
Ellen  Seed  (40),  of  Leeds. — At  the  inquest  on  Charles 
Thornton  Kent  (57),  of  Ipswich,  who  died  from  opium- 
poisoning,  the  Coroner  (Mr.  H.  M.  Jackaman)  observed  that 
deceased,  when  purchasing  the  opium,  informed  the  chemist 
(Mr.  E.  F.  Miller)  that  he  required  it  to  use  in  a  poultice 
for  neuralgia.    The  bottle  had  contained  34  grains,  but  it 
appeared  that  the  regulations  that  the  poison  should  bo 
supplied  in  a  bottle  rendered  distinguishable  by  touch  from 
the  ordinary  medicine-bottle  had  not  been  observed.  That, 
however,  was  not  a  matter  for  the  jury  to  inquire  into,  and, 
assuming  there  had  been  an  infringement  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  the  jury  could  take  no  legal  cognisance,  unless  a 
breach  of  the  Act  had  caused  or  accelerated  death. — John 
McLean  (28),  a  crane-driver,  died  in  Dumfries  Infirmary 
from  the  effects  of  laudanum,  self-administered. — Elizabeth 
Gilman,  wife  of  a  tram-motorman  at  Birmingham,  poisoned 
herself  with  oxalic  acid. — At  Coxloge,  Durham,  Elizabeth 
Bathurst  (44),  was  poisoned  by  carbolic  acid. — James  Robin- 
son (55),  of  Preston,  drank  a  liniment  in  a  fit  of  depression, 
and  died  from  belladonna-poisoning. — Sidney  Jennings  (38), 
a  bank  clerk  living  at  West  Kensington,  died  after  taking 
over  40  grains  of  mercuric  chloride  in  tabloids. — Dr.  Colin 
Campbell  (35),  of  Winlaton,  died  from  an  overdose  of  mor- 
phine.— An  overdose  of  cocaine,  taken  by  hypodermic  injec- 
tion, caused  the  death  of  an  unknown  man  at  an  hotel  in 
Brixham. 

During  the  seven  months  ended  October  1906  Canada  ex- 
ported drugs,  dyes,  chemicals,  and  medicines  valued  at
